Tbo Pretident nuti be thirty-fiT* ytart of agt, fdarttMi yean ft rtsU 
il9fit of tb« Uaitea Statai, a natural born citisan, or n eitiian at tbe time 
of the adoption of the ConBtitution In caae of hit removal, death, or 
resignation, or inability, the duties of hit office derolve on the Vice Pre 
tident : and, bj act of Itt Mtrcb, 179S, in cate of removal, death, or 
resignation, or inability both of Pretident and Vice Pretident. the Presi- 
dent of the Senate pro tempore ; and in case there ehall be no Pretident 
of the Senate, then the Speaker of the House of Representatives, for the 
time being is te act as President. The legal title of this officer is Tlu 
Prendenl o/the United Statet; and he is, by the Constitution, Coniman* 
der in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States, and of the Mi-

\( the House of Represeotati-vee shall not choose a President whenever 
the ri^htof choice devolves upon them, before the foarth of March next 
following, then the Vice President shall act as President, as in the case of

The period of service is four years, but taere is no restriction as to re. 
election. If the offices of President and Vice President should both be- 
come vacant, it then becomes the duty of the Secretary of State to com- 
municate inforination thereof to the Executive of each State, and to cause 
the same (o be published in at least one newspaper in every State, giving 
two months previous notice that Electors of i President shall be appointed 
or chosen in the several States, within thirty-four days next preceding the 
Urst Wednesday in December ensuing, when the choice of President must 
proceed as usual.

The Vice President is, ex officio, President of the Senate; and as Pre-' 
sident of the Senate, in virtue of an act of the 8th of May, 1702, one i>f 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. His salary of 5^000 dollnrs per 
annam, is fixed by. the Act of 18ih of February, 1793 The Vice Presi- 
dent is not a member of the Cabinet. The ordinary duties of thiit officer 
i^, to preside in the Senate of the United States. When he does not offi- 
ciate in that station his place is supplied by a President of the Senate 
pro tempore, who is chosen from the body of Senators by ballot, and re- 
ceives additional compensation for his services. 

The Vice President is elected in the same manner, at the same time, 
for the same term, and by the same Electors, as the President But if no 
person has a majority of the whole number of Electors, then from the two 
highest nun^bers in the list, the Senate chooses the Vice President; a 
quorum for this purpose consi>'ts of two- thirds of the whole numbei of 
Senators, and a majority of :he wliole is necessary to a choice. 

No persea, coostitotionally ineligible to the office of President^ is eligi* 
ble to that of Vice President of the United States.

FXLLOW CITlZEirs OF THK SENATE,

It gives me pleasure to congratulate you upon your return to the Seat of 
Government for the purpose of discharging your duties to the people of the 
United States. Although the pestilence which had traversed the Old World 
has entered our limits, and extended its ravages over much of onr land it 
has pleased Almighty God to mitigate its severity, and lessen the nuaiber of 
its victims, compared with those who have fallen in most other countries 
over which it had spread its tenors. ^Notwithstanding this visitalieD, our 
country presents on every side, marks of prosperity and happiness, unequal* 

' ' ^ '^ '^ If we fully appreciate our 

appear unworthy 
ine Being who has 
(iiled our cup of pro<«perity, we shall feel our resolutions strengthened to 
fireserve and hand down to posterity that liberty and that Union which we 
have received from our fathers, and which constitute the sources and the 
i^hield of all our blessings. 

The relations of our country continue to present the same picture of ami- 
cable intercourse that I had the satisfaction to hold op to your view at the 
opening of your last Session. The same friendly professions, the same de- 
sire to participate in our flourishing commerce, the same disposition to re- 
frain from injuries unintentionally offered, are, with few exceptions, evinced 
by all nations with whom we have any intercourse This desirable state of 
thiags may be mainly ascribed to our undeviating practice of the rule which 
has long guided our national policy, to require no exclusive privileges in 
commerce, and to grant none. It is dail^ producing its beneficial eff<^cts in 
the respect shown to our flag, the protection of our citizens and their proper- 
ty abroad, and in the increase of our iiaviiation, and the extension of our 
mercantile operations. The returns whicn have been made out since we 
lai^tmet, will show an increase, during the last prereding year, of more than 
80,000 tons in our shipping, and of near forty millions of dollars in the ag- 
grpgate of our imports and exports. 

Nor have we less reason to felicitate oorselves on the position of our po- 
litical than ofour commercial concerns They remain in the state in which 
they were when 1 last addressed you—- a state of prosperity and peace, the 
effect of a wise attention to the parting advice of the revered Father of his 
Country, on this Sllbj^ct, condensed nto a niaiim for the use of posterity, by 
one of his roost distinguished successors, to cultivate free commerce and 
honest friendship with all nations, but to make entangling allianceK with 
none A strict adherence to this policy has kept us aloof from the perplex- 
ing questions that nowagitate the JEi.ropean world, and have more than once 
deluged those countries with blood. Should those scenes unfortunately re- 
cur, the partiesto the contest may count on a faithful performance f the du- 
ties incumbent on us as a neutral nation, and nur own ciiisens may eqiially 
rely on the firm assprion of their nentrni rights. 

With the nation that was* our earliest friend and ally in the infancy ofour 
political existencp, the nto>t friendly rpLuions have subsisted through the 
late revolutions of its Government *, au't, from the events nf the last, proml -e 
a ))ermnnrnt (U^raiion It has made an approximation in some of its poiifi- 
cal institutions to our own, and rHisert a monarch to the throne who pre- 
serves, it is said a friendly recolif ction of the period daring which he acquired 
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aoDoag out citizens the high coBsideratloD that could tlten hate been produced 
by hiKperBooai qualifiuationa nlone. 

Ourcomioerce with that u.ition la gradually aisuining a mutually beneficial 
character, a'ld the adjuittmcnt of the claims of our citizena hasrenioved the 
only obatacle there was to an Intercourse no. only luciative, bot productive 
of literanr and scientific improvemcut. 

Frooft ureal Britain^ 1 have the satisfaction to inform yon that I continue 
to receive assurances ol the mosi amicai)le disposition, which have, on my 
part, on ai proper occasions, been promptly and sincerely reciprocated. 
The attention of that Government has latterly been so much engrosse)! b\ 
luaiiers of a deeply interesting domestic character^ that we could not press 
upon it the renewal of negotiations whieh bad been unfortunately broken off 
by the unexpected recal of our minister, who had commenced them with 
some hopes of success. My ^reat object was the settlement of questions 
which, though now dormant, might hereafter be revived under circnmstknces 
that would endangei the good understanding which it is the interest of both 
parties to preserve inviolate; cemented, as it if, by a community of lanenage, 
manaers, and social habits, and by the hi^h obii^ations we owe to our priiish 
ancestors for many of our most valuable institutions, and for that system ol 
represeotatif* Oofermneat which has enabled us to preserve and improve 
them. 

The question of "our northeastern boundary still remains unsettled. In 
ny last annual message,! explained lo you the situation in which I found that 
business on my coming into office, and the measures I thought it my duty to 
pursue for asserting the rights of the United States, before the sovereign who 
sad beeo chosen by my predecesj«or to determine /he question ; and also the 
manner in which he had disposed of it. A special message to the Senate, 
in their executive cajtacity, afterwards brought before them the question < 
whether they would advise a submission to the opinion of the sovereign ar- 
biter. That bocty haviog considered the award not obligatory, and advised 
me to open a further negotiation, the proposition was immediately made to 
die British Government } but the circumstances to which 1 have alluded 
bave hitherto prevented any answer being given to the overture. Early at- 
tentioui however, has been promised to the subject, and every pflfort on my 
part, will be made for a satisfactory settlement of this question, interesting 
to the Union generally, and particularly so to one of its members. 

The . claims of our citiz>*ns on £fpatii are not yet acknowledged. On a 
closer investigation of thflra than appears to have heretofore taken place, it 
was discovered that some of these demands however strocg they might be 
opon the equity of that Government, were not such ascoold be mMe the 
sttbiect of national interference. And, faithful to the princip e of asking 
aothing but what was clearly right, additional instructions bave been sent to 
modify our demands, so as to embrace those only on which, according to the 
laws of nations, we had a st ict right to insist. An inevitable delay in pro- 
curing the documents necessarv for this review of the merits of these claims 
retarded this operation, until an unfortunate mslady, which has afflicted hi& 
Catholic Majesty, preyented an examination of them. Being now, for the 
first time, presented in an UTiexceptionable form, it is confidently hoped the 
application will be siiccesifuh

New markets are opening for our commodities, and a more e*.- 
tf usive range for the employineot of our ships. A slight augmentation of tiie 
du'ies on o»r commerce, inconsistent with the spirit of the treat), had been 
imposed; but, on the representation of our Charge d'Affaires, it ha>> b-teo 
proioptly wilhiirawn, and we now enjo\ the trade and navigation of the 
Black Sea, .ind uf hiI the ports helo-jgiiig to tbt' Turkish Empire, and Asia, 
on th» mo>t perfect equality with all foreign nations. 

I wi^j. e:irue»lly that, in announcing to you the continuance of friends' tip, 
and the increase oi a profitahh commercial intercourse with Mexico, with 
Ct.ntial Amrrica, and the scutes of the South, I could accompany it with the 
assurance thai they all are blessed with that laternal tianquillity, and forei'^n 
peace, which their heroic devotion to the cause of their independence merits. 

In Mexico^ a sanguinary struggle is now carried on, which has caused some 
eo.barrassuier.t <.o our commerce ; but both parties profess the most frieudly 
dispostii'on towiirdii us.

^ood offices when required, will be affonied to pronioe the do'^ie^stic ira - 
quillity and foreign peace of all nations with who.)* we h:tve any intercourse 
Any intervention in iheir afiairs further than this, ev<n by the expression of 
an official opinion, is contrary to our principles of international policy, and 
will always be avoided* 

The Report which the Secreta'-y of the Treasury will, in doe time, lay 
before 3rou, will exhibit the Jiatiortal Finances in a highly proflpero:'s stai 
Owing to the continued sncoe^s ofou' commercial enterprise, which l> • 
enahled the merch-tnts to fnlfil their engagements with the Government, thf 
receipts from customs during the year wiU exceed the estimate pi evented Ht 
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the last kesiioD ; and, with the other aieaiit of the Tremturyt will prove fulij 
adequate, Dot only to meet tiie iocreased expenditures retuitiiif frvim tbf. 
lar^e apfiropriatioofi made by CongreMi but to provide for the paym* at of 
all be public debt which is at present redoentable. |. it now estimated that 
the customs will yield o the Treasury , during the present year, upwards of 
twenty-' ighi millions of dollars. The public laud », however, have pioved 
less productive than was anticipated ; and, according to preseni information, 
will not much exceed two millions The expenditures tor all objects other 
than the public debt, are estimated to amount, daring the year, to about six 
teen millions and a half, while a larger 9um, vis. eigoieea millions of 
dollars, will have been applied to the principal and interest of the public 
debt. 

li is expected, however, thai, in consbquenee ol the reduced rates of doty, 
which will tAke effect after the 3d of March next, there will be a considera- 
ble fal.ing off in the revenue from customs in the year 1833. It will, never- 
theless be amply sufficient to provide for all the wants of the public service, 
estimated even upon a liberal scale, and for the redemption and purchase of 
the remainder of the public debt. On the 1st of January next, the entire public 
debt of the United S ates, funded and unlunded, wih be reduced to within 
a fraction of seven millions of dollars : of which 52,!it27,3U3 are not of right 
redeemable onii' the Ist of Jnnoary, 1834, and 5^,735,296, not until the 2d 
of January, 1835. The commissioners of the linking fund, however, beiog 
invested with full authority to purchase the deb* at the market price, and 
the means of the Treasury being auple, it may be hoped that the whole will 
be extinguished within the year 1833. 

I cannot too cordially congratulate Congress and my fellow-citixeos on 
the near approach of that memorable and happy event, the exinction of the 
public debt of this great and free nation. Faithful to the wise and patriotic 
policy marked out by the legislation of the county for <his oljeci, the pre* 
sent administration i\a.s devoted to it ail ihe means which a flourishing com* 
merce has supplied, and a prudent economy preserved, for ihe r>ublic Trea* 
sury. Within the four years for which the people have confided the execu- 
ti\e power to my charge, fifty-ei^h' millions otdoila>-6 will have been ap* 
plied to the payment of the public debt. That this has been accomplished 
without stinting the expenditures for all other proper objects, will be seen 
hy referrine to the liberal provision made, during the same period, for ihe 
support and increase of our means of maritime and military defence, for in- 
ternal improvements of a national chardcter,for the removal and preserva- 
tion of the !ndi;ins, and, lastly, for the gallant veterai^s of the revolution. 

The final removal of this great burthen from our resources affords the 
means of further provision for all the objects of general welfare and public 
defence which the constitution authorizes, and presf nts the occasion for 
such further reduction in the revenue as mny not be required for them. 
From the Report of the Secretary of the Treasury, it will be seen that, after 
the present year, such a redurtion may be made to a considerable extent ; 
and the subject is earnestly recommended to the consideration of Congress, 
in the hope that the combined wi8dt.m of the representatives of the people 
will devise such means of effecting that salutaiy object, as may remove those 
burthens, which shall be found to fall unequally upon any, and as may pro- 
mote all the great interests of the commnnity.. 

Long and patient reflection has strengthened the opinions I have hereto- 
fore expressed to Congress on this sulject; and I deem it my dutf, on the 
present occasion, af^ain to urge them upon the attention of the Legislature. 
The soundest maxims of public policy, and the -iirinciples upon which our 
republican institutions are founded, recommend a proper adaptation of the 
revenue (o the expenditure, and they also require, that the expenditures sb)tll 
be limited to what, by an economical administration, shall be consistent with 
the simplicity of the Government, and necessary to an efficient public s^r. 
vice, in effecting this adjustment, it is doe, in justice, to the interests of 
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he differeat Stslet. Mtdefea to Clw prMertation of the Union itself, Uim 
be protectkw mdnwU bv •xisiiBg laws to aoy braDcbes of ibe naiionat n 
hNtfy* alKnild ooc exeMd what oiMy b« net esaary to couotetact the re^uii« 
ioDs of IbraifB aatioiity aad !• secare a mipply of tboae articlos ui oiattu 
iwttire, •••eatial lo the aatMaal iDdepeodeoce aod safely la time of wh 
f, opoa invest tgaCion, it sbali be foand, as it is believed it will be, tbi«t .he 
enslative protectioa frauted Uy any particular interest is greater thau 
naiapeusttbly requisite for these objects, 1 recomttiend that it be xradurtlly 
'iuiniahed, and that, as far as may be coosiffteat it iib these objecte, ihe 
hole schemff of duties be reduced to the re Vf*oue uaouard m 8i>ei« as a ju^t 
{•ird to the fv«ith of the goveroment, And (o the preservation of the laige 
eafiital invei<ted in establishm«-iiis of dooiestic iadu^^tryi vrili permit. 

That manufai'tores adeoii-.tte lo the suf ply of ourdom<*8iic coosonip'ion 
sroutd, in the abstract, be oeneficial to aar country, there is no lenKin to 
lioobt; and to effect their establishmeni, iheie i^*, perhupn, no Ameriran 
iitisen who would not, for awhile, be wiiLiig to pay a higher price for ihem 
But for this purpose^ it is presomed that a tariff of high duties, desiRurd 
for perpetual protecnoa, has entered iutu the minds of bu tew of our sfatt-s 
Bien. The most they have antiripated is a temporary, and, generally, inci- 
denul protection, which they maintaia has the effect to reduce ?be price by 
Jomestic competition below that of the foreign artiete. £iperient e, how 
svt-r, onr bestguidt on this ns on other sabjects, makes itdoubdul whei>.ei 
the advantsres of this sy«tem are not coonterbTiianced by niMuy evils, and 
whether it wies not lend lo beget, in the minds of a large portion of our 
eonntr]p men, a spirit of (f iscooteat s[nd jealousy dangerous to the subility ol 
the Union. 

What then shall ba done f Large interests have grown np nadar the im* 
»lied pledce of oar national legisUtion, which it would seem a violation of 
Miblir faith soddealy to abandon. Nothing could justify it bat the public 
lafeCy, which is the supreoie law. But those who have vested their capiul 
in maottfacturing establishments cannot eipen that the peopi** will continus 
lermanently to pay high taxes for their benefit, when the aMney is not re 
Itiired for any legiimata purpose in the admiaiNtratioD of ibt Government** 
Is it not enough that the aigh duties have been paid as loag a^ the money 
arising from them con id ba applied to the common benefit ia the ealingttish< 
mrnt of the public debt. 

Those who take an enlarged view of the condition ofoarcoantn, mnsi 
be satisfied that the policy of protection most be ultimately limited to those 
articleaof domestic maaufac lures which are indispensable to oorsafft> ia 
lime of war Within this scope, an a reasonable sctale, it is recommended 
by every consideration of pntriotism aad duty, which will doubtless alwavfl 
lecore to it a liberal and efficient support. But beyond this object, we have 
si ready aeea the operation of the system productive of discontent. In soma 
lections of the republic, its infiuence is deprcatedas tandina to concen-ratsi 
wealth into a few bands, and as creating those get ma of dependencp and 
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, which, in other countries, hav«« characterised the existence uf mono- 
)q|ies, and proved so destractive of liberty and the general good. A large 
lortion of the people, in one section of the Repnbtic, declares it not only 
nexpedient on these grounds, but as disturbing the equal relations of proper 
ty by legislation, aad therefore unconstitutional and o Just 

Uoubilaes, these effects are, in a great degr^'e, exaggerated, and may be 
Mcribed to a mistaken view of the considerations which *ed to the adoptioi 
of the tariff svstem ; but they are nevertheless important in enabling os t 
review <ba oubfeet with a more thorough knowledge of all its bearings npo 
the great iatarests of the repoblie, and with a datermiaatioa ta dispose of i 
10 'hat aoae can, with justice, complain. 

It is my paiafol duty testate, that, in oae qaarter of the United States, op 

Msitioa to the revenne laws has risea to a height which threatens to ihwar 

ihair etoeation, if not to endanger the integrity of the Union. Wbatevei 
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pbfltructiong maji be Udowii in tha way of Ui« judical authorities of the 
General Groferernment, it ia hoped they will be able, peaceablvi to overcome 
<heiD by che prudeuce of their own officers, and the patriotism of the people. 
But should this reasonable reliaoce on ihe moderation and good sense of all 
Iportiou^ of our fe low citizens be dtsapfioiuted, it is believed that the laws 
themselves are fully adequate (o the suppression of such attempts as may be 
immediately made. Should the exigency arise, rendering the execution of 
the ejcititing laws impracticable, from any caase whatever, prompt notice of 
it will be giV' n to Congress, with the suggestion of such views and measures 
as may be deemed necessaij to meet it. 

In conformity with i^rinciples heretofore explnined, and wtih the hope of 
reducing the General Government to that simple machine which the>consti* 
tutioD created, and of withdrawing from the States all other inflneoce than 
that of its Universal beneficence in preserving peace, affording an iiniform 
currency, maiataining the inviolability of contracts, diffusing in>ellij;ence, 
and diHch-trging, unfelt, its other superintending functions, I recomm'*nd that 
provision be made to dispose of all stocks now held by it in corporations, 
whether created by :he General or State Governments, and placing the pro- 
ceeds in the Treasury. As a source of profit, these stocks are of little or no 
value 'f as a means of influence among the States, they are adverse to the 
purity of our instiiutions. The whole principle upon which they are based, 
IS d<^emed by manv onconstitutiooal, and, to persist in the policy which they 
indicate, is connidered wholly inexpedient. 

It is my duty to a -quaint you with the arrangement made by the Bank of 
the United States with a portion of the holders of the three per cent, stock, 
^y which the Govcinment will be deprived of the use of the public fuods 
longer than was a ticipated. By this arrangement, which will be particblar- 
ly explained by the Secretary of the Treasury, a surrender of the certificates 
of this slock may be postponed until October, 1833; and thus the liability of 
the Government, after its ability to discharge the debt, may be coaiinued by 
' the failure of the bank to perform its duties. 

Such measures as are within the reach of the Secretary of the Treasury 
have beeo t;iken to en;)ble liim to judge whether the public deposites in ihat 
institu ion may be regarded as entirely safe ; but, as his limited power may 
)rove inadequate to this object, I reconim''nd the subjeet to the attention of 
Coufr<s<*, under the firm belief that it is worthy of their serious investiga- 
ion An inquiry into the transactions ef the inaiitution, euibracii.fr ihe 
>ranches as well as the principal bank, seems called for by the credit which 
\% given throughout the country to many serious oliarces impeaching its char- 
icter, and which, if true, may justly excite the apprehension that it is no 
onger a safe depository of the money of the people. 

Amoug the interests which merit the consideration of Congress after the 
payment of the public debt, one of the mo^t important, iu my view, is thtit of 
the PubUc Lands. Previous to the formation of the pie^nt consii'ution, i 
was rrcomra'-uded by Congress that t portion of the waste lands owned Uy 
the States snoulU be ceded to the United Stales for the purpose of general 
harmony, and as a fund to meet the expenses of the war. The recommenda- 
tion Wtts adopted, aud, at diSerent periods of time, 'he Slates of Massa 
'Mitiseits, N- w York, Virginia^ North vind South Carolinit, and Georgia, 
gi antf^d their vacant soil foi the uses for which they had been asked A» 
the lands may now be considered as relieved from this pledge, the objec 
f ■ which t'ley were ctded having been accomplished, it is in the discretion 
of Congress to dispose of them in such way as best to conduce to the quiet, 
ham ony, and general interest, of the American people. In examining this 
quest ion* all local and sectional feelings shouVi be discarded, and the whole- 
United States regarded as one people* interested alike in the prosperity of 
1 ■ 'oiumoti couniiy. 

It cannot be doubted that the speedy settlement of these lands constitutes 
the trueiriterreMl of the repubrc The wealth and strength of acauntry are 
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ito populatieo, and the best part of that population are the cultivaton of tha 
soil, lodepeodeot farners are every where the basis of soeietj, and trna 
friends of liberty. 

In additioa to these eonstderations, qoestions hav^ already ariseDi and 
hiay l)e expected hereafter to grow out of the public lands* which involve 
■be rights of the new States, and the powers ol the General Government ; 
pod, auless a liberal policy be now adopted, there is danger ihat^hese ques- 
tions may speedily aftsonie an importance not now generally anticipated* 
The influence of a great sectional interest, when brought into full actionj 
will be found more dangerous to the* harmony and union of the States thafl 
any other cause of discontent ; and it is the part of wisdom and sound polic| 
to foresee its approaches, and endeavor, if possible, to counteract th<'m. 

Of the various schemes which have been hitherto proposed in regard to 
the disposal ot the public lands, none has yet received the entire approbation 
of the National Legislature Deeply impressed with the importance oC 
s speedy and satisfactory arrungf mfot of the subject, I deem it my duty, on 
tfab occasion, to urge it upon your consideration, and, lo the propositions 
which have been heretofore suggested by others, (o contribute tnose reflec- 
tions which have occurred to me, in the hope that they may assist you in 
your future delil>erations. 

It seems to me to be our true policy that the public lands shall cease, at 
loon as pra«.ticabie, to be a source of revenue, and that they be sold to set- 
tlers, ID limited part'.els, at a price btrely sufficient to reimburse ti> tho 
United States the expense of the presf nt system, and the cost arising under 
sar Indian compacts The advantages of accurate surveys and undoob ed 
titles, now secured to purchasers, seem to forbid the abolition of the pre- 
leiit system, because none can be substitu ed which wi'.l more perfectly mc- 
eomplisli these important ends. ItiM dcMrable, however, that, in convenient 
lime, this machinery be withdrawn from the States, and thai the right of 
soil, and ^he future disposition of it, be surrendered to the States, respec- 
tively, in which it lies. I 

The adventurous and hardy population of the west, besides contributing 
their <^qual share of tax ttion under our impo!*t system, have, in the progress 
of our Governnie-it, for the lands tbev occupy, pai* into the Treasury, a 
large proportion of forty millions of doliais, and, of the revenue received 
therefrom, but a small p^r* has been expended amongst th-m H hen, to 
the disadvantage of their situation iu this respect, we add the consideration 
that it is their labor alone which gives real value to the tnnds, and th:ii the 
proceeds arising from their sale are distributed chiefly among States which 
had not originally any claim to them, and which have enjoyed tiie undivirfed 
emolumenis arising from the sale of their own lands, it cannot l)e expected 
Uiat the new Slates will remain longer contented with the present policy, 
after the pa>ment of the public d<:bt. To avert the consequences which 
may be apprehended from this cause, to put an end forever to all partial and 
interested legislation on this subject, and to afford to everv American citi- 
ten of enterprise, the opportunity of securing an indepeuaent freehold, it 
seems ti> me, therefore, best to abandon the idea of raising a future revenue 
out of the public lands. 

[a former messages, I bav/i expressed my conviction that the constitution 
doex not warran' the application of the funds of the General Government to 
plijects of Internal hnprovemeni which are not national in their character ; 
ant), butn as a means of doing justice to all intetests, and putting an end to a 
course of legislation calculated to destroy the purity of the Government, 
have urged the necessity of reducing the whole subject to some fixed and 
eertaio rule. As there never will occur a period, perhaps more propitious 
than the present to the accomplishineai of this object, I oeg leave to press 

tbe subject again upon your attention 
Without some general and well ueflned principles ascertaining those oh 
sets of internal improvement to which the means of the naion may be eoo-^ 
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ttitoCioaally applied, it is obTioas tbat tba eserose of the p«wer can never 
be Mtisfactory. Besides the danger to wbicb ii expoeos Concress of mak- 
iog bastj appropriatioDS to works of the charaeter of which they may be 
frequently ignorant, it promotes a snischievons and corrupting influence up- 
on eleeiioas, by holding out to the people the fallacious hope that the sue- 
ccsB of a certain candidate will make nafigahle their neighboring creek or 
river, bring commerce to their doors, and increase the value of their proper- 
ly It thus favors combinations to squander the treasure of the country up- 
on a multitude of local objects, as fatal to just legislatioB as to the pority ol 
public men. 

If a system compatible with the constitution cannot be devised, which is 
Tree from such tendencies, we should recollect that that instrnment provides 
- ichin itself the mode of its ameudosent; and that there is, therefore, no 
eacose for the assumption of doubtful powers by the General Goternment. 
If those which are clearly granted shall be found incompetent to the ends of 
its creation, it can at any time apply for their enlargement ; and there ii no 
probability that soch an applicatioo, if founded on thf public interest, will 
ever be refused, if the propriety of the proposed grant be net sufficiently 
i^areot to command the assent of three-fourths of the States, the best pos- 
iibte reason why the power should not be assumed on doubtful authority is 
afforded; for if more than one-fourth of the Stateeare uawilliM to viake 
!h« grant, its exercise will be productive of discontents which wilffar over- 
balance any advantages which could be derived from it. All must admit that 
there is nothing so worthy of the coastaat aolicitada of this Government, as 
iha harnoay and union of the people. 

Being so leffloly impressed with the eoaviatwn that the eztenaion of the 
power to make internal improvements beyond the limit I have suggeated, 
pven if it be deemed coostitutioual, is subversive of the best interests of our 
poiiotry. I earnestly recommend to Congress to refrain from its eabtrcise. in 
doobtfal 'cases, exoept iu relation to improvements already begun, unless they 
shall first procure from the States such an amendment of the constitution s« 
•rill define its ohamcter, and prescribe its bounde If the States feel them* 

' selves competent to these objects, why should tbit Government wish to as- 
kume the power ? If they do not, then they will not hesitate to make the 
grant. Both Governments nre thn Governments of the people : improve* 
menis must be made with the money of the people ; and if Uie money can be 
roltected and applied by those more simple and economical political ma- 
chines, the S ate (governments, it will, unquestionably, be safer and better 
for the people, than to add to the splendor, the paironagis, and thepower^ of 
the General Uovernment. But if the people of the several Stages think 
otherwise, ihey will amend the constitutioa, and, in their decision, all ought 
cheerfully to acquiesce . 

For a lietailed and highly satisfactory view or the operations of the War 

iDipartmtiU, 1 refer you to the accompanying Report of the Secretary ef 
War 

t he hostile incursions of the Sac and Fox Indians necessarilv led to the 
interposition of the Goternment A portion of the troo|», under General 
Seott and Mkinsoo, and of the militia of the State of Illinois, were called 
into the field. After a harassing warfare, proloiiged by the nature of the 
eeontry, and by the difficulty of procuiing subsistence, the Indians were 
entirely defeated, and the disaflfected band dispersed or destroyed. The 
resslt has been creditable to the troops engaged in the Service. Severe as 
is the lesson to the Indians, it was rendered necessary by their unprovoked 
afjp^ssions ; and it is to be hoped that its impression will be permanent and 
laliitary. 

This campHi^n has evinced the efficient organisation of the army, and its 
capacity for prompt and active service. Its several departments hate per* 
brmed their fun- tions with energy and despatch, and the general movement] 
fvas satisfactory 4 
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Our fellow citizens upon the frouiiers were ready, as they alwav» art, <■ 
he tender of their services in the hour of danger. But ii more efficitol 
or^aoizHtioD of oar MUUia System is essential to thai, security ivhich is 
one of thf* principal objects of s^ it govemmenis. IS either our si luatioa nor 
our institutions, require or permit the maintenance of a large regular force. 
History offers too many lessons of the fatal result ot such a measure, not 
to warn us against its adoption here The expense which attends it, the 
obvious tendency to employ it because it exists, and thus to engage in un- 
necessary wars, and it» ultimae danger to public liberty, wM lead us, I 
trust, to place our principal dependence for piotecticn upon the great body 
of the citizens of the republic. J ft in asserting rights or in repelling wrongs, 
war should come upon us, our rei^uiar force should be increased to an tx- 
{tent proportioned to the emergency, and our present small army is a nu 
cleus around which such force could be formed and embodied. But, lor 
the purpose of defence under ordinary cir: umstances, we must reh upon 
the electors of the country. Those by whom, and for whom, the Govern 
flient was instituted, and is sup|K}rted, will constiiute its protection in tha 
hour of danger, as th^y do its check in the hour of safety. 

But it is obvious that the miiitia system is imperfect. Mach time is lost, 
much unnecessary expense incurred, and much public property wasted, un 
der the present arrangement. Litile useful knowledge is gained bv the 
mutters and drills as now established, and the whole subject evidenlly re 
quires a thorough examination. Whether a plan of classification icmedy 
mg these defects, and providing for a system of instruction, mi^ht sot be 
acbpted, is submitted to the consideration of Congress. The constitution 
has vested in the General Government an independent authority upon th« 
subject of the militia, which renders its action essential to the establish* 
mentor impovemeut of the system, and I recommend the matter to your 
consideration, in the conviction that the state of this important iirn of the 
public defence requires your attention. 
. I ara happy to inform vou, that the wise and humane policy of transferring 
from the eastern to the western side of t)ie Mississippi, the remnants of oar 
aboriginal tribes, with their own consent, and upon just terms, has been 
steadily pursued, and is approaching, I tiust, its consummation By refe 
renC' to the report of the Secretary of War, and to the documents submitted 
with it, you will see the progress which has been made f^ince vour last.ses- 
sion in the arrangement of the various matters connected with our Indian 
Relations With one exception, every subject involving any question of 
coufliciing jurisdiction, or of peculiar difficulty, has been happily disposed 
of, aod the conviction evidently gains ground among the Indians, that their 
removal to the country assigned oy the United Slates for their permanent 
residt'oce, furnishes the only hope of their ultimate prosperity J 

With that portion of the Cherokees, however, living within the State of 
Geornia, it has been found impracticable as yet, to make a satisfactory ad 
justment. Such was my anxiety o remove all the grounds of complaint, 
and to bring to a termination the difficulties in. which (hey are involved, that 
I diiected the very liberal propositions to be made to them which accompany 
the documents herewith suomitted. They cannot but have seen in these 
offers the evidence of the strougesi disposition, on the part of the Govern* 
nent, to deal justly^and liberal with them. An aiiiple indemnity was offered 
fortbeir present possessions, a liberal provision for their future support and 

I improvement, and full security for their private and political righis. What- 
ever difference of opinion may have prevailed respecting the just claims of 
these people, there will probably be none respecting the liberality of the 
propositioas.aod very little respecting the expediency of their immediate ac- 
ceptance. They were, however, rejected, end thus the position of >hese| 
Indians remains unchanged, as do the views communicated in my message! 
to the Senate, of February, 1831. I 

I refer you to the annual Report of the Seeretaryof the Navy, which ae-| 
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compaoiea this message, for m detail of the operatioDS of that branch of the 
service during the present year. 

Besides the general remarks on some of the trmnsaetio»s of oor Naai/^ pre 
sented in the view which has been taken of our foreign relations, f seise 
this occasion to incite to your notice the increased protection uhich it has 
afforded to our commerce and eitiiens on distant seas, witboni any augmen 
tatioo of tlie force in commission. In the gradual improTement of its pe 
cuiiianr concerns, in the constant progress in the callection of materials 
soiUMe for use during fatare emei^ncies, and in the construction of ves- 
sels, and the bvildings necessary to their preservation and repair, the pre- 
sent state of this branch of the service exhibits the fruits of that vigilance 
and care vrbich are so indispensable to its efficiency. Various new sug- 
gestions contained in the annexed Report, as well as others heretofore 
submitted to Congress, are worthy of your attention; but none more so 
than that urging the renewal, for another term of six yean, of the genera! 
appropriatin for the gradual improvement of the nainr* 

From the accooapanyiisg report of the PottmatUr Uenerait yon will also 
perceive thai that Department continoes to extend its usefulness without 
impairing its resources, or lessening the ancemmodations which it affords 
in ti:e secure and rapid transportation of the mail. 

I beff leave to call the attention of Congress to the views heretofore ex 
pressed in relation to the mode of choosing the President and ^iee Pre- 
sident of ifie United States, and to those respecting the tenure of office 
generally Still impresssed with the justness of those views, and with the 
belief that the modifications suggested on those sob|eets, if adopted, will 
contribute to the prosperity and narmony of the country, 1 earnestly re 
connmend them to your consideration at this time. 

I have heretofore po nted out defects in the law for punishing official 
frauds^ especially within the District of Colambia. It has been fonnd al- 
most impossible to bring notorious culprits to pauisbment, and, according to 
a dceision of the court for this District, a prosecution is barred by a lapse 
of two years after the fraud has been C4>mmitted It may happen a^ain,. as 
it has air ady happened, that, during ihe whole two years, all the evidences 
of thefr;iud may be in tlie possession of the culprit himself. However pro- 
per th e timiiation may be in relation to private citiaens, it would seem that 
It •ng hi not to commence running in £fivour of public officers until they go 
out of office. 

The Judiciary System of the United States remains imperfect. Of the nine 
wiestern and southwestern States, three only enjoy the benefits of a circuit 
court Ohio, Kentucky, and TenneMee, are embraced in thegenerel sys* 
-tem; but Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisiana, 
have only district courts. If the existing fiystem be a good one,, why should 
it not be extended? If it be a bad one, why is it saffered to exist? The new 
States were promised equal righ's and privileg's when they oame into the 
thf; U^ion, and such are the gnaranrees of the Constitution. Nothing can 
be moic obvious than the oUigation of the General Government to place 
all the States on the saae footing in relation to the administration or jus* 
tice, and I trust this d»ty wiH be neglected no longer. 

On many of the subjenis to which your attention is invited in this com 
mnniration, it is a source of gratification to reflect that the steps to be aovr 
ado pte<i ^re onininenred by the embarrassments entailied opoo the country 
by the wars through which it has passed. In regard to moftt of our great 
interests, we may consider ourselves as just starring in our career,, antl, af- 
ter H salutary experience, about *o fi?(, upon a permanent basis, the policy 
( best catcolated te promote the happiness of the people, and facilitate their 
progress tewards the most complete enjoyment of civil liberty. Ghi aaoc- 
ca<iton so interesting and important in oar history, and of such anxious con- 
cern to the friends of freedom fhrooghoiM the v)orld, it is our imperieos dmy 
to lay aside all selfi^^h and local considerations, and be guided by a lofty 
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■piriiof devottoD to the great priDciplesoo which oui* institutions arefwuDded 
That tbift GovernmeDt may be so administered as to preserve its efficiency 
in promoting and securing these general ohjectsi should be the only aim of 
oar ambition; and we cannot^ therefore, too carefully examine its structure, 
in order that we may not mistake its powers, or assume those which the 
people hate reserved to themselves, or have preferred to assign toother 
agents We should bear constantly in mind the fact, that the considerations 
which induced the framers of the Constitution to withhold from the General 
GoTernment the power, to regulate the great mass of the business and con 
ceros ot the people, have been fully justified by experience; and that it 
cannot now be doubted that the genius of all our institutions prescribes 
simplicity and economy as the characteristics of the refoim which is yet 
to bo effected in the pre^eni and future execution of the functions bestowed 
upon us by the Constitution. 

Limited to a general superintending power to maintain peace at home 
and abroadj and to prescribe laws on a few subjects of general interest, not 
calculated to restrict human liberty, but to enforce human rights, this Go- 
vernment will find its strength and its glory in ihe faahful discharge of these 
plain and simple duties. Relieved by its protecting shield from the fear 
of war and the apprehension of oppression, the free enterprise of our citi- 
zens, aided by the State sovereignties, will work out improvements and 
ameliorations which cannot fail to denronstrate thai the great truth, thai 
the people can govern themselves, is not only realized in our example, but 
thai it is done bv a machinery in government so simple andeconomieal as 
scarcely to be felt. Tha^. the Almighty Ruler of the Universe may so direct 
our deliberations, and overrule our acts, as to make us instrumental in se- 
curing a result so dear to mankind, is my most eai net-t and sincere prayer.

THE CONGRESS. 

The Congress of the United States consists of the Senate and House 
of Representatives ; the former composed of forty eight in number, the 
latter of two hundred and sixteen, ot whom three are delegates. In 
the next Congress, the nuinber of Representatives will be two hundred and 
forty, agreeably to the apportionment made under the Census of 1830. 

There are twe Senators fiom each State. They were originally di- 
vided into three classes, and one third of them are chosen every se- 
cond year for the term of sis years* They are chosen by the Legitla- 
turet of the States. 

The Senate have opon all nominations by the President of the Uni- 
ted States, a voice of adrice and consent, or otherwise ; in which case it 
sits with closed doors The journal of its proceedings is then secret. 
They have also a vote in the ratification of treaties ; in which case it is 
indispensable that two thirds of them should consent. The Senate is also 
a court for the trial of high crimes and misdemeanors, upon impeach 
ments by the House of Representatives. 

No person can be a Sen'^tor who has not attained the age of thirty 
years, and been nineyears ar«tizenofthe United States, and whoshallnot, 
when elected, be an inhabitsni of that State for which he «hall be 'hosen* 

The Vice President of the Uniteri States is, by the constitution, the 
President of the Senste, in which body he has only a casting vote, 
which is given in ease of an equal division of the Totes of the Sena- 
tors. The Vice President of the United States, when he acts a»j 
President of the Sehate, receives no addition to hit pay as Vtre Piesi 
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dent, which is ^5,000 per monum. In hit absence m President pro 
itmport ii chosen, who, during the period of his lervicefl, receives $16 
per diem for every day he attends. 

The House of Representatives is composed of noembers chosen every 
second year by the teopU of the several Slates ; and the electors in each 
State must have the qualifications requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of the State Legislature. 

Representatives are apportioned amoug the several States according 
to their respective numbers, which are determined by adding to the 
whole number of free persons, including those bound to. service for a 
isrm of years, and excluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all oth 
er persons. An enumeration of the inhabitants of the United States 
must be made every ten years. The first enumeration was made in 
1790, the fifth in 1830. 

No person can he a Representative who has not attained the age 
of twenty-five years, and been seven years a citizen of the United 
States, and who thall not, when elected, be an inbaVitant of the State 
in which he shall be ch#«eu. 

When vacancies happen in the rrpresentatidn from any State, it is 
made the duty of the executive authority thereof, to issue writs oi 
election to fi>l such vacancies. 

The Speakerof the House of Representatives is chosen by a majority 
of the members of the House, for the term ef the Congress to which he 
belongs as member of the House. His privileges are the same as tbose 
of any other member; and his compensation is $16 per diem. 

The Congress must assemble, at least, once in every year, on the first 
Monday in December, if not otherwise provided by law. The President of 
me United States may convene them at any time upon giving forty days 
notice. Neither House can adjourn for more than three days, without 
the consent of the olner, nor to any other place than that in which the 
two Houses shall be sitting. In case of disagreement about the time, 
the President of the United States may adjourn them to such time as be 
think» proper. The Senate and House each form their own rules, an4 
are, respectively, judges of their own election. 

The times,' places, and manner of holding elections for Senators and 
Biipresentattveii, is prescribed in each Stat« by the Legislature thereof; 
but the Congress may, at any time by law, make or alter such regula 
ttons, except as to the places of choosing Senators. 

Both Senators and Representatives ate. in all caiet except treason, 
felony, and bit* <tch of the peace, privileged from arrest during their at 
tendance at the Session of their respective Houses, and in going to or re 
turning from, the same; and for any speech or debate in either House, 
they cannot be questioned in any other place Bills for raising revenue must 
origin i te in the Houses and the House solely h<«s the power of impeachment. 

No Member of Congress can, during the time lot which he was elected, 
be appointed to any civil ofiSce under the authority of the United States, 
which shall have been created, ur the emolaments whereof shall have been 
incre&fed, during &uch time; and no person holding any office under the 
Uuit<-d States, can be a member of either House during bit continuance 
111 office; nor can he be concerned either directly or indirectly, in whole, 
or in part, in any contract, &c. with the United Statei.

COMMITTEES OF CONGRESS. 

The Comoiittees of the Senate, when the Vice President is io the 
hair, are elected by baHot; in hi» absence they are appointed by the 
resident pro tempore: those of the House are appointed by the Speaker. 
To these Coainittees, in either House, is confided the initiation of bu- 
iness. They report to the Senate or the House, by bill, or otherwise , 
nd apon such report the Senate or House ^o in Commtttu of the tsholt, 
n which form of proceeiJing the whole body of members ace regarded as 
oe committee , the Speaker qatts the chair, and some one member is 
ailed to preside as chairman ; (The President of the Senate does not 
eafe the chair when the Senate proceeds to the consideration of a mea> 
ure M io committee of the whole, but presides on all occasone when he 
is present.) In this committee, a wide latitude of discussion is allowed, 
and having made progress or come to some determination en the subject 
bnder consideration, it rises and reports pregiess, asks leave to sit again 
or to be discharged from that business, or reports in a conclusive manuer 
affirmatively or negatively; and the Senate or House grantor refuse 
the leave of discharge, or confirm or reject the report of the committee. 
Thii form of procedure is eminently calculated to prevent precipitation 
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CommitUei of the Senate.

By an Act of January 26, 1802 the President of the Senate, and Speak* 
er of the House of Representatives, for the time being, were empowered 
to eatablisb such regulations and restrictions in relation to the Library as 
thej might deem proper, and from time to time to alter or amend the same. 
By the same act the President of the United States was authoriziRd to 
appoint a Librarian to take charge of the Library. This act also restricted 
tie use of the books in the Library to the Presideut and Vice-President 
of the United States^ and the members of the Senate and House of Rep 
lesentatives for the tim«^ being. The privilege of the Library was, bow 
evef) granted to the Judges of ihe Supreme Court, by the act of March 2, 
1812, and has by subsequent laws been furthei extended. 

The Library, which then contained several thousand volumes, many 
of them rare and most of them valuable books, was burnt with the Ca- 
pitol and other public Buildings in Washington, by the British army, en 
the 24th of August, 1814 On the 21st of October following, a Joint 
Committee w^s authorized to purchase the Library of Mr. Jellerson for 
Congress ; and the Committee having agreed upon the terms, on the 31st 
of January, 1815, au appropriation o( twenty-three thousand nine hun- 
dred any fifty dollars was made, to pay Mr. iefiferson. This waa the 
foundation of the present Library, which contains at this time, (besides 
a large collection of Public Documents and State Papers,) about twenty 
thousand volumes. 

The privilege of using books in the Library was extended to the Attor- 
ney General ef the United States and the members of the Diplomatic 
Corps, by the Act of April 16, 1816, and by a Joint Resolution of 
January, 13, 1830, it was granted to the Secretary of State, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, 
the Post Master General, the Secretaiy of the ^senate, the C lerk of the 
House of Representatives, the Chaplain ot Congress, and to any iodivi 
dual when in the District of Columbia, who may have been President of 
the United States 

The Library is under the charge of a Librarian, appointed by the 
President of the United States, under the act of January 26, 1802. in 
the discharge of bis duties he is aided by an Assistant appointed t>y him- 
self, agreeably to the act of May 24, 1828. By the regulations estab- 
lishec by the Vicn President and Speaker, the Library is open every day 
(iuringthe Sesrinu of Congress, and threedaysin the week during the recess. 

At the last Session of Congress, an appropriation was made for the 
purchase of a Law Library to be added to, and to form a pnrt of the Li 
brary of Congress. 

The Justices of the Supreme Court of the United States have free access 
to the Law Library , and they are empowered to make such rules and 
regulations, for the use of the books, by theroselTes and the Attorneys and 
Counsellors during the 9itting» of the Supreme Court as they shall deem 
proper : Provided they do not restrict the President ol the United States, 
tiie Vice President, or any member of the Senate or Houfo of Represen- 
tiitiveh from having access to the Library, or using the Books thereioy in 
thR same manner he now has, or may have, to use the books of the Library 
of ■ ongress 

For the Law Library, the Librarian is required to purchase books un- 
der such directions, and pursuant «o such Catalogue as shall be furnished 
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bim bj the Chief Justice of the UniieH Stetet. For the General Librem 
the purchases are made under the direction of a Joint Committee for thai 
Seoate and House of Representatives. The Joint Committee for the pre- 
i«ut year consists of JfSr. Robbins of R, I. Mr. Poindexter^ of Misfrisaippi, 
^od Mr, Btbb of Kentucky, on the part of the Senate, and Mr, 
Enrett of Mass, ^>. Verpkmek^ of N. T. and..A/r. Wayne^ of Gaorgia,

PAY or MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. 

From the first Congress, in 1789, inclusive, until the 4th of March,| 
1795, Senators and Representatives received each six dollars per diem, 
and six dollars for every twenty miles travel. From the 4th of March^ 
1795, to the 4th of March, 1796, Senators received ^7 per diem and 
J7 for every twenty miles travel, and Representatives only j6. From 
lbs 4tb March, 1796, until the 4th December, 1815, the pei diem wa 
j6, sod the mileage <(6 to Senators and Representatives. From th< 
4ib of December, 1815, until the 4th March, 1817, each Senator and] 
Representative received j^l500 per annum, with a proportional deduc 
tion, for absence from any cause but sickness. The President of tb 
Seatte pro temport;, and Speaker of the House, $3000 per annu 
each. From the 4tb of March, 1817, the compensation to Member 
of both branches of Congress has beeen {^ P®' diem, and ^8 foi 
tvery twenty miles travel.

The D^pariment of State was created \>y the act of I5lh September, 
1789. Previously to thai period, by act of 27th July, 1789, it was de- 
nominated the Department of Foreign Affairs. 'Ihe Secretary is, ex 
officio, a Commissioner of the Sinking Fund, and, by usage, a member 
of the Cabinet. He conducts the negotiation of all treaties between 
the United 'States and Foreign Powers; and corresponds officially with 
the public Ministers of the United Siiites at Foreign Courts, and with 
the Ministers of Foreign Powert* resident in the United States. He per- 
forms also the main duties of what, in other Governments, is called the 
Home Department. He has the charge of the seal of the United States, 
but cannot affix it to any commission until signed by the President, nor 
to anv other instrument or act, without the special authority of the Pre- 
LirUnf Hp is bv law, entiusted with the publication and distributioB 
of all the Acts and Resolutions of Congress; and all Treaties with For- 
eign Nations and Indian Iribes.

An Act concerning Patects for Useful Inventions. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Rjtpresenlolvoes of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That ii bhali be the duiy ot ibe Sec- 
etary oi State) annual '.y in the Month of January, to report to,Congres8| 
nd to publish in two of the newspapers printed in the city of Washington, 
list of uUthe patents for discoveries, inventions, andimprovemeuts, which 
ball have expired wiihin the > ear immediately preceding^ with the names of 
^e patentees, alphabetically ar tanged. 

Sec. 2 And be it further enacted, That application to Congress to prolong 
pr fcnew the term of a patent, shall be made before its expiration, and shall 
notified at least once a month, for three months before its presentation 
|in two news^papers prinred in the city of Washington, and" in one of the news- 
Ipapersin which the laws of the United States j^bdll be published in the State 
or Territory in which the patentee shall reside. The petition shall settorth 
particularly the groouds of the application, it shall be verified by oath ^ the 
evidence in its support ma> be taken before any judge or justice of the 
peace, it shall be aicompanied by a statementof the ascertained value of the 
discovery, invention, or improvement, and of the receipts and expeudiiuresj 
of the patentee, so as to exhibit the profit or loss atising iherefrom. 

Sec. 3 And be it further enacted. That wherever any pate it which has 
been heretofore, or shall be heri-aiter, granted to any inventor in purstianee 
of the act of Congress, entitled ''An act to promote the pogress of useful 
arts, and to repeal the act heretofore made for that purpose," pa-ssed on 
the twenty-first day of Februaiy, in the year of our Lord, one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety three, or of any of the acts supplementary thereto, shall 
foe invalid or inoperative, by reason that any of the terms or condiMoiis pre- 
scribed in the third section of the said first mentioned act, have not, by inad- 
vertence, a/ccident, or mistake, and without any liaudulent or deceptive in 
tention. been complied with on the part of the said inventor, it shaii be law 
fal for the Secretary of the State, upon the suirenderto InniofsuiMi patent, 
10 cause a new patent to be granted to the said inventor tor the same iuven> 
tion for the residue of the period then unexpired, for uhich the original 
patent was granted, upon his compliance with the teitns and conditions pre- 
scribed in the said third section of the said act. And, in caH<: of his d(}Utn, 
or any assignment by him made of the same patent, the like ri^ht siwiil vent 
in his executors and administrators, or assignee or assignees : Provided, 
however. That such new patent, so granted, shaU, in all r»->|iects, be 4!>io 
to tlio same matters of objection and det'ence as any original paie'it grvmted 
under the said first mentioned act. But no public use or privilege uf the u- 
vention so patented, derived fiom or after the grwntof the. o( tginai paieut, 
either undfrany special license of the inventor, or without tiie consent of 
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• tie patentee that there shall be a free public use thereof, thall, in any mia 
er, prejudice his rii(ht of recovery for aiijr use or vioianon of his iiiventios

An Act concerning the issniogof Patents to Aliens, for Useful DiscoTeriet 

and Inventions. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the Uniied States 
of America in Congress assembled y That the privileges granted to the alieuf 
dftsci ibed in the first section of the act, to extend the privilege of obtaining 
patents for useful discoveries and inventions to certain persons therein men* 
tioued, and to enlarge and define the penahies fur violating the rights of 
patentees, approved April sevenieenih, eighteen hundred; be extended is 
Ml like manner, to every alien, who, at the time of petitioning for a patent 
Mhail be resident in the Unit«>d States, and shall have declared his intention 
according to law, to become a citizen thereof: Provided^ that every patent 
;: ranted by virtue of this act and the privileges thereto appertaining, shall 
rease and determine and become absolutely void without resort to any legal 
I'rocess to anau' or cancel the same in case of a failure on the part of aoy 
i'.ttentee for the spare of one year I'rom the issuing thereof, to introduce 
iMto public use in the United States the invention or improvement for which 
the patent shall be issued ; or in case the same for anv period of six months 
after such introduction sh.ill not continue to be pubtici^ used and applied in 
tlie United States, or in case of failure to become a citizen of the United 
Sraie>i, agreeably to notice ^iven at the earliest period within which be shaD 
bt' entitled to become a citizen of the United btates.

amnle and in form, have agreed, and do hereby agree, on the following 
article :

The office of Secretary of the, Treasury was created by act of the 2d 
Septemher, 1789. He superiuteuds all the fiscal concerns of the Govern 
meat, and upon his own responsibility, recomrRends to Congress measures 
for improving the condition of the revenue. He holds his office at the 
will of the President; is, by usagr, a ntem^>er of the Cabinet; and, ex- 
officio, one of the Commissioni*rs uf the sinking fund. By an act of 
Congress, of the 15th of May, 1820, the Treasury Department ha? b»-en 
■>nvef.te^ v itii extraordinary powers for the recovery of public moneys not 
accounted for < r Uii..i^t^ld by officers receiving them prior to such moneys 
being paid into the Treasury. Warrants of distress, in the nature of 
eierutions Upon judgments, are authorized upon certificates of balances 
from the first Compuoller, against principals and sureties in default; and 
the judges of the United St<ite$are, by the same law, clothed withexren- 
ive chancery jurisdiction, with a view of ameliorating any undue severity 
to individuals, which may possibly occur under the warrants in question 

By the act of 29tb May, 1830, the office of Solicitor of the Treasury 
wag created A portion of the duties of this office had he«n previously 
under the act ol 13th May, 1820, performer! by the fifth Auditor, as 
agent of the Treasury 

All accounts ot the government are finally settled at the Treasury De- 
partment : for which purpose it is divided into the office of the 55ec!>tary 
(who eupi rintendv the whole, but who is not, therefore, absolute, uitb 
respect to the power of nrljusting claims or of paying moii«>y ;) into two 
Coiuptrollers, five Auditors, a Register, a Trtasurer, and a isoliri'.or. 
The Auditors of the public accounts are empowered to administer Odths 
oraffirmati< n^ to witne-^^esin any ca.^e in which they may deem itnecessa- 
ty for the due ♦'xamiuation of the accounts with w-hic.h they are rharg»»d. 

Besides the disbursement of moneys tor the great ot)jects of government 
Ihftre are contiagcnt fun<1s appropriated y>arly by Congress The e are 
Mppnded for such object'^ asroulrl n^t well be foreseen, by some one «>f 
the clerks or olhei officer belong-ng to each of the riepariments, who is 
Mpp.cially entruFted with that business, to whom the accounts of ^t»ch 
CODtiiigencies must be presented.

In the brief view given of the powers of the Comptrollers of tbeTreasu 
ry, It may be iiifficifnt to rem^ik th»*T witotu tfav »fitivr« of thvir respec- 
tive duties they are tbe ultimate law officers of tbe governmeDt. 

The second Comptroller is iudepdndent of tlie first. His office wa8e^ 
tabltshtd to effect a prompt settlement of the public accounts, which from 
the constantly increasing expc-uditures of the government, had accumula- 
ted and which with other duties, l^as fouud to exceed the ability of etisj 
Cnmptioller. The second CompiroJlilff therefore wouH be mora correctly 
styled the Comptroller of the accounts pf the Army, Navy, aod Indian 
disbursements It iiihy be here remarked^ that the duties of advaociog 
money, and accountingfor it, are distinct. The Secretaries of the De- 
partments exercise a disorctiou, in advancing from the appropriatioDS, 
tbe reqursite sums to tbe disbursing officeis; but it is made tbe duty of tbe 
accounting officers of the tieasury, independent of the Secretaries* to 
require accounts end vouchers, showing tbe legal application of tbe 
money. lu this division of duties, is perceived a salutary check. Tbe 
banns of tiie executive are left unrestrained in advancing to tbe agents 
the necebsary funds, to accouiplish tne purposes of the governnsent ; but 
these agents have to account to officers of ibe Treasury, leaving the ex- 
ecutive no powfii to misapply the funds advanced. 

It is the duly of the 2m Comptroller to revise and certify the Recounts 
stated in the o^c^s of the 2(J,3d, and 4th auditors ; and be decides on all 
appeals frtun the decisions of those auditors, aud his decision is final ex* 
cept leiicfis granted by C ongresti.

On the same day, a letter from the convcDtioii of New-Hampibii«t 
dated Exeter, May '23, 1775, (of which the followmg is an extract,) wM 
laid before the Congress:— 

'* As soon as conv* nience wouki allow, being directed by our brethres ol 
this colony lo nci for them, in ihe present exigence, whli h seems not to allui 
time for consuliink' Amerit-a at large ; feeiuig for ourselves, our Irieuds, 
and our country, we have d«iera»ined to exert our u most efforts in deleiics 
ol the common cause of America And for the preseut have resolved lo 
riise the number of iwo thousand men, (in« ludiug officers,) to be « mplo>ed 
as occasion sh »ll require, under the n gulaiion ol this Convention, until we 
have the advi e of i etontinental Conj^r^^ss, to whose stperintendeuce ws 
choose to ubuiit We have, in consequence, eng.»£ed for tbe payoftfce 
above number, until the last day of December, next. 

On the 3rd of June the letter from Massachusetts was agaia read, ind 
referred to a committee consisting of Mr J. Rutledge, of S. C. Mr. 
Johnson, of Md Mr. Jiy, of U. Y. Mr. WiUoo,of Pa. and Mr. L«e,«rf 
Va. On the 10th of June, Congress adopted measures to provides 
supply of •gunpowder, and appointed Mr Paine, Mr Lee, Mr. Frank- 
lin Mr. Schuyler, and Mr. Johnson, a committee *< to devise waysaii4 
means to introduce the manufactures of salt petre io these Coloniei.**

GkntlxhkI' : Your noble exe rtions in the common c^ use, your seal for thU 
maistenance of the rights of America, and the sympathising concern, with 
which we know you loek on our sufferings, encourages us to represent to you 
the distress iBff state of this Colony. 

Onr Capital is filled with disciplined troops, thoroughly equipped witif 
(^very thing necessary to render them formidable ; a train of artillery as 
eompiete as can be conceived of: a full supply oi arms and ammunition ; 
and an absolute command of the Harbour of Boston, which puts it in thei 
power to faroisfa them^telves with whatever ihey shill think convenient by 
Ma; are such advantages as must render our contest with them in erery 
view, sxtremely difficult 

We suffer at present the greatest inconveniences from a want of a safficiont 
<|uantity of powder ; without this, every attempt to '<-fend ourselves or an- 
noy onr enemies must prove abortive. We have taken every step to avail 
ourselves of this article, by drawing into our general iVlagizines whatever 
could be spared from the respective towns of this Colony, but the frequent 
ikirmisbes we have had, has greatly diminished our stock, and we are now 
oader tbe most alarming approltensions, that notwithstanding the bravery of 
oar troops, (whom, we think we can, without boasting declare, are ready to 
encounter every dangr-r tor the preservation of the liberties and rights of 
America,) we shallj basely, for the want of means of deft^nce, faM at laRt a 
pre? to our enemies. We herefore most earnestly beseech you that you 
would if possible, aftbrd us some relief, in this respect, by lending or selling 
to us seme part of the powder in your Colony We readily toneeive the 
unwiilinGrness with which you must part with so necessary an article at this! 
time. We know you have not th« quantity you would wish to keep for your] 
"wn use : We apply to you^ not because we suppose you have a aurplussitge, 
hotb*^eause we are in the mostdistressmg want. We b»g, therefore, that 
we miy not be suflfered to perish. We have taken such steps ^s we have 
Kreat reason to hope will, in a short time furnish us with powder, and if we 
eaa be assisted 'till that arrives, we doubt not but that we shall be able to 
Mk the designs of our enemies^ and be greatly instrumental n [irese.rvin 
^e rigbisand liberties of all America. We must request that wha'ever an 
y'*tt shall find it in your power to (;ive us, may be in the most secret manner, 
K a knowledge of our deieiency in the article of powder, before we are 
lopplied, a ight be attended with the most fatal consequences.

There were to be ealisted <*in the American Continental Armjf^ fori 
one year, uoless loooer discharged.^* A committfe coosisting of Mr. 
Washingtooy Mr. Scbuylerf Mr. Deane> Mr. Cushing, and Mr. Hawes, 
was alao appointad ^* to prepare Rulas and Regulations for the Govern- 
meat of the Army.'' Thoagb the Journals of Congress are silent on the 
subject, yet it it certain that Coni^ress ^ad on this day, when they 
authoriied the enlistment ol the ten companies, determined in accordance 
with the su^estion in the letter from Massachusetts of May 16, to take 
ihtoseiTice of tba continent, the Army at Roabury under General Ward,* 
for there was no other Army then labed to be placed under the Com- 
maader-io-Chief, who was elected the next day. 

On Thursday, June 15, Congress Resolved that ** a General be ap* 
pointed to command all the Continental lorces, raised or to be raised, for 
the defence of American liberty :^' and '* That live hundred dollars per 
month, be allowed for the pay and expenses ef the General." The Con- 
gress then proceeded to the choice of a General by ballot, and Georgs 
Washington was unantmoualy elected.t On the 16th, General Washings 
ton accepted the appointment, and Mr. Lee, Mr. £. Rutledge, and Mr* 



*One of the Delegates from Virginia in a letter ef thisdaie, (June 14, 1776) 
gays"^** We have determined to Keep ten thouf«and men in Massachufcetts 
Bay, and five thousand in difiereitt parts of New-York Govemmeat, at the 
expense ol the Continent ; and probably a larKe sum of money will be emit' 
ted, in order to cairv on the war, preparations tor which go rapidly on in this 
place." Mr. J Adams makes the same statemant in relation to tho troops, 
in a letter dated June 18, 1775. 

tXhe above is all that appears on the Journals of Congress relative to the 
appointment of General vvashington Commaader-in-Cbief. Ii is probably 
•wing to this circumstanee that writers on Americaa History have differed 
in their accounts of that transaction. To aid ia their investigation, these 
who may hereafter examine the sabjeet, the fol lowing extracts are here is 
serted from letters of that period. 

Mr. GeriT, in a letter to the MassachnsettB Delegates in the Continental 
Congress, dfiited Watertown June 4, 1775. Says—'* We want also, a regu' 
lar General to assist us in disciplining the army, which ia twelve mon&s' 
time, and perhaps less, by frequent skirmishes, may be brought to stasd 
against anv troops, however formidable they may be, with the sounding 
aames of Welsh Fasilrers, Grenadiers, &c. And althongh the pride of our 
people would prevent their submitting to be led by any General not ss 
American, yet I cannot but think that General Lee might be so established sS' 
to render grrat service by his presenee and Councils with oorofieefs. 
I should heaitily rejoice to see this way the beloved Colonel Waahiagton, 
and do aoi doubt the New-Englsnd Generals would acquiesce in dbowiagte 
our Sister Colony, Virginia, the respect which she has heretofore ex 
pf'ienced from the Continent in making him Generalissimo. This is > 
ni titer in which Dr. Warren agrees %vith me, and we had intended to writ* 
50U jointly on the affair.'* 

A snember of Congress^ from Virginia, says in a letter dated Philadelphia! 
June (4, 1775 the day before Congress resolved to appoint a Cotr4Rander«iD 
Chief, — " Colonel Washington has been pressed to take the supreme eoo* 
maod ef the American Troops encamped at Hoxbnry, and 1 believe will sc* 
cept the iq;»pointmt*ttt, though with much l^luctaooe. 
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J. Adams were appointed a Committee to draught a Commiisioa and 
iostrucUoos for the General. The Commission was adopted and signed 
on the 17th. Artemas Ward and Charles Lee were appointed Major- 
generals, and Horatio Gates, Adjutant General, the same day, aid the 
next day, the 19th, Philip Schuyler, and Israel Futnam were also ap- 
pointed Major generals, making four in all. Eight Brigadier generals 
Wfre appointed on the ^d. Congress also appointed a committee on 
the 24th, consisting of Mr. Paine, Mr. Harrison, Mr. Sherman, Mr. Hop- 
kins, Mr. Floyd, Mr. Gadsden, and Mr. Dickinson, *Ho derise ways and 
■sans to put the militia of A meiica in a proper state for the defence of 
America.'' This Committee reported ontne 10th of July, and the report 
Was agreed to on the 18th. 

So far, every thing in relation to Military aifairs had been managed 
by the whole Congress; a system which was pursued for almost a year af- 
ter the first organiaafioD of the Army, although ao attempt was made to ■■• 
troduce a change as early as January, 1776; for on the 24th of that month 
Mr. Lynch, Mr. Franklin, Mr. E Rutledge, Mr. Harrison, Mr. Ward, Mr. 
8> Adams, and Mr. Morris, were appointed a Committee ^* to cooaidar 
the propriety of establishing^ a War Office, and the powers with which 
the said office should be ▼ested.'' On the 20th of March following, Mr. 
Duaiie, Mr. R. H. Lee, and Mr. Johnson were appointed mambers of 
this Committee, in place of three others who were necessarily absent. 
Ths Committee reported on the 18th of April. On the 12th of June, 
1776, the Congress considered the Report, and Resolyed, that a Com- 
mittee of Congress be appointed by the name of the Board of War and 
Ordnance, to consist of five members. This Commmitiee was chosen by 
ballot on the 13th, when the following members were elected : Mr. 
<!• Aoama, Mr. SbMrmaii, l&w Harrison, Mr. Wilson and Mr. £.RutIedge. 
They were allowed a Secretary and Clerks to assist in executing the 
busitiess of their Department, which was thus defined: 

That it shall he the duty of the bald Board to obtain and keep an alpha- 
betical and accurate register of the names of ail officers of the land forces 
in the service of the United Colonies, with their rank and the dates of their 
fvipective commissions ; and also regular accounts of the state and disposi- 
twa of the troops in the respective Colonies ; for which purpose the generals 



la a letter from another member of Congress, dated Philadelphia, June 20 
1775, it is stated, that ** Colonel George Washington, a Delegate from Vir- 
I'aia, is, at the particular request of the people oi fiew-Eogland, appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the Coatiaeatai forces, with a handsome salary per 
asDum.'' 

Tlie Norfolk (Va.) Intelligencer, of June 21, 1775, thus announces the ap- 
poiiuu;ent:—^' We have just non heard, that in consequence of invitations 
from the Northward, and the advice of the General Congress, Coloael 
W;islungtoD, one oftlie Dele^jHtes from this Colony, is appointed Generalis- 
simo and Commander-in-Chief of the American forces. 

General Washington in a letter dated Philadelphia, June 22, 1776, 
'*^y^ '•-~^* I lave launched into a wide and extensive field, too boundless fur 
sty abilities, and far. very far, beyond my experience. I am called by the 
unanimous voice of the Colonies, to the commanu of the Continental Arin>| 
an honour I did not aspire to, an honour 1 was solicitoas to avoid, upon h 
•ail conviction of my inadequacy to the importanee of the service. The par- 
tiality of Congress, however, assisted by a political motive readered ni\ 
raasoDA unavailing; and 1 shall to-morrow set oat for the Camp near Boston '

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and officers commanding in the different departments and posts, are to cause 
regular returns to be made into the said war office. 

That they shall obtain and keep exact accounts of all the artillery, ammn 
niiion„and warlike stores, belonging to the United Colonies, and of the man 
ner in which, and the places where, the same shall, from time, to time be 
lodged and employed; and that they shall have the immedi^tie care of ail 
suuii artillery, arms, ammunition, and warlike stores, as shall not be employed 
in actual service } for preserving whereof, they shall have power to hire 
proper magisines at the public expense. 

That they shall have the care of forwarding all despatches from Congress 
to th« Colonies and Armies, and all money to be transmitted lor the pubhc 
service by order of Congress ; and of providing suitable escorts and guards 
for the safe conveyance pf such despatches and moneys, when it shall appeai 
to them to be necessary : 

That the^ shall superintend the raising, fitting out, and* despatching, all 
such land h)rces as may be ordered for the service of the United Colonies 

That they shall have the care and direction of all prisoners of war, agree 
ably to the orders and regulations of Congress : 

That they shall keep and preserve in the said office, in regular order, alt 
briginal letters and papers, which shall come into the said office by order 
of Congress or otherwise, and shall also cause all draughts of letters and de- 
spatches to be made or transcribed in books to be set apart for that purpose, 
and shall cause fair entries in like manner to be made, and registers pre 
served, of all other business which shall be transacted in the said oiBcc. 

On the 18th of Julj, 1777, the Congress resolved that '< three gentle 
men, not members of Congress, be appointed to eooduct the business of 
the Board of War, under the directioD of the present Beard :^'and on 
the 17th of October following, four members, Mr. Harvie, Mr. Wither- 
spoon, Mr. Williams, and Mr. Jones, were added to the Board. But id 
the afternoon of the same day, a new Board of War, consisting of three 
persons, not meraberi of CongrcsB, was established. The Members of 
this new Board were chosen by ballot, when Major General Mifflin, 
Colonel Timothy Pickering, and Colonel Robert H. Harrison, ware 
were elected and were allowed a salary ef $2,000 per annum, each. 

On the 24th of November, 1777, Congress Resohred, **That two ad- 
ditional Commistioneri be appointed to execute the Department of the 
War Office, in pursuance ef the Resolution of the 17th of October, last, 
and that any three of the said Commissioners have full power to trans* 
act business, any thing in the former resolutions respecting the Board to 
th^ contrary notwithstanding." On the 27ih, three Commissioners were 
chosen, ^one to fill the place of Colonel Harrison, resigned;) they were 
Major General Gates, Joseph Trumbull, and Richard Peters, Esq. Geo 
eral Gates was appointed by the Congress, President of the Board. 

On the 29th of October, 1778, it W9s ordered that " the Board of 
War shall consist of three Commissioners who are not members of Cod 
grese, and two members of Congress; and three or more of them, who 
shall be present, shall constitute a Board. The two members chosen 
were Mr. .Sherman and Mr. Matthews. Major Peter Scull was, at the 
same time, elected Secretary of the Board, with a salary of ^2,000. 

Congress agreed, February 7, 1781, a. Secretary at War^ should be 
appointed. He was allowed by a Resolution of the 9th, a Salary of 
$6,()00, which was, on the 1st of October, following, changed to 4>000 
specie dollars, per annum. On the 28th of February, 1731, it was decid- 
ed to postpone the election of a Secretary at War, to the 1st of October, 
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and Che Commissioners of the Board of War were authorised to procee 
apoD the duties of that Pep««rtiiient, with all the powers aod authoritie 
conferred upon the Secretary at War, until the further order of Congresi 
On the 1st of October, the daj fixed on the 28th of February, for the ap 
poiotmeut, it was Resolved, '*That if an officer of the Army shall be ap 
pointed Secretary at War, be shall retain his rank in the army, but hi 
pay and other emoluments as an officer shall be discontinued while h( 
acts at Secretary at War." No appointment was made until the 30tl 
of October, when Major Genera! Benjamin Lincoln was elected ; he ac 
cepteH the appointment on the 26th of November. 

Congress, ou the 18th of October 1783, provided for disbanding the Con 
tinental Army ; and on the 29th accepted the resignation of the Secre 
ary of War, (General Lincoln,) General Washington resigned hit 
Gonnnission of Commander-in-Chief, on the 23d of December, whet 
nearly the whole of the troops were discharg;ed. 

A few changes in the powers and duties of the Secretary of War wen 
made from this time, but the organization of the Department remainec 
the same, until the passage 'of the Ordinance, on the 27tb of January. 
1785, which declared, 

Thar the powers and duty of the Secretary of War shall be. as follow, ic 
wit : to examine into the present state of the war department, the returof 
and present state of the troofis, ordnance, arms, ammunition, clothing, and 
supplies of the troops of these States, and repoi t the same to Congress ; to 
keep exact and regular returns of all the forces of these States, and of all the 
military stores, equipments, and supplies, in the magizines of the United 
States, or in other places for the use : and to receive into his care, from 
the officers in whose possession they may be, all such as are not in actunl 
service ; to form estimaies of all such stores, eauipments, and supplies as 
maybe requisite for the miliary service, and lor keeping up competent 
magaxines, and to report the same to the commissioners of the tresisury of 
the United States, that measures may be taken in due timtf for procarine the 
same : to prepare estimates for paying and recruiting the troops q{ Uiese 
United States! to carry into effect a 11 ordinances und resolve^ of Congress 
for raising and equippiug troops for the «iervice of the United Stales, and fur 
tnapecting the said troops; and to direct the arrangement, destijiation, and 
operations of such troops, as are or may be in service, subject to the orders 
of Congress, or of the committee of the States in the recess of Coii|^ress ; to 
make out, seal, and coutersign, the commissions of all such military offi- 
cers as shall be employed in the service of the United Smtes; to take order 
for the transportation, safe-keeping, and distrittuting, the necessary supplies 
for snch troops and garrisons as may be kept up by the Un ted States He 
shall appoint and removt , at pleasure, all persons empluyt-d under him, and 
shall be responsible for their conduct in office ; all which appointments shall 
be iamediately certified to Congress, and such certificate, or the ftub.< ance 
thereof, registered in a book, to kept for that purpose, in the office of the 
Secretary <«f Congress He shall keep a public and convenient office in the 
place A here Congress shall reside. He shall, at least, once a year, vihit all 
the mf^(axines and deposites of poblit; stores, and report the state of th* m, 
with proper arrangemtints, to Congress; and shall, twice a year, or ofteuer 
if thereto required, settle the aixouuts oi bin department. 

On the l«t of April, 1785, Congress lesolved to raise a body of troo|)s 
consistiDg of 700 non-commissioned officers and privates, for a term of three 
years, far the protection of the Northwe«<tein frontiers, to defend the set- 
tlers CD iie Land belonging to the United States from the depredrttiuos of 
lodiaus, and to prevent uowarrantablo intrusions thereon, and for guard-

lug the public Stores. Of these, Connecticut wais directed to furnish 165) 
New York, 165, New Jersey, 1 10, and Pennsjlvania, 220.* The Secrets 
ry of War was directed to form the whole, when raised, into one regiment, 
consisting of eight companies of Infantry, and two of artillery ; and wbeo 
formed they were declared to be subject to the rules and regulations for 
the goverament of the late Army. Previous to the expiration of the term 
of service for which these troops were eng^aged, Congress resolved on the 
3d of October, 1787, that the same number should be furnished^ in simi 
lar proportions by the same. States, for another term of three years, unless 
sooner discharged. These troops remained in service till after the adop- 
tion of the Federal Constitution, and were by act of September 29, I789,i 
** recognised in be the establishment for the troops in the service of the 
United States.'' ■ 

The War Department, as erganixed under the present CoDstitation, 
was created by act of 7th August, 1789. The Secretary of War, at first, 
had the superintendence of Naval Affairs. On the 30th of April, 1798, 
however a separation took place, and a Navy Departmens was establish 
ed. The Secretary of War superintends every branch of the Military 
Department; and is^ by usage, a member of the Cabinet. He holds hit 
office at the will of the President. Attached to the War Department, 
and under the immediate direction of the Secretary, are, a Requisition 
Bureau, a Bounty Land Bureau, a Pension Bureau, an office oi 
Indian Affairs; and an Engineer Office, a Topographical Office, an Ord 
nance Office, an Office for the Commissary Geoei a 1 of Subsistence, an 
office for the Clothing Department, a Paymaster GeneraPs Office, and 
a Surgeon GeneraPs Offire. All these offices, together with the Hesd 
Quarters of the Commanding General, (major General Macomb) snd 
the adjutant GeneraPs and Quartermaeter General's Offices^ sre 
located at Washington. To this Department belongs the erection of all 
fortifications; making all topographical surveys; surveying and leaeiiig 
the national lead mines; and the direction (under the laws) of inter- 
course with Indian tribes.

This office which had previously been one of the Bureaus of the War 
artment, was created by an act passed at the last Session of Con- 
gress, entit.ed *'an act to provide for the appointment of a Cummtssioner 
oflndiau A£fairs, and for other purposes.'^ Approved July 0, 1832. — 
This act provides that the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, -who shall be 
appointed by the President and Senate, shall, under the direction of the 
Secretary of War, and agreeably to. such regulations as the Presiclent 
may, from time to time prescribe, have the direction and management of 
all Indian Affairs, and of all matters arising out of Indian relations. — 
All accounts and voucliers for claims and disbursements connected with 
Indian affairs .iiust be transmitted to the Commissioner for administrative 
examination, and by him be passed to the second Auditor of the Treasu- 
7 for settlement.

The Army of the United States is placed under the command of the 
Majur General, who is generally styled, the Gtntralin Chief* 

His duties comprise the arrdngement of the military force in such man- 
lier as to give protection to the maritime frontier and to the inteiidr bor- 
der. He superintends the recruiting service; the disci{)liQe and police of 
the army; orders general courts martial, and decides on all cases, except 
wbeii the life of an officer or soldier is affected, or the commission of an 
officer. It is his province to see that the laws and regulations governing 
,fte drmy are enforced, and that justice is done to all concerned. lu hit 
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duties he is assisted by the Adjutant Geoeral, through whose office all 
orders are issued to the army, aad returns of its strength made, as well 
as the general military correspondence in relation to the details of ser- 
vi^e. He is also assisted by the two Inspectors Generals, who, under his 
orders, inspect the condition of the seteral legiments, corps, and posts, 
and inquiie minutely into every suhject relating to the welfare of tbs 
array; and recommend such improvemcats as may add to the comfort of 
the officers and men; they also report on the general coadition of corps, 
and the individual character of its members. The General in Chief has 
two Aides-de-Camp who assist him in his correspondence and -n the re- 
cording of it, and who also perform the duties of assistant adjutants gen- 
eral. 

There are no clerks attached to the head quarters of the army, the 
correspondence and duties being of a delicate and confidential nature, 
in a great degree, it is entrusted only to those wha, by previous educa 
tion and experience, can properly appreciate and understand ite object

This office is the repository of the records which refer to the penminel 
of the Army, in war, as well as in time of peace, and of the military his- 
tory of every officer and soldier, from the earliest period of the gorern- 
meni, so far as these may have been preserved. It is here where all mil- 
itary appointments and commissions are made out and registered, where 
the names of all enlisted soldiers are entered, and their size, roll, and en- 
listments, recorded and filed, &c. It is in this office where the monthly 
returns of the troops, and muster rolls of companiep, required by the 13tb 
and 19th Articles of War, are received and preserved; where the origi- 
nal proceedings of General Courts Martial ate deposited and enteredi 
where the mvemory of the effects of deceased officers and soldiors art for* 
warded and recorded. [90ih and 94th Articles of War ] 

The Adjutant General of the Army is charged with the registcry of nU 
commissioned officers, and with the distribution of their commissions; with 
the rerord of all appointments in the Army, promotions, resignetroDF, 
deaths, Sic, All orders which emanate from General Head Qi>arters of 
the Army, and all regulations and general orders from the War Office, 
are communicated to the troops by the Adjutant General. 

In this office, the annual returns of the .Militia of the several States and 
Territories are deposited for saft^ kerping, as well as arms, munitions, 
and accoutrements pertaining to the same, required by law to be made to 
Che President of the United States. The general returns of the militia 
of the United States, required for the use of f-ongress, pursuant to the act 
of March 2d, 1803, are ctmsolideted in this office. Here all appointmeots 
and commissions of the officers of the militia of the District of Columbia, 
are registered and distributet].

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The Ordnance DepartmeDt which had b«eo abolished and merged iDtht 
Artillery, by the act of 2d March, 1821, has been re*organized under ta 
act passed at the last session of ("ongress, entitled, *kn act to proWd* 
tor the organization of the Ordnance Department,** approved, April 5| 
1832. Under this law it consists of one Colonel, one Lieutenant Cole 
nel, two Majors, and ten Captains, and as many enlisted men, as the 
public serYice may require, not eiceeding two hundred and fifty. 

It is the duty of the Colonel of the Ordnance Department to direct tin 
inspection and pioTiog of all pieces of ordnance, cannon balls, shot, shelli, 
small arms and side arms, and equipments procured for the uae of the 
armies of the United States ; and to direct the construction of all caniKNi 
and carriages, and every implement and apparatus for ordnance, and afl 
ammunition wagons, travelling forges, abd artificers* wagons, the iBspec> 
tion and proving of powder, and the preparation of all kinds of amoMh 
nitioi} aud ordnance stores. It Is also bis duty ta furnish eatimaiMj 
under the direction of the Secretary of War, to make contracts lind 
chases for procuring the necessary supplies of arms, equipmaota, 
nance, and ordnance stores. 

The general denomination of ordnance and ordnance stores, eo< 
heads all cannon, hni^itsers, mortars, cannon balls, and shells for 
land service, all gun carriages, caissons, travelling forget and pontoi 
with all their equipments, and all other apparatus and machine raqui 
for the service and manoeuvres of artillery in ganison, aieges, or in 
field, together with the materials for their construction and repair 
Also, all small arms, side arms and accoutrements for the arttUary ; 
airy, infantry, and riflemen — all ammunition for cannon and small arm 
and all stores of «r.pend<t«re« for the set^i^* of the artillery : malariai 
utensils and stores for laboratories; all intrenchiog and miner's t 
for the attack or (tefence of places; armourer's tuols for tlie repair of ar 
and artificers' tools of every description, required for the construction oi 
repair of gun carriages and artillery equipments. The ordinary articl 
of camp equipage, such as axes, spades, shovels, mattocks. Ice. are 
included.

The objects of this department are, to insure an efficient system 
supply, and to give facility and effect to the movements and operatioi 
of the army. 

The Quartermaster General is stationed at the City of Washingtotfi 
but occasionally visits the several stations of the subordinate officers if 
his department. He has, under the direction of the Secretary of Wart 
the exclusive control of all thi* quartermasters, and assistant quarte^ 
masters; and of all officers and agents acting In, or making disburse- 
ments on account of the department ; in every thing relating to the ad- 
ministrative branch of their duties, and their accountdbility. He has a 
like control of all regimental and company officers, in every thing itlatiafi^ 
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to barr«ck» or quarterg, and to tha accountability for auppliea of the 
qQarterniaster^B and purehasiug departments. One asaistant quartermas 
tn it attache ^ to the office of the quarrermaster general, who in additioo^ 
(Q his other dutiet is charged, with the disbursements at Washington, 
Bod in the absence ot the quartermaster general, has the direction of the 
office. There is also attached to the office, as man/ subaltern officers, 
fcc. SI the service from tiane to time requires. 

411 communications relating to the duties of the department, or to any 
branch or officer thereof, eicept from commanding generals of divisions 
departniente of armies, must be addressed to the quartermaster general. 

it 18 the duty of tbe Quartermaster t^eneral to make himself acquainted 
with the frontiers, both maritime ani interior, and with the aTenues 
leading to the contiguous Indian and foreign territories. With the resour- 
ees of tbe country^ in military supplies, and the means of transportation, 
particularly of the districts on tbe frontiers, with the most eligible p«itots 
fin concentrating troops and collecting supplies, whether in relation to 
offensive or defensive operations, with the relative expenses of concentra* 
nag at particular positions, and the advHutages of those positions. It is 
il<« his duty to designate tbe routes of communication between diffierent 
Its and armies-^tbe course of military roads — and the sites for perma 

ut and temporary depots of provisions and military stores. 

Tbe officers of the quartermaster's department are rcquestetl to eoUect 

formation in relation to all these points, and to make themselves ac* 

ioainted with tbe state of tbe roads, the course and d^scrip.ion of tbe 
riveri, and the most direct routes between the different military posti 
vithin their respeetive departments. 

The quartermaster general can assign the officers of his department 
ta lucb stations as he may think proper, and officers so assigned cannot 
removed from their stations, nor be subject to detail, nor be employed 

pen any other duties than those of their department, eicept by his order 
that of the Secretary of War. 
The officers of this department must provide quarters and traasparta- 

lOB for tbe troops, and transportation fur all military stores, provisions, 
Meamp and garrison equipage, and artillery , and provide for opening and 

repsiring roads, and constructing and repairing bridges, which may bo 

aecessary to the movements of any part of the army. 
They must provide good and sufficient store bouses for all military 

leppliesi and for all provisions deposited by the commissary general and 
]^ Ihs assistants, or under contracts between individuals and the govern- 
'aMttt, and appoint storekeepers, when necessary, for the custody of such 
J Mies or provisions, or aLy other prapeity of tbe government placed there. 
They purchase all forage, fuel, straw and stationary, for the use of 

^ troops, and have the same transported and issued agreeably to the 

halations. Tbay purchase dragoon and artillery horses, and horses, 

Okea, wagons, carts and boats, for the transportation of the baggage, and 
■; fergartisoB purnosest ftod provide materials for constructing and repair- 

l^barfal*ks, hospitals, stables an4 bridges. 
No purchase can be made on public aecoant, in time of peace, by any 

offi««r fff the quartermaster's department, but of tbe articles above enu 

"i«r>*ted, eicept by special authority from the Secretary of War, com 

■unieated through the quartermaster general, or at tbe risk of tbe officer 

•^•lin^ the supplies. 
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Officers of this department will receive from the purcbas ing and su 
sistfiice departmenti, and from the ordnance depots, all medical aod 
hospital stores, provisions, arms, ammunition and ordnaace, and trana 
port the same to the place of destination, and make distribution thereof 
agreeably to the directiou given to the articles by the commissary geoe 
ral of purchases, the commissary general of subsistence, the ordnance of 
ficer, or the general commanding the divisioa or department to which tbej 
are destined. 

As far as practicable, all luppiies and services required in tiie opera 
tioDS of the quartfrmaster's department, will be procured by coatracts, 
based upen proposals respecting the same, previously advertised for.— 
When this course is found impracticable, or inconvenient to the publx 
service, those supplies and services will be obtained by open purchase oi 
agreement in the market. 

All contracts entered into, will be executed in triplicate, one of which 
will, in all cases, be transmitted to the quartermaster geoeraPs office.-l 
They will be accompanied by a bond of the contractor, conditioned fen 
the faithful performance of his stipulations, under penalty pf one-i)aI 
I the amount involved, and supported by two sureties, of whose safficieoc] 
satisfactory evidence will be required, iu the absence of personal knov< 
ledge. 

Proposals will not be opened pntii the time shall have elapsed with 
which they are to be received, and in all cases, the several bidders sba 
on application, have the privilege of reference to the proposals after the; 
shall have been acted upon. A copy of all advertisements for proposal 
will be transmitied to the quartermaster generals office, with the coo 
tracts to which they relate ; also, an abstract of the proposals, sboWl 
the names and terms of the several bidders. The proposals tbemselfs 
will be carefully preserved for future reference. 

Officers of the Quartermaster's department have the right, without r 
ferftnce to any other aathority, to pay ior all supplies or services for wbi 
they are authorised by these regulations to contract ( but advaocei 
contiacts being strictly prohibited by law, under all circumstances, pay 
mnnt shall in no case be made for supplies until they have been delivered] 
iior for services until they have been performed. 

Payment for services or supplies shall, as far as practicable, be made 
within the quarter during which the service shall have been rendered, oij 
the supplies furnished. When this shall uot be practicable, either frotsl, 
the want of funds, or any other cause, the fact must be reported to tlM ; 
quartermaster general at the close of the quarter ; aod all property re^j 
ceived, whether paid for or not, roust appear on the property returns of 
the quarter in which it shall have been received. 

Due bills shall not, in any case, be given by officers of the quarter-' 
master^s department { nor shall receipts be taken from any claiiDaet, , 
whether for supplies or services, unless the amount specified be actually 
paid. 

No officer or other person employed in the quartermaster's departmsol ■ 
shall be concerned, directly or indirectly, either for himself or othersi in'^ 
any contract with any department of the government, nor in tlie pur* 
chase of any claim of the g^overument. whether of a soldier or a citissoi . 
nor in ihr purchase or sale of any artirle of military supply, eicept oi 
public account. 
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AH tfficert and aientt of ihe quartermaiter's deparCmeot, will keep 
lod rtnder their accouoti, both of mooejr aod property, according to the 
foriM preBcribeil by the regulatioos ; and each officer and agent of the 
jdeptrtment fball forward his accoante to the o^ce of the quartermaster 
jgnoffal, within twcotj days after the expiration of the quarter ; and it 
Bb'tU be the duty of the quartermaster general to examine aod transmit 
them, with bis renarksi to the proper aecoanting officers of the treasury 
departmpot. 

Any officer or agent of the quartermaster's department, who shall fail 
tolorward, at the time prescribed, any report* estimate, return, or state- 
meat, which be is required by the regulations to make, shall be removed, 
isrf his neglect be the subject of Military inTestigation i unless he explain 
ti)« cause of such failure, to the satisfaction of the quartermaster general. 

Tbe quartermaster general may, whene? er he shall deem it necessary, 
MUM a thorough inspection to be made of the books and accounts of the 
quariennatiers, and of all officers and agents making disbursements en ac 
count of the department. This inspection shall embrace property as 
veil OS money : aod extend to contracts— to prices paid for articles pur 
liiiMd— prices paid for transpurtatien—- and, generally, to every articlo 
Bf iupply, and to all effects connected with the department. 

The books and accounts of the quartermastei general, will be subject 
lo a liroilar iuhpection. 

Whenever private buildings shall be occupied as quarters, or lands for 
eocainpments, by the troops of the United istates, a reasonable compen- 
lation shall be paid to the proprietor by the quartermaster of tbe depart* 
Beot, post, or detachment. VVhen the rate of compensation cannot be 
Mtiifactorily agreed upon^ disinterested persons shsU be appointed by 
(be quartermaster and proprietor, to appraise and determine the rent. 

Every officer of the quartermaster's department must, before entering 
npoD tbe duties of bis office, give bond to tbe United States, with two or 
iwre sufficient sureties, conditioned lor the faithful performance of his 
lluty. The quartermaster general, in the sum oi fifty thousand dollars, 
I'ltriermasteif twenty thousand, assistant qi artermasters ten thousand, 
store keepers, five thousand dollars.

This Bureau has been added to those attached to the Wnr Depsrt 
ment, for the purpose of securing more system and responsibility in sup 
plying clothing for the troops. Besides a generil superintendence nsto 
economy in obtaining articles necessaiy foi the clothing of th<> army, the 
disposition, of them when prepared for UKe, is et>t rusted to the officer is 
charge of this Department. He is required to keep sealed patterns, of 
every article procured under coutracts, and to compare them from time 
to time, and whenever he deems it necessary, with the articles furniihfd, 
to establish their conformity as well as their quality. He is char^^ed 
w*th all the correipondence of the Department, upon suhjerts conoecttKl 
with the clothing of the army, and with the appropriations and requiM* 
tions. It is his duty, also, to procure information upon all topics relsting 
to the clothing; and to suggest to the Secretary of War such altfratiooi 
relative thereto as the good of the service may require, and to point 
out any disadvantages he may observe attending the present system. 
Patterns of every part of the dress of the officers, non-commissioned of' 
icers, and privates of the army, made in conformity with the requiremeoti 
of the General Order of 11th June, 1833, restoring the facings worn byre 
volutionar^ armj« are also kept in this department.

The present made of supplying the army with subsistaaca was eatab- 
liihedby the 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, and 10th sections of an act of CongraM 
pined April 14th, 1818, entitled « An act regulating the . Staff of the 
Army of the Uiiited Statas \*^ and by the 8th laetion ** of aa aet to ra« 
dace and fix the military peace establishment,^^ passed Sd March, 1821; 
By the former, it was to continue for five years t and it was renewed for 
fifs mora by ''an act to continue the present mode of supplying the army,*' 
passed 23d January, 1823; and agaia far five years, by act of same title 
poised 2d March, 1829. 

The first named act provides for a Commissary Gaaaral of Subaialeace, 
whose duties are to make estimatet of expenditures for bis department, 
coDtractand purchase subsistence for the army ; regulate the tranamis- 
<ionof fundr to bis assistants; make payments to contractors; adjust 
Accounts for settlement ; locate his asaiatants at their several stations ; 
ond, in general, provide for the proper administration of hie department 
in all its ramifications. This act provides, also, for as many assistant 
commissaries as mi^ht be required, to be taken from the subalterns of the 
lioe. The 8th section of the act of 2d March, 1821. limits these assif- 
taots to fifty, and subjects them to the performance of duty lo the quarter- 
matter's department. By the act of 2d March, 1829, ** the better to

The Surgeon General is stationed at the City of Washingtoni he is the 
director and immediate accounting oificer of the medical department*-— 
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He ifsuet all orders and instructions relating to the professional duii«s 
of the officers of the medical staff; and calls for and receives, such repnrii 
and returns from there, as may be requisite for the performance of his sev- 
eral duties. 

He receives from the medical directors of armiest districts, and depart 
monts, confidential reports relative to the condition of hospitals and infir 
roaries — the character and conduct of the surgeons and assistant surgeons 
—the state of their books and accounts — the medical topography of the 
several posts and stations-^the nature of the prevailing complaints, their 
probable causes, and the treatment adopted. 

He receives fiom every surgeou and assistant, performing the duties ol 
purgeon, quarterly reports of sick, with such remarks as may be necesia 
ry to explain the nature of the diseases of the troops, the practice adopt 
ed, and the kinds of medicines and stores required, together with a copy 
of the entries made, for the quarter, in the book kept for the diary of the 
weather, accoropaftied with suitable observations. 

He receives from every surgeon and assistant surgeon, having charge 
jof public property of any description for the use of the sick, duplicate semi- 
annual returns of the same, in the form and manner prescribed, and also 
annual requisitions for the supplies required for each hospital, regiment, 
post, or garrison, for the ensuing year, and transmits them, with bis )Q< 
stiuctions to the officers of the apothecary's departments. 

He receives from the officers of the apothecary*8 department, duplicate! 
of all invoices and supplies, put up for, and delivered or forwarded to, the 
several surgeons and assistant surgeons, and also a return of the sevsral 
Urticles purchased, received, and issued by them. 

It is his duty to examine the returns and accounts of the surgeons aod 
assistant surgeons, see that proper vouchers are sent for articles issued} 
nd that the quantities expended with the sick are according to the nuoi' 
ber on the sick reports, and the nature of their complaints; if found to be 
so, be shall certify it, aod at the end of each year, and oftener if neces-)

It is his further duty to make to the Secretary of War such reports and] 
feturns as may be necessary to explain all the concerns of the depart-| 
m^nt under his charge, with such remarks relative to the improvements in 
practice and police, and to the clothing, subsistence, &c. of the arniyi asj 
may seem to be required for the preservation of health, the comfort aod 
recovery of the sick, and the good of the public service. j 

Army surgeons have precedence in incii several grades, according (o 
dates of commissions. They may, when necessary, be employed as Judge 
Advocates, but are not to be detailed as members of either general, regi-| 
mental, or garnson courts martial. They are not permitted to be en-

The act of March % 1821, provides that the Medical Departoieot 
shall consist of one Surgeon General, eight Surgeons, and forty-five 
assistant Surgeons.

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NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
(Origin of the American Kavy, and the Nary Department)

The first proposition noticed in the proceedings of the the Continental 
CoDgress in relation to the Navy, was on Tuesday, October 3, 1775, 
when one of the Degaletes from Rhode Island laid before the Congress 
a part of the instructions given them by their two Houses of Legislature, 
Asgust 126, 1775, in these words : 

*' Whereas, notwitbstandinj; the humble and dutiful petition of the last 
Congress, to the King, aud otherwise and pacific oieasures taken for obtain- 
ingahappy recon* iliaiion between Great Britain nod the Colonies, themin- 
itiry lost to every sense of justice, liberty and humanity, continue to send 
troops and shipH of war into America, which destroy our trade, plunder and 
burn our towns, and murder the good people oi these Colonies. 

^* Resolved J That this Colony mo&t ardently wishes (o see the former 
rriendskip, harnioity and intercourse hetwem Great BritHin and these Colo- 
nies restored, and a happy and lasting connection cst.-tblished between bob 
coufliries upon terms of just aud equal liberty, and will concur with the 
oilier Coluuies in all proper measures, for obtaining those dei^irable blesr- 
ings; and as every priactple divine and human, requires us te obey th»t 
great and fundamental law of nature, self preservation, until peace shall he 
rettored upon constitutional principles ; this Colony will movt heartily exert 
the whole power of Government ; in conjunction wiih the other Ce Ion ie« for 
carrying on this just and necessary war, and bringing the same to a happy 
titue ; and amongst other measures for obtain ing this most destrHbl' lui rpose, 
tfiis Assembly is persuaded that the l/u tiding and equipfiifig an America v 
''lkit, as soon as passible, would Kreatb and essentiMlly rondure to the 
preservation of the lives, liberty, aud property of the gooa people of these 
Colonies , and therefore ** instruct their Delegates to use iheir whole in- 
fluence at the ensuing Congress, for building, at the Continental expeai»e, a 
Fleet of sufficient force for the protection ofthesf- Colonies, and for emptoy- 
iBfibem io such nianner and places, as will most effectually annoy our ene* 
■oies, and contribute to the common defence of the^e Colonies ; and they 
Vft Also instructed to use their influence tor carrying on the war in the most 
nroroQf manner, until peace, liberty, and safety are restored and seanred to 
ibfse Colonies, upon an eqoitable and perm^fnent basis.** 

The Congress resolved to take these Instructions into consideration, on 
PfWay, the 6th. 

On the 5tb of October, Congress hSYing received iuforiKatioD ef tha 
itiliag of two vessels front Fngland, on the lltb of Angust, with arms 
tnd ammunitien for Canada, appointed a C'ommittee consisting of three 
neiniters to prepare a plan for intercepting them for the use of the 
Continent. The Committee having reported the same day, a letter w^s 
Erected to be sent to General Washincton. giving him directions ho w to 
*^< He was desired to apply to Mas»arhu»etts for the two arme/t mteli 
w their ttrviees and despatch them with a sufBrient number of people, 
itsres, &c to secure the capture of the vessels. A letter was also writ- 
tsn to Gov. Cooke, desiring him to despatch one or both of the armed 
*(ii€2i of Rhode Island; and another to Gov. Trumbull, requesting of 
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b*ut the largest vetttl io the Mrrice of the colooj of Coaoecticot,* to b« 
•<;ijt OD the MUM coterpriie. And it w»s rvsolTed that** the said ships 
and Tetfels of War, be on the cootloental risk and paj during their being 
so i^mployecL'' 

On the 6thy the contideratiea of the Rhode fdaad instractiont was put 
off to Monday, the ISth, and was not acted on until December 11. 

Oo the iSthy it was resoWed that two twift aailinf vessels, (one of teo 
f uos,) should be armedy manned and fitted with all possible despatch, for 
a three months* cruise to intercept transports laden with warlike etorei 
and other supplies for the enemy. A committee, consisting of Mr. Dease 
Mr Langdon, and Mr Gadsden, was appointed to carry the resolutioo 
intoefiect, and prepare an estimate of the eipense. On the SOtb, the 
Committee reported , when it was 

JteuUvedfthut the second vessel order«^d on the 13ch should be of sacb tiu 
as to carry lourteeD guns, and a proportionate number of swivels and men. 

That fwa more vessels be fittea out with all eipedition ; the one lo carr; 
not exceeding twenty guns, and the other not exceeding tbirt>*-six gansj wiib 
a proportionable nu^iber of swivels and men, to be employed in such a 
manner, for the defence and protection of the United Colonies, as the Con 
gresH shall direct* 

That four members be chosen and added to the former committee of three, 
and that these seven be a committee to carry into execMtion with all possibW 
expedition, as well the resolutions of Congress passed the ISth instant, ai 
those passed this day, for fitting out armed vessrls. 

Tiie members chosen were Mr. Hopkins, Mr. Hewes, Mr. R. H. Lee, 
and Mr. J. Adams. 

On the 2d of November, Congress 

Kuolvtd^ That the committe appointed to carry into execution the re- 
solves ol Congress, for fitting on I four armeri vessels, be authorised to draw 
on the Continental treasurers^ from timf to time, for as much ca^h as shall he 
necessary for the above purpose, not exceeding the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars, and >hat the said committee ha^e power to agree with such 
officers and seamen, us are proper to man ami command the said vesi«ls> 
and that the encouragement to such officers and seamen be one half of «U 
the shipH of w;ir made prise of by them, and one third of all transport vet 
selSy exclusive of wi^es.

These were reported to Congress, on the 22d of December, when 
commissions were ordered to oe given them agreeable to rank in the above 
order, and the committee was authorized to issue warrants to all officers in 
the fleet, under the rank of 3d Lieutenant; and was directed, (as a se* 
cret committee,) to give such instructions to the commander of the fleet, 
touching the operations of the ships under his command as they should 
beliefe to be the most conducive to the defence of the United Colonies, 
tnd to the distress of the enemy's naval forces and vessels bringing sup- 
plies to their fleets and armies, and lay such instructions before ('on- 
gress whencalled for. But on the 25th of January following, (1776,) 
the direction of this fleet was left to the Naval Committee, appointed 
on the 14th of December, 1775. 

Two Battalions of Marines were ordered to be raised on the lOih of 
November, 1775, and it was ordered ''that particular care be taken, 
that 00 persons be appointed to offices, or enlisted into said hHttalions, 
but such as are good Seamen, or so acquainted with maritime affairs as 
to be able to serveto advantage by sea, when tfiquired : that they be enlist- 
ed and •tommissioned toservefor, andduiing the present war between Great 
Britain and the colonies, unless sooner dismissed by order of Congress." 

A Committee consisting of Mr. Wythe, Mr. E Rutledge, Mr. J. Adams, 
Mr W. Livingston, Dr. Franklin, Mr Wilson, and Mr Johnson, was 
tppointed ou the I7th of November, 1775, to take into con>ideration a 
letter of General Washington, relating to the disposal ofsurb ves».els and 
car(^oes belonging to the enemy, as shall fall into the hands of, or be 
taken by, the inhabitants of the inhabitants of the United (Colonies. The 
report of the Committee, which was made; on the 23d, and ordered to 
li>T on the table for the perusal of the members, was, agreed to on the 
25th. Captures were authorised of all British vessels of War, and trans 
port vessels having on board any troops, arms, ammunition, rlothing, 
provisions, or military stores, of what kind so ever; and all Vf^seis 
employed in carrying provisions or other necessaries to the British 
^f'ny, or Navy, or any goods, wares or merchandise for the use «»f such 
flset or army ; but no master or commander of any vessel was permittrd 
to cruise for, or capture any vessel before he obtnined commission fiom 
tke Congress, or from some person authorized to grant them. And it was 
'•commended to the several Legislatures of the United Crfloniei, to pstab 
l'>«h the proper courts for the trial and condemnation of captured v^-8se.» 
^op^ress took into consideration the same day, and adopted on the S8to 
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*' Rules for ihe Uegulation of the Navy of the United Colonies,^^ and od 
the 2d orDt>Lvinber, the committee was cirected to prepare a proper 
commission for the Captains or Cummaudersof the ships of War in tbeit 
service. 

The ittfxt step taken by Congress was to assign a day for the considers* 
tioQ of itie Rhode Island Instructions, which had been before them since 
the 3d cf October. On the 9th of December their consideratioD wii 
made the order of the diiy, fur Monday; the lltb, when

On the 6th of November, 1776, Congress deter- 
mined that **three persons, well skilled in maritime affairs, be imme- 
■Kately appointed to execute the business of the Navy, under the di- 
reetioo of the Marine Committee.'* Colonel John Nixon, John Whar. 
iBBaDd Francis Hopkinson, were accordingly appointed, on the recoin- 
^udation of the vjommittee, the two former, on the 13tli and the latter, 
Mthe iSth of November. They were allowed a salary of $1,500 per 
Uuiuin each. Three more were ordered to be appointed on the 19th of 
April, 1777, with the same salary, **to reside at or in the neighbour- 
pood of Boston, with power to adjourn to any part of I'Sew bluglHnJ, 
^ have the superintendence of all naval or marine affairs of thn Onitf i 
^atss, within the four Eastern States, under the direction of the Mh- 
nne Committee;'^ and William Vernon, James Warren, anri John Dv 
>hoD, ursre elected by ballot, and empowered to employ a clerk, on the 
^th of May. The salary of the commissioners tor both departments was 
lacreased to 83,000, on the 31st of October, 1778, *' In consideration of 
1^ extensive business of their departments.'" | 




Coii|i;re88 r«8«lTed, on the 9th of June 1779, that <* the managemeRt 0/ 
all butioen relating to the Marine of the United States be Trited in Com* 
miwioners ; but on the Itt of October, direrted the Marine Committfe to 
prepare and report a plan of renulations for conducting the Naval Affain 
of the United States, and on the 28th of the same mouth, in cooformitf 
with the report of this Committee. 

Raolvedt 'that a hoard of admiralty be ettabliabed, to aaperintend ibi 
naval and marine affairs of the United States; to consist of thVee commit' 
sioners, not members ot CongreM, and two membera of Confj^resR, ao^ three 
of whi>m to form a board for the despatch of business ; to be svbjact, io ill

Thai be shall be allowed a salary at the rate of fifteen hvindred do liars pet 
annum, in full of all charges and expt u^es wi atsoevcr : that he shall also be 
allowed a clerk, wbo shall re< eive. for bis services, a salary ai the rate of 
five hundred dollars per annum : 

That both the agent and clerk shall, befote they enter into their resp-c 
tive ofiices, take art oath before the president of Cougie»«, well and laiih 
fu ily Co execute the trust repo^ed in ibem, accoidi g to the best of their skiU 
Hod jud){eaM:nt^ and shall an. er into bond, with gooi <iiid suibcumsuretji, 
for the due and faiihful performance of his office, wnich shall be lodged ib 
i'e oflii-eof the Si creiai^ of Congress : 

That »a soon us the said agent Khali enter into the execution of his office 
ihe. functions and appointments of the BoHid of Admiralty, the several uav) 
t>oards, and all civil officers, appointed under them, shall cease aud be de 
t r. ined: 

And lastly, that the registers, books, and papers, belonging to the admi 
• ally aud navj boards, or in their custody, shall be delivered over to the said 
agent, and preserved by him. 

Butf on the 7tb of September, aud before ao Agent was appointed, 
Congress it appears determined to dispt^nse with this office, lor on thst 
day the following resolutiou was adopted : 

Resolvedf That until an agent of marine shall be appointed by Congress 
all the duiies, powers, and untnority, asnigned to tbe said agent, be devolved 
upon, and executed by ihe Secretary of Finance. 

From this time to the resignation of Mr. Morris, as Superintendent oi 
Finnnce, io May, 1784 ; be continued to act as Agent of Marine ; and 
on his retirement, when the Board of Treasury was fstablisbed, as oo 
provision was made for periorming tbe duiies of tbe Agent, tbe office vai 
io fact abolished. Indeed Congress, had Iroin the close of the wai pitid 
but little attention to .Naval Affairs. And by the adoption on the 5tb of 
August, 178S, of tbe following Rrport of the Agent of Marine, to wbooi 
bad been feleired a resolution of the House of Delegates ol Virginia, of 
the 26th of June, they indicated their intention of discontinuing; it sIUh 
gether : 

*' Although it is otir object highly desirable to establish a raspectaUe 
marine, yet the siiuatitm ol the Public Treasury renders!, ao advisabtele 
I'urchase ships, toi th*- piesei. , noi until the sr'%erai Mates snail gianirurb 
funds foi >i:e coiii-trunion oi ships, and docks, and uaval arseuals, and foi W 
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8<Li[jpurt of the naval service, as thai t enab.e Uie United fttatci to establish 
lii^'irmaiine upon a permanent and respectable footing." 

There were oo farther proceedings in relation to a Navy Department 
or a.>iava] establishment, under the Coofederatioa. 

Under the Federal GoTernment, by act of Tth Aaguit, 1789, creating 
the War Department, theSecretary of War, was required, to exerute all 
duties necessary to be performed, relative to the land or naval forces, 
ships, or warlike stores of the United States. 

The first provision for a Naval Establishment^ under the present Con- 
itiiution, iscoittained iu an act of the 87 tb of March, I7d4 ; which was 
polled in consequence of the depredations committed by Algenne Cor- 
isiri on the commerce of the United States. That act authorised the 
President to provide, by purchase or otherwise, equip and employ 4 Ships 
of 44 guns, anci^2 of 36 guns each. It also provided that in case a peace 
liMuld take place between the United States and Algiers, no fuither pro- 
ceedings should be had under the act. A treaty of peace was made 
with Algiers, in 1795, before the ^hips authorited were built. But by 
sn act o^ 20th April, 1796, the President was authorrized to continue the 
construction and equipineiit of 2 nf 44 guns and 1 of 36 gunsi and thesoi 
(the Unite < States, the Constitution, and the Consielltiion,) he was em- 
powered to man and employ by an act of July 1, 1797. Twelve more 
▼es8els of 22 guns **ach were authorized, on the 27th of April, 1798. 
Tbiee days atttr the passage of this la»t act the nian»genient of the 
Navy, which had hitiierto been entrusted to Secretary ot War, was 
vuLi\e the business of an additioiml executive Department 
! The office of Stcretnry of the ^avv was created by act of April 30, 
1798. He issues all oiderh to the Navy of the United States, and super-J 
ioteads the concerns of the Naval establishment generully. A board of 
Navy Commissioners was instituted by act of 7th February, 1815, to 
Aid him in the discharge of his duties. By act of July 10, 1832 , m11 the 
pOMrers rouferred, and duties imposed, by existing laws, on theComm s- 
Kioners of the NHvy and Privateer Pension and Hospital Funds, were 
transferred to the Secretary oi the Nnvy. He is by usage, a member of 
the Cabinet, and holds his office at the will of the President.

Ao ACT for the regulation of the N^vy and Privateer Fension- and Navy 

Hospitfil Funds. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repretentatives of the United 
Slates of America in Congress assembied, Tha: the cummissiooers of the 
navy peosioo and navy hospital fuods be, and they are hereby, directed to 
close all their accouuts as trustees of said funds, and to fiay over the balance 
of cash in their bauds, and to as<«ign over ard transfer all the certificates of 
stock, and other property belonging to 8;ii(t funds, and to the priva'eer pen 
sion fund, to tbe Treasurer of the United States, for the use of the Secreta 
ryofthe Navy, for the payment of navy and privateer peosions, and for ex 
peiditureson account of navy hospitals, tt cetera: and as soon as said as 
sigHBient and Tausfer shall he made, the said commisMoners shall be, and 
ilwy are hereby released anl discharged from all torther trust connected 
with said fundH, apd the Se<;retary of the ISavy be, and he ia herebyf con 
stitoted the trustee of said fnnds ; and as soch, itshiiU be his duty to re- 
ceive applications foi pensions, and to grant the same according to tbe 
terms of the acts of Congress in such ease made and provided, and to di- 
rect and rontrol thf^ pxpendituren out of the navy hospital fund. 

Sec. 2. ^nd be it further enacted^ That the. balance of cash now on hand, 
sod all moneys tlvat may he ealter tirise to taid pension funds from storks 
redppined', or from any .other snnrco, shall be immediately invested, nnrier 
thp (lirpction of the Secr«mry of the Navy, in the Bank atork of the Bank of 
tilt' dnited' States : and that the Sf crelacy of tho Treasury be, and hereby 
is, aiiihorixed >o sell so much of the stock of the United Sta es in said Bank, 
at ibe par value thereof, as said navy penxiion funds will pay for ; and to re- 
cfivp sjiid nayy peiisiqn funds in payment thereof ; the ^aid Bank Stock to be 
hfild in the name of the Treasurer of the United Stales for the purpose 
aforesaid 

Sec. 3 And be it farther enacted^ That the Secretary of the Navy be, and 
he is hereby, authorized and required to cauise books to be opened, and regu- 
lar accounts to he kept, sii owing the condition of the navy and privateer 
pension funds, the receipts .ind expifnditures thereof, (he names of the pen- 
Moaers, nnd the dates and amount of th«-ir respective pensions, with a state- 
■nnnt of the act or a: ts of Congress under which the same may be granted ; 
awl that he shall annually report to Congress an abstract, showing the con- 
di ion of those funds in all these particulars, and the receipt;* and expeiidi- 
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(ores dnriDf the year ; nnd cause a similar acroun: of the let eipis and ex 
penditiires of the navy hospital fund, to be kept and reported to Consfrew, 
annually, in like manner, and at the same time, wrih the reports upon the 
pension funds. 

S«c. 4. And he U further enacted. That the Secretary of the Njivy shall 
be, and he is hereby, authorized to appoint a clerk who shall perform a\\ tbe 
duties which shall be required of him in relation to j^aid funds ; and shall 
receive as a full compensation for his services, itnd in lieu of all coaimis- 
sions or other allowances, a salary of one thousand six hundred dollars, o 
be paid quarter yearly, out of he Treasury of tiip United Slates. 

Sec. 6. And be ii further enacted. That all the powers lonferred, and 
duties imposed by laws now in force, on the commissioners of the navy and 
privateer pension and navy hospital funds be, and they are hereby, trang'er- 
red JO the Secretary of the Navy ; and all acts, and parts of acts, contrary 
to the provisions of this act, be, and tliey are hereby, repealed.

This Department is under the superintendence of a Postmaster Gene- 
ral, who is aided in tlie discharge of his duties by two Assistants, ap- 
pointed by himself. He has the sole appointment of all postmasters 
tliroughout the United States, thejjmaking of all contracts for carrying 
the mails, and, in brief, the control, according to law, of every thing 
relating to the institution. The revenue arising from the General Post 
Office has, for the most part, bren expended upon the extension and im- 
provement of the establishment, by which means the accommodation 
of the mail for the conveyance of letters, newspapers, pamphlets, &c. 
has, in a most extraordinary degree, been extended to the inhabitants 
of every part of the Union, even to the ihost remote territorial settte- 
oietits.

The number of sheets which it contains, must be printed or written 
on one of the outer pages of every pamphlet or magazine to be sent 
b? mail. Where the nuniber of sheets is not truly stated, double pos 
tage is charged. 

Every thing not coming under the denomination of newspapers or 
pamphlets, is charged with letter po£>tage. 

Letters to Canada are forwarded through the agents of the United 
States at Kingston, Upper Canada, and Montreal. Lower Canada 

Any person, other than the Postmaster General, or his authorized 
*grnts, who shall set up a foot or horse post, for the conveyance of 
loiters and packets, upon any post road, which is, or may be estab 
limbed as such by law, shall incur a penalty of not exceeding fifty 
dollars for every letter or packet so carried. 
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Privilege of Franking, 

Letters and packets to and from the following officers of the govern- 
ment, aie by law rrccived nnd convejed by post, free of postage. 

The President and Vice President of the United States; Secretariesof 
State, Treasury, VVar, and Navy; Attorney General; Postmaster Gene- 
ral and Af-sisiants Postmaster General ; Comptrollers, Auditors, Register 
and Solicitor of ihe Treasury; Treasurer; Commissioner of General 
Land Office ; Commissioners of Navy Board ; Confimissary General ; In 
specters General * Quarterniaster General ; Paymaster Genera] ; Super 
intendent of Patent Office < Commissioner of Indian Affairs; Speak**! 
and Clerk of the ffouse of Representatives, and Secretary of the Sen 
ate ; and such individual who shall have been, or may hereafter be, 
Pfcbidcnt of the United States; and each may receive newspapers by 
post, free of postage. 

Kach member of the Senate, and each member and delegate of the 
Flouse of Representatives, may send and receive, free of postage, news- 
papers, letters, and packets, weighing not more than two ounces, (in 
case of excess of weialit, excess alone to be paid for^) and all documeotf 
printed by order of either House, during, and sixty'days before and after 
each sestion of Congress. 

Postmasters may send and receive free of postage, letters and packets 
not exceeding half an ounce in weiuht ; and they may receive one daily 
newspaper, each, or what is .equivalent thereto. 

Printers of newspapers may send one paper to each and every other 
printer of newspapers within the United States, free of postage unaer 
such regulations as the Postmaster General may provide. 

Violalion of Franking Privilege, ' 

Any person who shall frank any letter or letter?, other than those 
written hy himself or by his order, in the business of his office, shall, on 
conviction thereof, pay a fine of ten dollars — and it is made the especial 
duty of Pofctni '.siers to prosecute for such offence. The law provides, 
however, that the Secretaries of State, Treasury, War, and Navy, and 
Postniattpr General, may frank letters or packets on official business. 
preptjced in any other public office in the absence of the principal thereof 

If any peison, having the right to receive letters free of postage, shjtll 
receive, enclosed to him, any letter or packet addresst'd to a person n t 
havini; that right, it is his duty to return the same to the Post Offire, 
markin<; thereon the place from whence it came, that it may be charged 
with posiage. 

Any porfeon who shall conterfeit the hand writing or frank of auv 
person, or cause the same to be done, in order to avoid the payment of 
postage, shall, for each offence, pay five hundred dollars. 

No Postuiaster or assistant Postmaster can act as agent for lottery 
offices, or under any colour of purchase or otherwise vend lottery tirkn 
nor can any Postmaster receive free of postage, or frank any lot»' . 
schemes,' circulars, or tickets. For a viola i.ion of this provision of ft 
law, the persons offending shall suffer a penalty of fifty dollars. 

No Postmaster, assistant Postmaster, or clerk employod in any Pr>M 
Office, can be a contractor, or concerned in any contract for carrvn;; 
the mail. 
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THE JUDICIXRY. 

The Judiciary power of the United States is vested in one Supreme 
Court, and in such inferior Courts as Congress, from time to time, estab 
lish The present Judicial establistiment of the United States consists 
of a Supreme Court, of thirty*one District Courts, and seven Circuit 
Courts, which are thus organized: the Supreme Court is composed of one 
Chief Justice and sis Associate Justices, who hold a Court in the City nf 
VVasliington, annually; besides whioh, each of these Justices attends a 
a certain Circuit comprising; two or more districts, appropriated to each« 
aod together with the Judge of the District compose a Circuit Court, 
which is holden in each District of the Circuit. The District Courts are 
beld respectively by the District Jud^^e alone. Appeals are allowed from 
the District to the Circuit Cuuit, and from the Circuit to the Supreme 
Court; and in some cases, where the inconvenience of attending a Court 
by t Justice of the Supreme Court is very great, the District Courts are 
invested with Circuit Court powers. Each State is one District, for the 
purpose of holding District and Circuit Courts therein, with the excep 
Hon of New York, Pennsylvania, Virginia, Tennessee, Louisiana, and 
Alabama, each of which is divided into two Districts. There are, be- 
sides, Teriitorial Courts, which are temporary, and lose that character 
whenever a Territory becomes a State In addition to the District 
Court for the District of Columbia, there is a Circuit Court for that 
Dimict, which exercises, under the authority of Congress, similar com- 
mon law and equity jurisdiction as the County Courts of Maryland and 
Virginia, Each Court has a Clerk, a Public Attorney or prosecutor, 
and a Marshal; all of whom are appointed by the Executive of the Uni 
ted States^ with the exception of the Clerks, who are appointed by the 
Courts. The compensation of the Judges are fixed bylaw; that of the 
Clerks, Attorneys, and Marshals consists of fees, and in a few instances, 
as it regards Attorneys and Marshals, of a yearly salary of about ^00. 

By an act of Congress of the 15th of May, 1820, District Attorneys are 
to be appointed for four years only, removable at pleasure. Marshals 
have always held their offices for four years, removable at pleasure, in 
pursuance of the 27th section of the Act of the 24th of September, 1789. 
The Judges hold their offices during good behaviour, and can only be 
removed on impeachment. The appointments are made by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 

TBB SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED STATES. 

The Supreme Court of the United States has exclusive jurisdiction of 
ail controversies of a civil nature, where a State is a party, except be- 
tween a State and its citizens; and except, also, between a State and 
citizens of other States or aliens, in which latter case it has original, but 
not exclusive jurisdiction— and has exclusively all such jurisdiction of 
luits or proceedings against ambassadors, or other public ministers, or 
their domestics, or domestic servants, as a court of law can haveor exer- 
cise consistently with the law of nations — and original, but not exclusive 
ivrisdiction of all suits brought by ambassadors, or other public ministers, 
or in which a consul or vice consul shall be a party. The Supreme Court 
has also appellate jurisdiction from the Circuit Courts and Courts of the 
I'everal States, in certain cases: and has power to issue writs of prohibi- 
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tion to the Diitrict Courts, when proceertta{r at courts of admirtlty and 
maritime jurisdicti' n, and wiits of mandamus, in cases warranted by tbs 
principles and usages of law, to any courts appointed, or persons bold 
ing office, under the authority of the United States. 

A final judgment or decree in any suit, in the highest court of law oi 
equity of a State in which a decision in. the suit could be had, where if 
drawn in question the validity of a treaty or statute of, or an authority 
exercised under the United States, and the decision is against their va« 
lidity*— -or where is drawn in question the validity of a statute of, or ao 
authority exerrlsed under any Slate, on the ground of their being repug 
nant to the cun«titution, treaties, or laws of the United States, and the 
decision is in favor of such their validity — or where is drawn in queBtioo 
the construction of any clause of the constitution, or of a treaty or sta 
tute of, or commission held under the United States, and tha decision it 
again&tthe title, right, privilege, or exemption, specially set up or claim- 
ed by either party, under such clause of the constitution, treaty, statute 
or commission— may be re-examined and reyersed or affirmed, Id the 
Sugreme Court of the United States, upon a writ of error, the citatioo 
being signed by the chief justice, or judge, or chancellor, of the court ren 
deriog or passing the judgment or decree complained of, or by a jnitice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, in the same manner, and uo 
der the same regulations, and the writ has the same effect, as if the judf* 
ment or decree complained of had been rendered or passed in a Circuit 
Couit< — and the proceeding upon the revisal is also 4he same, except that 
the Supreme Court, instead of remanding the cans* for a final deciiioD, 
m^y, at their discretion, if the cause shall have been once remanded bt 
fore, proceed to a final decision of tlie same, and award execution. Bui 
no other error can be assigned or regarded as a ground of reversal in any 
such case, than such as appears on the face of the record and immediate 
ly respectn the beforeroentioned questions of validity or construction of 
the said constitution, treaties, statutes, commissions ar authorities in dif* 
pute. The following is the mode of suing out a Writ of Error. 

In cases of writs of error to a Federal Court, the writ should be al- 
lowed, citation signed, and bond approved, by a Circuit Judgei where 
the writ is to a State Court, the same must be done either by a Jul 
lice of the Supreme Court or by the pesidiug Judge of the Court wbow 
judgment is complainfd of With the transcript of the record for the 
Supreme Couit should he returned the writ, citation with service aod 
a ropy of the bond, filing in the office below the bond and copies of 
the writ and citation. 

It is the duty of the Attorney General to prosecute ond conduct all »uiU 
in the Siipi-cme Court in which the United States shall be concerned^ 

' T\)o courts of the United States have exclusive jurisdiction of all seizures made on 
and or wattr for a hi-each of tlie Inws of the Uuited States, and any intenrtiition ori 
State authority, which by taking the thing seized out of the hands or the Unitc-d States 
officer, iuj)(ht nbstnictthe exercise of this jarisdiction, is iiiegal.

rhe courts of tbe United States have exclusive cognizance of questions of forfeidiR 
upon all Si-izun's made uuder the laws of the United States, and it is not cvmpetent fori 
Slate court to entei tain or decide such question of forfeiture. If a seuteuce of coodemps' 
tion be dtfinitively pronounced by the proper court of the United States, it is cundusiw 
thatfl forfeiture is'incurred; if a sentence of acqoiitai, it is equally conclusive agaio*t 
die forfeiture, and in either case, the question caniiut be again litigatal in any comqva 
law forever. CeUton vs Hoi/t, 3 IVheaton^ 246,311. 
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and to g;ive his advice and upinron upon questious of law when required 
by the President of the United States, or when requested by the Uends 
of any of the Df^partments, touching any matters that may concem 
tbeir Departments

DISTRICT COURTS OF THB UNITED STATES. 

The District Courts of the United States, have, exclusively of thn. 
Courts of the several State*:, cognizance of all crimes and oflfences that 
are cognizable under the authority of the United States, committed 
within their respective districts, or upon the high seas, where no other 
punishment than whipping, not exceeding thirty stripes, a fine not exceed 
ing one hundred dollars, or a term of imprisonment not exceeding siji 
monihs is to be inflicted, and also have exclusive original cognizance o^ 
sll civil causes of admiralty and maritiire Jurisdiction, including all ser- 
Zures under laws of impost, navigation or trade, of the United States, 
where the seizures are made on waters which are navigable from the sea 
by vessels often or move tons of burthen, within their respective districts, 
as well as upon the high seas, saving to suitors, in all cases, the right of 
* tntnmon law remedy, where the common law is competent to give it ; 
and also have exclusive original cognizance of all seizures on land or 
other waters than as aloresHi(), mnrle, and of alPsuits fur penalties, nuo 
foreitures incurred, under the laws of the United States And they als , 
have cognizance, concurrent with the Courts of the several States, or thv 
Circuit Court, as the case may be, of all causes where an alien sup» 
for a tort only in violation of the law of nations or a treaty of thi' U» ii 
ct' States. Add also have cogn'zance, concurrent, as last mentioned, of 
i&lltaitsat common law, where the United States sue, and the matter in 
^''spute amounts, exclusive of costs, to the sun) or valu»' of one hundre 
I'lOllsrs. And also have jurisdiction, ejcrlnsively of the Courts of the >ev 
l^ral States, of all buits against consuls or vice consuls, except for offences 
■abovt the description aforesaid. The trial of ispnes in fart, in the Dis 
:trict Courts, in all causes except civil causes of adniiialty and maritinio 
JMn«diction, are b^ jury. 

The act of 18th December, 1812, reqjiires the district and territorial 
judges of the Uniteii States to reside within the districts and lerritoriis 
respectively, for which they are appointed ; and makes it unlawful fur 
*|>y'judge appointed under the authority of the United States, to exer 
^>M the prbfes^ioo oi employment of counsel or attorney, or to be en 
P^itA in the practice of the law. And any person offending against the in* 
unction or prohibition of this act shall be deemed Euilty of a niisidemeanor«i 
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An act of April 5, 1832. pioviries, that lo any cause nl admiralty at ^ 
mil ritime jurisdiction, or other cause of seisure, dependiug in auy Cfurt 
(J ihf liiited States, any Judge of the said Court, in vacation, bhall 
h'*\f the same power and authority, to oider any vessel* or cargo, vt 
'Ther property, to be delivered to the claimants, upon bail or bond, uu 
dcr the Hatute, as the rase may be, or to be sold, when necessary, at 
such court hHS in term time, and to appoint appraisers, and exercise eyrry 
other incidental power necessaty to the complete execution ol the author* 
iiy granted by the acU

It is made the duty of each Dts/rie/ Attorney to prosecute, in the Judi- 
cial District for whirh he is appointed, all delinquents, for crimes and of 
f«Qc-» cngnicanie unfiet the laws of the United States, and all civil ac 
lions in which the United States shall be concerned. 

The MarshaiSor «arb District is required to attend the District and 
Circuit Court, and to eiecute throughout the District, all lawful pre^ 
c^pti directed to hini, and issued under the authority of the United States 
He has power tocommtnd all necessary assistance in the execution of his 
'*uty. Before entering upon his office he must give bond with two sure- 
lies io the -sum of twenty thousand dollars. Every Marshal, when re- 
moved from offire, or when the term for which he is appointed shall ex- 
PitSf has power, notwithstanding, to execute all precepts which may be 
"* bis hands, at the time of such removal or expiration of office. 

The Clerks are appointed by the Supreme Court, and the several Dis- 
trict Courts. The c|i»rZ for each District Court, is clerk aUo of the^ 
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the Circuit Court in such District. Each clerli is required to give bon 
in the sum of two thousand dollars/faithfully to discharge the duties 
•f bis office* and seasonably to record the decrees, judgments and deier 
miuations of the CouiH, ot which he is clerk. In case ef the Diiuict 
Judge in any District being unable to discharge his duties, the clerli 
certifies all suits or actions, to the next Circuit Court to be held iu tbp 
District; and also, by leare or order of the Circuit Judge, to take, duriD|> 
the disability of the District Judge, all examinations and depositions ot 
witnesses, and make all necessary rules and orders preparatory to ths 
final hearing o^all causes of admiralty and maritime jurisdiction. 



GIRCVIT COURTS OV ThE UHITSD STATES. 

The Cfrcait Courts of the United States have original cognizance, con 
current with the Courts of the several Slates, of all suits of a civil ns 
ture, at common law, or in equity ; where the matter in dispute exceeds, 
esrlofiive of costs, the sum or value of five hundred dollkii, and the 
United States are plamtiffs or petitioners, or an alien is a party, or the 
suit is between a citizen of the State where the suit is brought, aod a 
citizen of another State ; and have exclusive cognizance of all crimN 
and offences cognizable under the authority of the United States, (except 
where the laws ol thr United States otherwise direct,^ and concurient 
jurisdiction with the District Courts of the crimes and offences cognizable 
therein. But no person can be arrested in one district, for trial in an 
other, in any civil action, before a Circuit or District Court No civil 
suit can be isrought before either of said Courts against an inhabitant of 
the United States, by an original piocess, in any other District than that 
whereof he is an inhabitant, or in which he shall be found at the time n^ 
serving the writ; and no District or Circuit Court has cognizance of aojr 
suit to recover the contents of any promissory note, or other chose in ac 
lion, in favor of an assignee, unless a suit might have been prosecuted io 
such court to recover the said contents if no assignment had been made 
f^xcept in cases of foreign bills o/ exchange. The Circuit Courts also 
have appellate jurisdiction from the District Courts, under the regulatioos 
and restrictions provided by law. 

From final decrees in di District Court, in causes of admiralty and ma 
ritime jurisdiction, where the matter in dispute exceeds the sum or va 
iue of three hundred dollars, exclusive of costs, an appeal is allowed 
to the next Circuit Court, to be held in such District. But uo District 
Judgf* (sitting in a Circuit Court) can give a vote in any case of app«& 
or error, from his own decision ; but may assign the reason of such his 
iecision*

By tlip art of 30rh April, 1790. it is provided that if any writ or pro- 
< ( is &h>ill at any timi* be sued lorth or piosecuted by any person or pet* 
.'f)iis;, iti any of the courts of tht United States, or in any courts of a par- 
ticular State, 01 by any juilge or justice therein, respectively, whereby 
H;o person of any ambassador, or other public, miui.stei of any foreign 
,]rince or State, authojizfd and received as such by the President of lh« 
;Ui)ite4l States, or any domestic, or domestic servant, of any such ambas- 
sncor or other public mini-tpr, -.nay he arrested or impiisoned, or bis or 
jtheir goods or chattels be distrained, seized, or attiched, such writor pro- 
cess shij! b*> dcemeo and .».!judji«»d as utterly null and void, to all intents 
ic.onsiruction^, and purposes, whitsoever. 
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In case aiij person or persous shall sue forth or prosecute any such 
writ or process, such person or persons, and all attorneys or so)icitof» 
prosecutiog or soliciting in such case, and all officers executing any such 
writ or process, being thereof convicted, shall be deemed violators of the 
laws of nations and disturbers of the public repose, and imprisoned not 
exceeHiog three years, and fined authe discretion of the court. But no 
citizen or inhabitant of the United States, who shall have contracted 
debts prior to his entering into the service of any ambassador or other 
public minister, which debts shall be still due and unpaid, shall have, 
takt, or receive, any benefit of this act; nor shall any person be pro- 
ceeded against by virtue of this act, for having arrested or sued any 
Dther dome&tic servant of any ambassador or other public minister, uu- 
fn thi name of such servant be first registered in the office of the Secre- 
larf of btate, and by such Secretary transmitted to the Marshal of the 
)i8irict of Columbia, who shall, upon receipt thereof, affix the same 
ill some public place in his office, whereto all persona may resort and 
take copies without fee or roward. 

If any person ihall violate any safe conduct or passport duly obtained, 
■Dd issued under the authority of the United iitates, or shall assault, 
ttrike, wound| imprison, or in any other manner infract the law ot va- 
lioot, by offering violence to the person of an ambassador or other public 
ninister, such person so offending, on conviction, shall be inprisoaed not 
Biceeding threa jears, and fined at the discretion of the court.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR, 

DEPARTMEHTor Wab, J^ovembtT 29, 1832. 
To the President of. the United State*. 

Sir: Iu conformity with your instructions, I proceed to lay before joa a 
wief statement of the various operatiooaof .this depariment for the past 
rear, and such suggestions for the improvement of the several branches of 
ibe public service, committed to its care, as experience has dictated; and, 
n executing this task, it is due to the services, exertions and fidelity, of the 
ifficers at the head of the respective bnreaus of the department, that i 
ihoa Id acknowledge their aole assistance, and the important benefits I have 
derived from thetr counsel and co>operation in the administration of the eon 
Beras of this highly responsible office* 

DurisK the past season, the hostile aggressions of the Sac and Fox In* 
diaa<i, upon the borders of Illinois and Michigan, required and received the 
rompt atteriiion of the Government. The executive of the States of If is- 

ri, Illinois, and Indiana, Mad of the Territory of Michigan, co-operated 
HAlously and efficiently in the measures of protection. The regular troops 
D the vicinity of the theatre of hostilities were concentrated under Briga- 
dier Ge«ieral Atkinson, and brought into the field ; and the militia of Illinois 
ttdof that part of the Territory .of Michigan exposed to danger, promptly 
epaired tu the defence of the frontier. Such whs the naiuie of the warlare 
nd of the country, that it was difficult immediate y to protect the long line 
»r scattered settlements, and to bring the enemy to action^ As a precau- 
ioflary measure, and to place the. result of the campaign as far beyond the 
i^acb of accident »s possible, the garrisons at some nf the poats upon the 
kca-ho4rd, and uponihe lakes, wereordered to Chicago, under the command 
i>f M^ior Genera 1 Snott, to co-operate with the forc«- already employed 
ini'^r orii^adier G nigral Atkinson. The celerity, wuh which these iroops 
M'iVttd, is creditable to their eh iracter and dittcip ine. One of the companies 
i^Hchftd Chicago in eighteen days from Old Point Comfort, a distance by the 
(^"ri neceKsarity travelled, of .nore than eighteen hun ired miles; and the 
iKove )ient of the whole was marked by the greatest despatch. (Jn fo r lunate* 
7i llteir hopes o<' t)eing useful to fiieir country were su'ldeuly a: rested, 
*lieri highest, by the appearance of the cholera ; and probably few military 
^xw'^iiiiofis h-«ye presented scenes more appalling in themselves or demand- 
^Sthe exertion of great moral courage. Ttie occasion was met by Major 
pcneral Scott in a nanner worthy of his high character, an<l the example 
^(ifsveto the %.oericafi ar^iiy in tnat oeriodof trying responsibility, is not 
S9 i iiportait, than was his gallant bearing in rhe presence >r the enemy 

■"in!; the late war. His efforts were well seconded by the officers, and no 

icticahle method seems to have been omitted to stay, or to cure, the pesti- 
pnce. Of about fifteen hundred offi'ters and men of the regular .troops er- 
lered lo the northwestern frontier; not less than two hundred died by t|)e 
*olera. 

General Atkinson, with the regular troops and m'ditia under his command 
iorsued the Indians through a country very diflicult to be penetrated, of 
pkich little was known, and where much exertio'i was required to procure 
">P0lies. These circumstances necessarily delayed the operations, and were 
>'*)duetiye of great responsibility to the commanding officer, and of gre;ir 
uiffipring and privations to all employed in this harassing warfare. T\. 
^<aM^ however, were driven from their fastnesses, and fied toward tU 
Hinissippi, with the intention of seeking refuge in the country west of <li 
nver. They were immediately followed by General \tkinso(i with a mou<i 
^forQe,evei taken and completely vanquished. The arr»ngem'*nts of th 
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CMiumanding general, as well io the pursuit as io the actiODi were prompt 
and juOicious, and ibe conduct of the officers aud men was exemplary The 
caiupaigu terminated ia ihe unqualiified submist^ion of the hostile party, and 
iu the adoption ol oieasuiies for the permanent security of the frontier ; tod 
the result has produced upon the Indiana of that region a salutary iiupres- 
sion, which, it is to be hoped, will ^Mrevent the recurrence of similar scenes. 

The eiiensive operations rendered necessary by theue events, have demoD- 
•(rated the able organization and efficiency ot the vaiious siaff departments 
of the army, and their capacity to meet any exigency, which may require 
their exertions. They have also shown that (he moraie and discipline oi ihe 
troops are well preserved, and that, whenever, or wtierever their oervicei 
may be wanted, the expectati ns of their country will not be disappointed. 

An act of the last seaaion of Congress authorized the raising of six cooi* 
panics ot mounted raugers for the defence of the frontiers. Five of tlieM 
were organized %tithoui delay, immediately after the passage of the law; 
but, owiug to the absence of the person selected for the command of .the sixib 
with the troops employed under General Atkinson, that company w»s not 
htought into service during the active portion of (he season. It is now 
however filled, and under oitlers. ! 

I nave caused a comparative view to be appended to this report, showini 
the difference of cost between this corps of rangers, and of a regiment oif 
dragoons. It will be perceived that the former exceeds the latter by one' 
hundred and filty-three thousand nine hundred and thirty two dollars. Tke 
rangers costing annually iwo hundred and ninety-seven thousand five hun 
dred and thirty dollars, and the dragoons one hundred and forty-three thou 
sand five hundred and niuety-eight dollars ; an excess of expenditure well 
worthy of consideraiion» unless there are circumstances connected witk 
the nature of the duties of these corps, which give to the rangers, as at pre* 
sent organized, a decided preference over the dragoons. It is my conviction 
that there are no such circamsiances^and that a regiment of dragoons wouki 
be more efficient, as well as more economical. From the constitution of (be 
corps of rangers, and from the tihort periods of their service, their orgaoixa- 
tion is but little superior to that of the ordinary militia. Every year tbere, 
must be a great loss of tine in the reconstruction of the corps, and in tlieacj 
quisition of the necessary experience and knowledge. And its conshiution 
is so dissimilar frum that of any other branch of the army, that nperfec 
union of sentiment and action between them can scarcely be expected 
The want of these must frequently be injurious to the public service. 

Regular cavalry are fully competent to the discharge of all (he duties rtj 
quirea of monntr-d rangers. In celerity of movement, thev will of course be; 
equal, and tf, (wh'ch however is doubtful,) the rifle is considered the on 
efficient arm for mounted troops, operating ngainAt the Indians, lhi!> wea[ 
can be placed in the hands of such cavnlry, and (hey can easily be trai 
to its use. 

Besides other important object?, it is desirable to preserve in onr roilit'*^! 
system the eiemeips of cavalry tactics, and to keep pace with the imp'ov 
ments made in tiieni by other nations. The esiablishnient of a reeia)^"" 
dragoons wou'd complete the 'personnel of onr army, and would introduce 
force whi<^h would harmonize with, and participate in, the esprit decor^,\ 
so essential to miliraiy efficiency, and so easily and certainly created by m' 
litary principles. 

It seems to be now concetled, ai-d it Purely may well be, that •"P*'*^.| 
troops arc absolutely necessary for the clefenfte of that par(ofihe \n\^\ 
froniier in conl.ict with the Indian tribes. Our fpermanent military po"^ 
• arrisoned by infant'v, exert a moral influence over the Indians, andprojf 
in. portant and exposed positions. But to overtake and chastise marsu" 
parties, and in fact to carry on any serious operations against an Indian ^ 
in the level regions of the west, horsemen are indisiiensably neceatf'Tl 
Fresumiog, therefore, that some force of this description will be retainW 
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I have the honor to toggest the propriety of the conversion of (he corps of 
rangers into a regiment of dragoons. 

The report of the officer, at the heaid of the Engineer Department, presents 
a comprehensive view of the operauons assigned to the corps under hia su 
perintendence, in its three great divisions of fortificatiooSj internal improve 
meat, and uiiiiiary educHtioii . 

lu the constitution of the various works of defence opon tbo maritime 
froaiier, the (Progress has been as rapid as was compatible with a proper and 
economicaK^administrarion of this important duty, and with the numerous 
calls upon thf officers of that department. So much delay and loss are ex- 
perienced, not only in this branch of the public service, hat in almost all 
others, requiring the disbursement of money, by the late period at which the 
appropriations are sometimes made, that 1 am led to introduce the subject 
here, in the hope, that it will engage the attention of Congress. The pecu- 
aiary loss is not (be only injury, particularly in all the works of (ortification 
and internal improvement. The operations are necessarily discontifoed 
during one part of the working season, and too rapidit prosecuted during 
another, and the result is, consequently, more or l^ss unfavourable. 

The numerical stren|B;th of the engineer corps is hot now sufficient for the 
performance of the duties required of its officers. Tliey have all been ac- 
tively and sealoosly engaged, and their scientific and practical attaiomenti 
eminently qiality them for the discharge ot the various funnioDS they are 
performing, whether belonging appropriately to their profession, or as»iigDed 
lO (he Ml by this department ForthefactH conaerted with this tobjfct, I 
refer to the report of the Chief Engineer, contenting myself witb obi^erviog 
that there' is no economy in keeping this establishment below he numbers 
demindtd by the exigency of the service. Either the duty will not be ler- 
fonned, as bus happened this season in some instances, or, H9 has happened 
in .thers, jt will oe worse performed, and at a greater expense ; for it is 
im]>08gible to transfer, from civil life, or from other departments of the 
amy, persons posttessing the requisite attainments, wiihoui previous e!Kperi- 
core,to insure science and skill in the execution of ihese <iuties, and a system 
of rigjUnt subversion in the Hdniinistration of theii fiscal concerns. To ac* 
qaire these qualifications, time and experience are necessary. And the re- 
■ponsiSilit^' impost by a permanent nttai-hment to the <lepHrtment, and the 
^ itdu corps created oy it, are both favorable to more faithful and efficient 
lii'^cliarge of ihe duti'S appertaining to it. For these reasons, and f>om the 
clpareut conviction, that surh a m< asure is demanded by the public interest, 
I venture to renew the recommendation cont-riined in mv last annual report, 
•or a moderate nd gr-^dual in< reane of ihe engine«'r corps, and to expreR;* uvt 
fttllcoocurrenciiii the views presented bv the Chief Engine ru|M>n that vubjerr. 

The Mditarv Academy, as will be seen bv tne report of the board of visi* 
|ers, is steadily pursuing its course of usefulness. As an institution national 
in i's objects, its adm nistration, its support, and'its pupils, it merits the fos- 
tering care of the Government, and (he kind regard of the public. For a 
series of years, it has umlergone the rigid ex»minaiiou of the most res|)erta- 
ot" citizens, selected from every part of the country, many of whom have 
arrived th> re with strong prejudices against it, but all of whom, I believe 
Itave returned with a deep conviction of it^ importance and admirable- o^^'n- 
^*'ment. As a school, where the various sciences, auxiliary to the arts of 
^tr, \re taught, and tiUi^ht most thoroughly; as a camp of instruction, whde 
^e practical dtitiesof the soldier nre acquired, and where the difficult art o 




"f spctional prejudices diminslied, and their views enlitrged, it is among 
" n^oft vn'unbte posseseioos of the republic 
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I coincide io opinioo with the board iii the sugKestionB they have made 
aod commeod them to vour favorable notice. From personal inspection, I 

D Mtisfied that ib« additions to the buildings, pointed out in the re))ort,iire 
required by the p .blic interest, and ihat they are essential to the comfortof 
the professors and pupils, and to a due prosecution of their duties and studies. 
Anc^ especially am I impressed with the importance of a proper place of 

ubiie worship; where all the persons atta< eU to :he institution, amountiog, 
with their families, to more than eight hundred individuals, can assemble aod 
DiiSfce in the performance of religious duties. In a christian community, tbe 
bbligatioiis upon this Bubjecl will not be questioned ; and the eitpense of pro 
vidlng a suitable place of worship, especially as a chaplain is maintained 
here, cannot be put in competition with the permanent advantages of s 
course of religious instruction to such a number of persons ; a large portion 
lof whom are at that critical period which determines whether tbe future 
icoorse of life shall be for evil or for good. 

The reasons, heretofore urged, for an augmentation and more efficient o^ 
ganisatioo of the topographical corps, still exist in full force. The duties 
assigned to thatbranchoi the staff, require 'extensive scientific attainmests, 
together with much experience. They are productive of impor>ant adras' 
tageSj as well in peace as in war ; and therefore address themselves with 
peculiar force to the favorable consideration of ihe Government. This eorpi 
IS not sufficiently numerous for the discharge of the duties required of it, and 
the additional expenditures, rendered necessary by this state of things, e&* 
ceed the amoant demanded by the proposed augmentation. Independeniiy, 
bowevefyof ihe absolute economy, which would result from the adoption oi 
this measure,, it is called for by other and not less forcible eonsideratioas 
All experience proves that a corps organised npon military principles, ii 
more responsible, more efficient, and better governed, than individuals can 
be, who are united by different and ordinary associations. Causes are pel 
in operation which necessarily produce emulation, professional pri<e, and 
ahited action. The cha«acter of the corps is dear to every individual, and 
earh becomes identified with its prospects and reputation. Officers, tempo- 
rarily assigned to topographical duties, cannot be expected to feel the same 
interest in the prosecution of these labors which they would do if they were 
eoostituent members of the board, and looking forward to it for advancement 
in professional standing, as well as in military rank Many officers, bow 
ever, are thus occasionally employed, and, were they not so, oHich of this 
branch of the public interest would remain unexecuted An efficient and 
iocrt'ased organisation, fully adequate to the duties of the corps, may be ef< 
ffCted without any addition to the public expenditure For the details of 
saeh.a plan, I beg leave to refer to the report of the officer temporarily in 
charge of that bureau. 

There is probaltly no class of officers under the Government, whose com 
pensation is more inadequate to their services, than that of a medical s affof 
the army. There areiiut two grades, surgeon and assistant surgeon, in thi!» 
corps ; and the psy of the former is forty-five dollars, and the pay of tbe 
latter is forty dollars per month. 

The prospect of gradual and continued promotion, held out to the other 
officers of the army, is a powerful incentive to good conduct, and, when rea- 
lized, becomes its just reward. Of this the medical officers are depriveii; 
for the slight difference of rank and pay^ at present existing, is scarcfiy 
worthy of consideration. The nature of their profession, requiring time,ex- 
perience, and pecuniary means, for its acquisition ; the responsible and ir 
diious services demanded of them ; the relation, not always a pleasant onr 
in which they s and to the line of the army ; and I may add, injustice to thi« 
meritorious chiss of officers, their general capacity, respectability, and ^ood 
'induct, emide them to a higher rate of compensation . and I indulge the 
hope, that their clainns Will be favorahlv ' onsidered. 

in th<^ «>ubsi8tence of the army an important chaitge h^s been made, which, 
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1 truiti will prove salutary to the health and morals of the troops, lu lieu 
of the spirituous liquor, which formerly composed a part of each ration, a 

commutation was some time since established, by which its value was paid 
to each soldierr in money ', but, at the same time, he had permission to puf- 
cbase this destructive article from the sutler of the post. The regulation ^uu 
have recently authorized, substitutes coffee and su^ar for the comaiutation 
previoasi]? established. Four pounds of coffee and eight pounds of sugar are 
hereafter to be issued with every one hundred rations And, at those poi&ts 
where the troops prefer it, ten pounds of rice are allowed to the same num- 
ber of rations, instead of the beans which haie formed a constituent poiiion 
of the subsistence of the soldier. From a comparative estimate furnished 
hy the Commissar} General, it appears that this alteration in the component 
{lartsof the ration, will add but two mills and four tenths to its cost, and wiU 
iQurease the whole amount of the army subsistence by a sum not exceeding 
six thousand dollars — an expenditure not to be regarded, when the benefits 

esulting from it are taken into view. Simultaneously with this arrangement 
a regulation was adopted, prohibiting the sale of spirituous liquor by the sut- 
lers to the troops, and its iutroiiuction, under any circumstances into the 
(^amps and forts of the United States, with the exception of the hospital 
Mores, and of (he quantity necessary to issue under that provision of the law 
which allows an extra-gill to every soldier engaged, in fatigue duty. No au- 
thority to dispense with this is vested in the Executive, and Congress alone 
can interpose the necessary reme<ly. 1 am satisfied the great cause of pub- 
lic morals, as well as the distiptine and efficiency of the army, would be 
promoted by an entire abolition of thebe issues, and I cannot but hope, that 
tiie legislative authority will be exerted for that purpose An adaition of 
three cens to the sum allowed for extra daily labor^ would be more than ho 
adequate pecuniary compensation for the deprivation herein recommended, 
aod wouIgI increase, but in a very inconsiderable degree, the public expend! 
lure. 

A very partial knowledge of the actual condition of our army, is sufficient 
to satisfy the most superficial observer, that to habits of intemperance may be 
trnced almost all the evils of our military es abtishment. These need no 
eDumpraiion, that an ad> quate cone eption may be formed of their nature and 
coQ^equeiices. But it ia time, tiiat an eneni>, so insidious and destructive, 
*ere met and overcome ; that all palliatives were abandoned ; and th :«t a 
system of exclusion, of entire, unconditional, exclusion, were introduced and 
entorced Cverv just consideiation of policy and morality lequires this 
Beasare, and public opin on iscerta nly prepared for, and would appiove it. 

e^trnestly recommend ihe subject o your roost favotable consideration. 

^1 beg leave to refer you to the a<-rompaiiyinK report of ihe officer in charge 
ihe Bureau of Indian Aff<«irs, for a dntarled statement of the operations 
a<id condition of that branch of the public service. 

Among the southern and southweMtern liidi ins, no event has occurred to 
dHurb-the relations, exisiing between them and the United Statex. The 
** (led policy of the Government, to induce the Indians to remove bevond 
'!>€ limits of their respective Slatps and T* rritories, where this can he done 
■pon rea -enable terms, and with heir free con.><ent, has been sieadily kept in 
view The objects and necessit- of that policy are so clearly stated in the 
■fi'sage of the. President o* the United States to Congress, of Deceml:er 2, 
I'^S, that I take the liberty of drawing your at ention to those remarks : 

'Mo the practice of European States,*' says President Adams, ** before 
i^i* r> volution, they, (ihe Indians,) had been consid<-red as children, to be 
Wvfrned; as tenants at discretion, to be dis|» ssessed as occasion might re- 
iki's ; as huntert., ro be indemnified, b\ triflng concessions, for removal from 
™* ground-, upon which their game wan extirpated. In changi- g t-»e «4v^- 
Jj'- t '«' would seem as if a full roiitemnUfinn of the cons (jnen es of the 
*'.»"ge (ihd notb«eii taken We have be<»n far more s«icfessfal in the ac- 
'♦ ' 'fn of iheir la-ids »'i m 'n im -a tini» to 'hem the principles, or inspiung 
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them with the spirit, of civilizatioo. But, iii ap^>roprialiug lo ourselves Uieii 
buuung i^rouitds, we have brought upou ourselves the obligation of providiug 
ihem witn subsistence , and, wiien we have had the rare good fortune oi 
teaching them the arts of civilization, and the doctrines of rbrisiianiiy. we 
have unexpectedly found tbeui (orming, iu the midst of ourselves, commune 
^ies claimiug to be independent uf our«, and livals of sovereignly within the 
territories oi the members of the Union. This state of things requires that a 
remedy should be provided — a remedy which, while it shall dojusuceu 
these unfortunate children of d iture, n«ay secure to the members of our con 
federation their rights of sovereignty and of soil As the outline of a project 
to that effect, the views presented in the leport of the becretary of War are 
recommended to the consideration of Congress " 

*' While some of our citisens," says General Porter, in the very able re 
port here referred to, ** who are the advocates of primitive and imprescrip 
lible rights, in their broadest extent, contend that these tribes are indepen- 
dent nations, aud have the sole and eiclubive right to the property am 
government of the territories the>] occupy^ others consider them as mere 
tenants at will, like the buffalo of their prairies, to be hunted from tiieii 
eountry whenever it may suit uur interest or convenience to take posses* 
tion of it These views of their rights and disabilities are equalh exirava- 
ant and unjust ; but tnemi^ior.une is, that llie intermediate iine has never 
leen drawn by Government. Moihing can be more clear to one who h'lS 
marked the progress of population and improvement, and is conversant wito 
tlie principles o? human action, than that these Indians will not be permitted 
to hold the reservations, on wliich they live, within the States, by their 
present tenure, for any considerable periou. If, indeed they were not dis* 
turbed in their possessions by us, it would be impossible for them long to 
subsist, as they have heretofore done, by the chase, as their game is already 
so much diminished as to render it frequen ly necessary to furnish them Miiili 
provisions in or<ier to saveihem Irom starvation. In their piesent destiiuic 
and deplorable condition, and wh>ch is constantly gt owing more helpless, it 
would seem lo be not only the right, but the duty of ihe Government, to take 
them under its pate ma care, and lo exercise over their persons and property 
the salutary rignis »• d duties of guardianship." 

''The most prom ipnt feature in the present policy of the Government, 
as connected with these people, is to be found in the efforts that are making 
to remove them beyond the limits of the Slates and organised Territories. 

** A very extensive tract of country, lying lo the west and north of tlie 
Arkansas Territory, has lately been set apart for the colonization of the 
Indians " 

** Let such of the emigrating Indians ns choose it, continue, as heretofore 
to devote themselves to the chase in a country where their toils will lie 
amply rewarded Let those who are willing to cultivate the arts of civilisa* 
tion, be formed into a colony, co'isistiug of distinct tribes or communiiiesi 
bot pla' ed contiguous to each other, and connected by general laws, wbicb 
shall rcHch the whole. Let the lands be apportioned among families and in* 
dividuals iu severalty, to be held by the same tenure by which we hold ours 

ith ))erhap8 some iein|>orury and wholesome restraints on the power of ali- 
enaiion. Assist tliem in forrainga code of laws adapted to a state of civiliza- 
tion " 

*' lo regard to such Indians, as shall still remain within the States and Ter- 
ritories, and refuse Iu emigrate, let an arrangement be made with the pro- 
per authorities of the .siaie.^ iu which tiie) are situated, for partitioniogou' 
to them, in severally, us much of their respective resf rvations as shall htt 
amp y sufficient for agricu tural purposes. Set apnrt a tract proportioned is 
^ize to the oiiniber of Indians to remain, in common, as a refuge and proti* 
sion for tjch as may, by improvidence, waste their privaie property, aud sub- 
jecltbpra ^«11 to the municipal laws of the State in whirh they reside. M 
f\hi» rem indei of the re^erva lou be paid for by thos*- who hoM the paM»| 
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mouul right, at such prices as shall be deemed, in refereuce to tht: uses 
which iiiuiaiis are accustomed to make of it, reasouable, aud the proceedi^ 
be apphed for the benefit ol those of the tribe, wlio emigrate after their esta* 
blisiiomni in the colony, or be divided between those tvho emigrate aud tiiose 
who remain, as justice uta> require." 

To the views, herein preseuted, of the condition of the Indians of the pros> 
pects which await them, and of the only tifhcienl remedy in (heir power (o 
^eKi or in that of the (iovfriiraent to apply, I take the liberty of adding my 
uwii testimonial, founded on an intimate intercourse with them ot eighteen 
yeats, both |>ersonal and ot6cial, under every variety of circuuistaoces, ini 
peace and war, and iu very remote regions, as well as within our own set- 
llfcDients. The |)rinciples laid down in these extracts are substantially the 
saue as those which now regulate the Government in all their transactions 
with the Indians, where the question of their permanent establishment or re- 
moval IS hrousht under discussion. So far as resptctsthe emigrating Indiaas 
tlii:i will clearly appear by refereuce to the instructions of the conimissiouers, 
iiow engaged in the adjustment of all tiie unsettled mailers connected with 
the great plan of CO loniza.ion With regard, however, to those Indians, who 
refu<»e to remove, it has not heen deemed expedient for the Goveriimeut, by 
itkownact, either to partition out to them the land necessary for their sup- 
port, or to decide upou the consideration to l>e all^ved for the residue, and 
to direct its appropriation. This, so far as regards the General Government 
has been, and continues to he, the subject of conventional arrangement, in 
which the parties, by mutual discussion and compromise ot opinion, arrive 
at a saiisfactory result In these arrangements, where the patties desire it, 
adequate tracts of 1 ud iu fee, with ** temporary and wholesome restraints," 
apoa the right to sell, are secured to all who desire to remain. That this 
tjfsteni of ''gUH dianship" is, however, founded upon a just and intib ate 
knowledge of Innian character, no one acquainted with that character will 
quesliou. 1 need not now inquire, whether a practical resort to the princi- 
oiek rekttWing from it will ever become necessary. If it should, no doubt 
every arrangement, which justice aud humanity call for will be liberally 
OS: re. 

Id your message to the Senate, of February 22, 1830, you explained your 
views of the question of jurisdiction over the Indian tribes livnig within die 
ffspective States and Territories, and stated that, in your opinion, and in 
ihe words of the above report, they were " subject to tlie municipal laws of 
the State in which they reside," in all cases where such laws were extended 
over them. 

The progress of events since 1823 has confirmfd, if confirmation were 

Wanting, the correctness of these priuciples, and their adaptation to the ac- 

oal and prospective condition of the Indians. The circle of civilization and 

iiaprovement has extended, and various tribes have retired, or are retiring, 

before it. The experience of the four years, which have imervened, does 

not furnish one consolatory hope, that the insulated bauds, who have re.served 

uid occupy tracts surrounded ijy our settlements, can permanently retain 

hese positiions, and prosper. 1 here are moral, political, and physical causes 

ill in operation, which cannot be controlled, and which fo; bid such an ex- 

*^tation. And, in fact the whole history of our intercourse with our prim- 

live people teaches no one lesson more important than this ; and it will be 

fortunate for their prosperity, and for our responsibility, if, in its practiial 

application, both parties should become satisfied, that the system provided by 

the act of May 28, 1830, offers the only rational prospect of a durabl<^ and 

jl^ppy prospect for the Indians. A few individuals, almost always half 

l*e*^ds aiid their connexions, engrossing the in<eHigenc<^ and means of each 

'>f*hese small communities, and too often without regard te the rights or fate 

bI others, nay become assimilated to our institutions, and eventually planted 

Mong us with safety. But this should never be permitted at the shV: ifit e of 

''lore import .nl interests, and to the otter disregard of the fate wh<rh uwiiiis 
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(he aDfortunate mass of these tribes, persuaded, or almost cunipeiled to re 
main where they must rapidly decline, and length disappear: And the causes 
which enact this law are not less obvious in tiieir origin, than they are cer- 
tain in their operation. Their progress is onward ; and, regret them as wel 
may and must, no human powe- can arrest their march, or avert their con- 
sequences. The effort has been made for generations, and in every mode 
thai wisdom or philanthropy could suggest; and yet, in not one ^oli^<ry in- 
stance, has it produced any permanent and general beneficial effect. Aod 
we may survey o <r whole ruliivaied territory in the vain expectation of dis- 
coveiiiig one aboriginal community, however small, which has withstood the 
ceaseless pressure o' civilization, and which holds out the slightest piospect 
ot* moral or physical improvement, or even of eventual subsistence, for the 
great body oi the individuals composing it* If such a community exist it is 
only by those, who are unacquainted with its at tual condition, and with ibe 
intern d history ot its wants, its dii!is..'nsinn8, and its oppressions. 

The act of Congress of May 28, 1830, created a barrier, beyond which 
the dispersed remnants of our various Indian tribes may be collected and 
preserved. The provisions of that act are plain, salutary, and compreheu- 
sive. It IS a solemn national declaration, contaiuiug pledges^ which neiiber 
the Government nor the country will suffer to be violated. It secures to 
the Indians, forever, the undisputed possession and control of the region 
allotted to them, and makes such arrangements as are essential to the sub- 
sistence, safeiy« and coniiui table estabsishment, of the colonists. ?io simi- 
lar attempt has ever been heretofore made, and therefore no unfavourable 
deductions can be drawn from the failure of preceding efforts, having in 
view the same general object, but endeavoring to attain ii by far diff* reot 
means ' No organized government exists, or can exist, to assert jurisdictioD 
over these tribes, and treaties of cession are incompatible with the wboie 
basis of the plan of settlement 

All the tesiiinouy before this department concurs in representing the 
country assigned for a land of refuge, ns abundantly extensive and fertile 
foi the supuort of the Indians, and as presenting in its climate, its antma) 
and agricultural productions, and its general cinumstances, features admi- 
rably adapted to their -ituation^ and wants. Imponani benefits are antici- 
pated from the act of the last session, au'.horising the appointment of com- 
missioners to visit (he several tribes west of the Mississippi, and to airanse 
the various interesting and unsettled questions, arising out of the new rela- 
tions, which the system of emigration has created. A m jority of these 
commissioners it is supposed, is now in that region, engaged in the per 
fonnance of iheir duties; but the time, which has intervened since iheir 
arrival there, has been t.>o short to enable them to communicate to lie 
department the progi ess tnd prospects of tjieir mission. The acionipany 
ing topy of their instructions will show the general nature of their duies, 
and the great importance of an able and faihful discharge of ihem. These 
duties' euibroce the settlement of conflicting claim-; the arrangement of 
disputed boundaries; the juxtaposition of kindred bands; the commutatoo 
of permanent for temporary annn lies; the reconcialiation of hotile trih s; 
tne redempiion of tiie solemn pledge of protection offered by the act of 
May 28, 1830; the establishment of a system of goTernroem over them, aud 
of inienonimunii ation among hen ; aid, generally, the examination and 
-usgestiiin of aiy topics ralciilated to improve tht-ir rondi ion, and to ena- 
ble the Government the better to di>charge tiie great moral debt, which 
citrrumstatice.^, a id the situation of this helpless race, have imposed upo* 
i! em Every facility in the power of the Kxerutive has b» en granted to 
aid the operations of the commissioners; and it is hoped, that their repo't 
will be oil and satisfactorv, and that the measures founded upon it iviil 
in roduce a new era imo the his or\ of our lndia'< inie course. 

In my eport of No\ ember 21, 1831. 1 stated i) "had been suggest- d bat 
«'c«'».s «ler .!)•• portion of the Cherokees were d'sirous of availing tbem- 
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selves cf the provisions of the treaty of Blay 6^ 1828, for their removal." — 
Aud that, "with a view to asct-rtain this fact, and to afford them the aid 
ufi'ered by that treaty, if they were inclined to accept it, a system of opera- 
tions had been adopted, and persons appointed to carry it into efftct." But 
thai '^sufficient time tO foria a judgment of the result .of this measure had 
Aot then elapsed." 

Uader this system, about seven hundred Cherokees have claimed the be- 
He6i ot the treaty of 1828, and have been removed, in conformity with its 
Mipuiation?, to the country west of the Mis^sissippi. But the operations^ 
bave, for the present, been suspended. And, until recently, there was rea- 
^n to hope their resumption would have been rendered unnecessary by 
an arrangement for the cession of the whole Cherokee title east of the 
Mississippi, and for the emigration of |that tribe to thejcounry, offered for 
their permanent residence. ■ V^ ith this view, the liberal pro(>osit ions authori- 
zed by you were made to them, a copy of which is annexed to this report. 
It will be seen,- by reference to it, that the offers were conceived in aspirii 
of kindness and liberality, which justified the expectation of their prompt ac- 
ceptance. They contained ample security for the permanent establishmen 
of the Cherokees, and for the perpetual occupat on of the country allotted U 
them. They provided the means for their moral, social, and political im* 
provement; and they offered all the' pecuniary aid necessary to their present 
aiid future subsistence and'suppdrt. Their acceptance would have termina- 
ted the difficulties, in which the Cherokees are involved, would have united 
(he disperseil portions of the tribe, and would have laid the foundation of 
their permanent imp'ovement and prosperity. But it will be seen by the 
aoswei which is herewith submitted to you, that this effort hnsbeen uliavail 
|ng, ai)d that, unless thereis a change in their councils, no favorable change 
in their condiuon can be expected. 

The Choctaw treaty of 1830, allowed the tribe three years to emigrate. 
In 1831 about 6,000 of them removed to their new possessions between the 
Cnnadian and Red rivers They are highly gratified with the climate and 
coaotry, and satisfied with the exchange they have made. From the returns 
which have been received, it is estimated that about 7,000 more will cross the 
Mississippi this season, and the residue of the tribe, amounting to about 
6,000, will follow during the next. 

(feoeral Coffee has succeeded in concluding a treaty with the Chickasaws, 
Which will lead to their entire removal, and to their location in the west. 
The basis of this treaty is different from any heretofore assumed in our ne 
goiiutions with the Indians. The whole value of the country reded is assign 
eu to the Chickasaws, and the United States become in fact trustees to make 
thi necessary an angemf^nts for their benefit. 

It isMipulatcd, that the ceded territory shall be surveyed and sold, and the 
w'uole proceeds, deducting only the actual expenses, applied to the various 
o'ljectsemimeiated, connected with the temporary subsistence, removal, and 
perinaDenteMab'ishment, of these Indians A residuary fund is to be- vested 
10 Kon>e prodcctive stock, and the income robe annually appropriated for the 
puhlic and private objects stipulated in tb.e treaty. A country for the resi 
deoce of the tribe is to be procured by themselves, and it is probable they 
Will be able tomnke a satisiactoiy arrangement for that purpose with the 
Choctaws, a kindred people* who are in possession of a much larger district, 
than is required by their numbers'. 

Mo pecuniary benffi will result to the United States from this treaty, but, 
should it be ratified, it will constitute an important era in our Indian rehi 
I'ons. It will probaiily lead to ihe e<4tabli8h<nent of the principle, that, in 
^'tuie censions of land, the (\i\\ value shall be secured, to the grantort:, wi h 
* fih deductions only as may be necessary to carry into effect the objects of 
t'fi treaties The advantaees, to be derived by the United States from thes** 
^"xngements, will be limited it, the removal of the Indians from thci> |<>e 
•«»'i iiouitHble refiidei.ces, and to their PStHblisI'ment in a reg'on, wher** we 
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may hope to see them prosperous, contented, and improving. And itcanuot 
be iloubted, but that a course so consisteBt with the dictates of justice, and m 
honorable to the national character, would be approved by public seniiroent 
Should we hereafter discard all expectation of pecuniary advaniaee in ow 
purchases from the Indians, and confine ourselves to Ums great objects ot 
hheir lemoval and re-establishmeni, and uke care, ihai the proceeds ol the 
oessior.ftare appropriated and applied to their benefit, and in the most sau- 
lary manner, we should go far towards dischaririaa the great moral dew. 
winch U:is cocnv^ down to us, as an inheritance, from the earlier periods ot 
bur his orv, and which has been unfortunately increased, during successive 
generations, by circumstances beyond our control. The jjolicy would not Dc 
less wise than just. The time has passrd away, if it ever existed, wlieoB 
Tevenue derived from such a source was necessary to the Goveromtui. 
The remnant of our aboriginal race mav well look for the full value, sbj 
thHt usefully applied, of the remnant of those immense possessions, whicft 
have passed from them to us, and left few sulistantial evidences of permaueDi 
advantage. One gr eat objection to a removal, which has been urged by tne 
nioie discreet Indians, and by many of our own citizens, who are hopcsllj 
seeking theil- improvement, is the prospect, jnd^<ng by the past, that their lo- 
cation west of the Mississippi would be temporary, as they would be won 
pressed for new cessions, and would yield, a« thry have heretofore yielded, 
to successive applications for this purpose A (though the nature and obierti 
of their removal, and the spirit of the act of Comrress, which introduced the 
system, are opposed to such attempts, still the apprehension is entertained, 
and has proved injurious. Probably no course would better satisfy tben 
upon t* is suMeci, than the introductpn of a principle, which wou'd secure 
to them the (ull vatne of the property, under all circumslances ; thus lessfo- 
ing the probability, in iheir view, of any wish on oor part to acquire i^sj^a 
insuring on theirs, if not the power and disposition to retain it, at least w 
means of converting it to the gr atef^t advantage. 

The treaty ne.go«iated wiih the Creeks in March last, is in process ot exe- 
cution. As soon as the census is completed, and the necessary surveys man^ 
'arh ijerson, entitled to land, will receive his tract; and he wdl then Deal- 
iloived to Hell or retain it. If he choose to sell, the treaty provide^ °"?*r ' 
dence, and see a res him his just privileges with his countrjmen whon*'? 
crossed the Missi-mppi. Bt.t if ho prefer remaining and retaining h»* lana, 
he becomes a citizen of Alabama, amenable to its laws, and entitled lo their 
pro'eciioii. All danger of future collisino is therefore ai an end. ^ 

\ tre ity has been formed with the Seroinoles of Florida, upon jurt ano 
satisfiictorv ler •:», by wliirh thev fede their possesnions in that Terntory, ano 
agree tii migrate to the region vrest of the Mississippi. The treaty. "O*^*^' 
is not oblijfaory on heir part until a d' pntation, sent by them shjll ha« 
exfimined the country, propos'-rl for their residence ; and until the <"be, upon 
theit report, shall have signified li.eir desire to embrace the terms ot u»e 
treaty. In conformity with this stipulation, an exploring depaiatioii has pro- 
c. eded to the Arkansas coiii»tiv, for 'be purpose of examining it, and rcpori- 
ing I's adaptation to the objects of Indian 'ife. When they return the deter- 
mination of the tribe wih b* made known to the Governrar nt; »"«»•;? 
hoped, in time lo enable the department to submit the treaty to yon that 
mav be laid before the Senate at the ensuing session. 

With the Appniachicola bands, an arrauf>eraent has been made, under in 
cl of Congress of Mav 23, 1830, for the relinquishment of the largest poriio» 
af their claims in Florida, and (or their removal This arrangement isuo- 
conditional, .xnt] will be immediaielv executed. And it is confidently annc 
pated, ihat the smd party, which has not yet assented to »l^« »*'[;;7f*''j|" 
wi'l sooii accept similar terms for the very limit d reservations held by tn^is 
If will thus be seen tba- with the Creeks, the Choctaws, the Chicksaw, 
and the principal A ppa Inch irola bands, certainly, and witb the »p'"'"*''"»

of any difficallies reMiUing from the assertion of jurisdiction by the Stiue or 
Terrirorial Governm^'Dtfiyon the one hand, and the unfounded claim* of px- 
emption from their authority by the Indians, on the other. These tribes f m- 
brace all the aboriginal population now remainiiiK in the cponlry east of the 
Mississippi, and south of the Ohio, with the exception of « few individuals, 
too unimportant foi recapitulation; and with the exception, also? of the 
Cherokees. Of these latter Indians, it is computed that about thirty-five 
hnodred reside west of the Mississippi, and about eleven thousand within ihe 
chartered limits of Georgia, and in ihe States of Alabama, Tennessee, and 
North Carolina. All the embarrassments, arising out (»f the anomalous situ- 
ation of the Indians, which have engaged the public atten|ion, and Of casioned 
moch anxiety to the Government, are confined, in l=.eir operation, to thai 
portion of this small band living within the State of Georgia. Could they be 
induced to pursue the only course which promised them stabili'y and pros* 
periiy, and to remove to, and re-estafclish in, the west their political and so- 
cial systems, with such modifications as experience and the change of events 
have rendered necessary, the country might soon look foruard to an entire 
removal of ihe whole Indian race east'of the Mississippi and to a termination 
of all those perplexing difficulties, wliich inevitably result from the existing 
relations ejstabli'^hed with them. 

Treaties of cession and lemnval have also been formed with the Sh;iwnees, 
DHawares. Peorias, and Kaskaskias, by which their territorial claims in 
Missouri and Illino is have been extinguished; and with the Polawatomie* 
for the cession of extensive districts in Illinois and Indiana. 

The recent hostilities, commenced by the Sac and Fox Indians, n»ay bf 
traced to causes, which hav€ been for some time in operation, and which lefi 
little doubt upon the minds of those acquainted with the savage character 
that ihey were determined locommitsorae aggressions upon the fiontier 

The confederated tribes of the Sacs and Foxes have been long distinguish- 
ed for their daring spirit of adventure, and for their restless and reckles> dis- 
position. At the commencement of the eighteenth centui^, one of these 
tribes made a desperate attempt to seize the post of Detroit ; and, during » 
period of forty years, subsequent to that effort, they caused great trouble anc 
embarrassment to the French rolonial government, which was Oi ly fermin:i- 
ted by a most formidable military expedition, sent by that enterprising people 
into the then remote regions west of the Green hay. 

During the last war with Grent Britain, this confederacy entered zealouslj 
into the contest, and was among the most active and determined of our ene- 
mies. After the peace, their communication with the Canadian authoriti i 
was preserved ; and, every vear, large parties of the most influential chieff 
and warriors visited Upper Canada, and reuirned laden with presents. That 
"his continued intercourse kept iilive feelings of attachment to a foreigr 
power, and weakened the proper and necessary influence of the Unitef 
Sutes, is known to every one, who has marked the progress of events and th< 
conduct of the fndians upon the Northwestern frontier. The tribes upon th< 
I^OfHsr Mississippi, particularly the Sacs and Foxes, and Winnebagoes, con 
Went in their position, and in their natural couraj^e, and totally ignorant o 
'he vast disproportion between their power and that oftheTni^ed States 
''ave always been discontented, nnd keeping the frontier in alarm, and con 
lintially committing some outrage upon the person cr property of the inl.nbi 
lants. All this is the result of impulse, and i« the necessary and almos 
'••evitable consequence of institutions, which n.ake war the gicat object o 
l«fe. It is not probable, that any Indian, seriously bent to hostilities, evei 
"ops to calculate the force of the white man, and to estimate the disastrou 
''onsequences, which we know must be the result. He is impelled on won 

11 his desperate career by passions, which are fostered and enrouraeed by th< 

^Itole frame of society ; and he is, very probably, stimulated by the predic 

ons of some fanatical leider, who promises him glory, victory, an«l scalps. 
In this state of fee!in». and with these incitements to war, the Sacs am 
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Foxes claimed the right of occupying a part of the country upon Rock nvcr, 
even afer it hnd been sold to the citizens of the United States, and settled h) 
tlieni. In lb29| and tn 1830, serious difficulties resulted from their effbrts 
to estabrish themselves in that section, and frequent collisons with the in 
habiiaiits were the consequence. Representations were made to them, Hnd 
every effort, short of actual hustili iest used by the proper officers, to induce 
them to abandon the»^e unlounded pretensions, and to confine themselves tu 
their own country on the west side of the Mississippi river. These efforts 
were successful wi*h tt e well disposed portion of the tribes, hut were wholly 
unavaiiinfE with the band known by the name of the *' British party." In 
1831, their aggressions were so set ions, and the attitude they assumed so 
formidable, that a coum lerable detachment of the'ariny, and of the mititta 
of Illinois, was called into the field; and the disaffected Indians, alarmed by 
the preparation for their chastisement, agreed to reside and hunl^'opoo 
their own lands west of the Mississippi' river,*' and that they would not 
" lecross thin tiver to the usual place of their resident e, nor to any part of 
their old hunting grounds east of the Mississip|)i, without the express per 
mission of the President of the Uuited States, or the Governor of the State o 

iiiois " 

This arrangement had varcely been concluded, before a flagrant oatrai;e 
was committed, by a party of these India s, upon a band of friendly MeoomO' 
nies, almost under the guns of Furt Crawford. Twenty-five persons verr 
waatonly murdered, and many wouadeil, while encamped in the villSKeo 
PiHJi ie du Ct'iien, and resting in iaiicied Ht^-curity upon our soil, and un<ler 
our flag. If an act like this had been suffered to pa»s unnoticed and ufl|iun 
ishetl, a war between these tribes would have been the consequence, in 
which our fmnti'M-^ wvtuld have been involved, »nd the character and ixflu 
enre of the Gu\»'i DMcnt would have been lost in the opinion of the Indiani. 

A .prehenvive, from llie course of events already s'ated, and from other Ol^ 
cunistauce-, that the disaffected band of Sacs and Foxes would again ha 
rass and dihturb the se tlenienis upon our borders, and determined, that liie 
muideiers of t1te MenO'Donies should be surrendered or taken, the depan 
ment ordered Genf^ral Atkinson, on the 7th of Mnrch lat^i, to ascend the 
Mississippi with the d sposable regular truopH at Jefferson Barracks, and 
to carry into effect the instructions isiiued by your direction. Stih fiirther \o 
streiiifthea the frontiers, orders were given for the re-occupation of Chic4ffo 

The demand for the surrender of the .Vlenoinonie murderers was entiieif 
disregarded ; and the ^* British party'* of the Sacs and Foxes recrosst'd ilte 
jMiHsissippi, and, assuming a hostile attitude,, est iblished themselves upon 
jtlock river. The subsequent events are well known, and the result haml 
jready been «ta(ed in this report. 

I To Major Ge.ieral Scott and Gravernor Reynolds, of Illinois, was assigned 
'the task of pacification *, and, by their joint exertions, treatiesof ressioo were 
formed vvith the Winnebagoes, and with the ^^ac8 and Foxes, by which ib« 
title of the former is extinzuished to all the country south of the Ouisconxifl 
and east of the Mississippi, and the title of the latter to an extensive region 
west of this river. 

These cessions are highly important to the peace and security of that 
frontier, and will be soon followed by such settlements, as will place it b«* 
yond all danger of Indian hostilities And it is to be earnea-.ty hoped, that 
the severe lesson, which the events of the late campaign have taught the In 
dinns, will insure the preservation of tranquillity, and render a resort tosim'' 
ar measures, on the part of the United States, unnecessa^ry. 

The removal of a number of the tribes, and other changes, which aretskinf 
place in our Indian relations, have enabled you to direct the diacontioqsfX^' 
of several of the agencies,-and aconsiderabie reduction- in the espendiiure*| 
of the Indian Department. The agenciesof Michilimackinac, andtheS^til 
Ste. Marie, have been consolidated, and those of the Ohio Indiajis, o( i*" 
ieastern Choctaws, and of the eastmrn Creeks, nave been limited to iheSW 
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December next, after which they will be discontinued. A corres|M>ndinf^ re- 
duction has been made in the expenditures, amounting, as the estimates will 
ibow, to the annual sum of twelve thousand seven hundrend and fifty dollars, 
in the oruiiiarjr operations of that branch of the public service. The pro- 
greisof the system of emigration will enable the department to carry into 
effect your intftruotions with relation to a further dimunition of these expen- 
ses, dnd no opportunity vrill be omitted, consistently with the public inte 
r«8i, t) accomplish this desirable object. 

The important duties imposed upon the department by the act of Congress 
of June 7, 1&5:2, entitled *< An act supplementary to the 'act for the relief 
of certain surviving officers and soldiers of the revolution,*' have been exe- 
"Ut«td as far as possible. As will be seen by a report of the officer in charge 
of the Pension Bureau, upwaids of twenty thousnnd applications have been 
presented under that act. Of these, more than six thousand have been ex- 
amined, and have been admitted, rejected, or returned for supplementary 
scion. The number of cases so far exceeded the anticipations, which had 
been formed, that the strength of the office was whohy inadequate to a 
proQjpt examination of them; and a system of procedure was therefore 
adopted, involving some additional expense,* (to meet which it is hoped an 
sppropriatioa wil be made,) but calculated greatly to fac>litate the execution | 
of the business. Additional clerks were employed, and a division of labor ^ 
was estabtished among them, by which each ca^^e could be thoroughly exam- 
iiied, and a brief analysis submitted in a prescribed form. By assigning to 
particular person «) the duty of deciding whether these condensed statements 
present such cUims as come within the established regulations, every rea- 
sonable facility, compaiible with a proper investigation, is given to the pro 
gress of the business, and yet important action upon the whole is intrusted 
only to five principal clerks in the bureau, whp, fr«»m their experience, or 
otier qualifications, ae fully competent to the discharge of this duty, and 
who^ct under the more immediate direction of the faithful ufficer who has so 
loni{ presided over the Pension Bureau. 

It IS certainly very desirable, that all these claims should be Investigated 
•id decided with the least possible de.ay. The bounty or the justice of their 
Poaniry has come laie enough to the remnant of that heroic band, who laid the 
roundations of our national pros()erity, without the occurrence of further un- 
secessary delay in the administration of the law ; and I have felt it my duly 
tocmise'the most prompt and vigorous measures, within the reach of the de- 
partment, to be taKen, in order to effect this object. 

Still, a just regurd to the public interest, and the exercise of proper pre- 
wutioss to guard against fraudulent claims, necessarily int'-rpcse delays in 
the management of this business, which, without a knowledge of the cir- 
cuffiMtasces, may have appeared unreasonable. But they are not so. They 
coald not, and cannot be, avoided. The regulations, adopted to give effect 
'0 the act, and reported at the last session to the Pension Committees of both 
Houses, proceeded, in some measures, wpon new principles, in the system of 
evidence required to be submitted. It was manifest, that if the plan adopted 
•ith great propriety, fourteen years ago, when the first pension act was 
pwsH, were adherred to in all cases arising under the recent law, but few 
•ould he foan I, who could claim its benefits. Since that period, death has 
reduced the number of the revolutionary patriots, and advanced age and in- 
ormity have enfeebled the powers of the survivors. Direct positive evi- 
wnce. therefore, of identity and service cannot be procured in many cases, 
^ without difficulty, in scarcely any. In this state of things, and where no 
^anentary evidence exists, (and this has been pceserved in but few of the 
J^tps,) the applicant is allowed to state in detail the nature, extent, and 
wration, of his service* and all the important facts connected with it, which 
Y can recollect. The regulations prescribe the general mode iii which this 
'ecUration must be made, and the questions to be put to the applicant. Thej 
proeseding mast take place before some court of record, except in cases •^ 
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peciilinr infirmity ; and the favorable opinion ol the court is iiidisptuiuibli' u 
t> e Miccet»h ol the application. The declaration utust al&o be corroboraltu 
by the testimony of respectable iDdividuals, acquainted with the apphcaiu 
Mild t>e. ring evidence to the traditionury belief ot his revolutionary servicva, 
111 the nei«>hborhood where he has resided. 

It IS obvious, that the mere preparation and transmission of these papers 
ougtit not tu entitle the party to the relief he seeks. H it did, great fraudi 
would be practised. The general form of the proceeding> is an inii'Oitant 
auxiliary in the administration of these duties, but it is not all ; nor is it in- 
deed the {.rincipal element in the process of mve&tigaiion. The narrative of 
ihe applicant, referring lo the names of the officers ; to the numbers andsta 
tions of regiments and corps; and to marches, battles, and other historical 
e\ents, is CHrefnIly examined, ami compared with the records in the depart* 
ment, and with such facts, connected wth *he revolutionary annals, as have 
been collected, during a s* ries of many y< ais of constant labor and atteniioo, 
in the Pension Office. It is believed, jhat this course ot investigation and 
comparison is as free from objection, as any plan which could have beeo 
adopted ; and that a just medium has been preserved between that severity 
of admin istratioii, which would hHve rendered nugatory the provisions of the 
law, and that laxity, which would have opened ihe Treasury to false aod 
fraudulent claims. 

But the labor of investigation which this course of proceeding imposes 
upon the department, is apparent, and it is without remedy. An appropriation 
is requested in order to increase the number of clerks, as far as is prudem 
and compatible execution of the Ihw. Should this be granted, the whole 8ul>* 
ject will be (iisposed of with as little delay as possible, agreeably to the in< 
tentions of the Legislature, and to the expectations of the country.

MOVEMENTS OF THE ARMY, IN 1832. 

Extract from the Report frotn the Major General of the Army^ Nov. 1832, 
In the month of March last,linte I licence was received that theMenomonies, 
exasperated by a wanton and unprovoked attack and murder committed by 
the Sacs and Foxes on an unarmed party of their tribe, near the Prairie dii 
Chien, in the month of August previous, meditated a descent on those tribes 
with the intention of taking revenge for that outrage. Apprehending tiial 
this movement would lead to a general war among the Indians on the norlb- 
western frontiers, General Atkinson was directed to'proceed to Rock Island, 
wiih the effectual force at Jefferson Barracks, and demand of the Sacs and 
Foxes the surrender of the persons concerned in the murder of the IVlenomo- 
nies; at the same time to station troops, to be drawn from the posts on the 
Upper Mississippi^ and from Fort Winnebago, at points on the MIsslssipp' 
from which they might intercept the Menonionie<: in their contemplated de- 
scent, turn them back, and inform them that ihe Government had dertermin- 
ed to see that justice should be done. While these measures were in pre* 
gress, a Wge party of Sacs and Poxes under Black Hawk, among whom 
were those concerned in the attack and nuirderof the Menomonies, crossed 
the Mississippi at the Yellow Banks, and, i nitin«r wih the Prophet's fmndof 
VVinnebagoRs, in all about 800 or 1000 strong, tcok a position on Rock river, 
and assumed an attitude of defiance. Under these circumstances, it was not 
in the powerof the friendly Sac ami Fox loiiians to surrender the murderers 
as demanded, although they had expressed a xvilHngness so 'o do. Thoi 
•iitua'ed, General Atkinson did not conceive that the force under bis com 
mand wassnffieient to justify him in attacking the hostile party, lest an tin 
successful attempt should add to their numbers the wavering and disaffected} 
and especially as they had not, as yet committed any act of hostility, although 
they evinced a desire to make war upon the whites. 
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The people seitled oo the frooiiersof Illinois, alarmed at the appetrauce 
ofso lai^e a band of Indians in ibeir immediate vicinity, with indications of 
DO friendly feelmgs, fled from their farms jfilo the interior of the Slate. 
The GoTernoi of the l:»tate ordered out, in haste, and for no delinite period, 
a brigade of militia, to assemble on Rock river. These troops after a march 
across the country, to Ottawa, in quest of the Indians, became anxious for 
their discharge ; which the Governor granted, retaining of those who were 
discharged, and volunteered for a further term of twenty days, enough lo 
form six companies. In the mean time, however, instructions were sent to 
General Atkinson, authorizing him to call on the Governor of Illinois for 
such a militia force as would, with the regular troops under his command, 
jeiiable him to act efiidieutly. Accordingly, tliree thousand mounted voiuu- 
peers were ocdered into the field by the Governor, on the requisition of Gene- 
ral AUtinson and assembled at Fort Dt^posit, near Oitawa, about the 18th of 
Juoe, where they were oigauized Towards the latter part of thai munih, 
tbecampaign was opened wiih these troops, and about four hundred regutais, 
then at Dixon's ferry on the Rock river. Black Hawk, finding himself uuh 
ble to cope with so large a force, retired intothe swamps ana fastnesses, st nd 
«ng out, at the same time, patties of active warriors to pick up struggles, nnd 
to aiiack defenceless spitlemenis. In this manner, he aniio}ed the peo|ite 
residing in that pan of Michigan called the Mining Di.-tiict, and murdereo a 
Dumber of our citizens, men, women, and childrt n The people in ditiereut 
directioni in the ex)>osed country, fortified themselves, and, by orcasiod-l 
sallies, inflicted puxishmeiK on (hese ruthless savages. Wi li a view to covei 
the exposed seiilements in th^ cuuuties of Joe-Oavises, in iltinois,aod luv\ay 
in Michigan, and to intercept the Indians, shouhl they atiempi lo cross ii. 
that direction, General Atkinson detached one brigade into that tounirv ; 
and, with the remaining fone under his command, consisting of lour liuu- 
ared ,n(l fidy regrtliirs, and about two thousand mounted volniiteer»' moveu lu 
tiiedirection of the Four akes, in })ursuit ol the main body of li-e 1. diaus, 
wiiicb was then understood to be encamped in a strong position in the bwantp.^ 
about tea miles above Lake Gco«h-we-hawn. General Atkinson halted h4« 
army 00 White Vater cr ek for ihe purpose .>fascei taming tlie exact po>.- 
Hon of the Indians. After being frustrated in his attempts to discover iheui, 
he Wasobliiied lo disperse his mounted volunteetK on account of the. ;*w siaie 
Jj the supplies intended for their subsistem^e. One portion undei Geiui.J 
aenry,^ was ^ent to Hmiilton'^ a distance of for.y five mdeh ; an' auothe , 
under General Dod^e, to Fort Winnebago, a distance of thirty-five m ties- 
two points where provisions wer expected to be in de|.osite. Having re- 
ceived the supply oi provisions. Generals Heurv and Dodg reiurned i.) ti t 
•WHinp, on the w«st -^ide of Rock river, with a view of.obtaining some mloi- 
jjation concerning the enemy. At the same time, General Atkinson, wi>h 
ine regular iroops, and General A exaiider's brigade ot mounted volunteer^, 
moved up on the east side of the swamp, widi the same intention. Bl.) k 
n«wk, finding himsilf likely to be piessed on ail sides, and being no lon^t^;r 
abl*- lo supply hi.nself wiih the means of subsistence, broke up his camp, a. d 
marched lowhrds the iVli^sissippi. The volunteers uiid«-r Generals Dodge and 
;ne(ry, di-covering ihe enr-my's trail, pursued it and came up with him w 
Ip dl° ^'^» on the lt.lt bank of the Ouisconsin, about tweui> miles below 
i*wt Wirmeba-o, where an enj>a«eraent endued, which lasted until 7 o'cio' k 
»n he afurnooM, during which the Indians found means to couve>, acros. 
"leUiiiBconsiu, their non-combatants and baggage. The volunteers liaviin 
«»'irchea forty mile- on the day of the action, exposed to the rain for mo < 
nni SIX hoi.rs, and iheirarms being wet and out of order, were not in aeon 
a«'ion to continue the pursuit that night. The r.ext morning they found the 
^•"I'Hns h^id crossed the nver in bark canoes, whicu they had, on the en.e..

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I The momeot General Atkinson was informed that the volunteers were oi 
',the trait of the eneney, he marched in pursuit, and arrived at the Blue 
Mounds, near the Ouisconsin, where he was joined, on the eveninKof tbe 
' 2Sd of July, by the volunteers under Generals Dodge and Henry, who had 
' retired to that plaee for a supply of provisions* The Army being re resbed 
* and provisioned, a select body, consisting of four hundred^ regulars under 
fColooel Taylor of the 6r6t regiment of lotantry and detachments of GeneraU 
[Henry, Dodge, Posey and Alexander's mounted volunteers, amounting in all 
lo thirteen hundred men; crossed the Ouisconsin on the 27th and 28th of July, 
tinder General Aikinson, took up the trail of the enemy, and pursu< d it by 
forced marches, through a broken and difficult country, until the morning o( 
the 2d of Auj[rust, when they came up with the main body, on the left bask 
of the Mississippi, opposite the mouth of the loway ; which they attacked 
defeated, and dispersed, with a loss on the part of the Indians, of upward» 
.!of one hundred and fifty men killed. Many were slain in attempting to 
rcross the river ; ethers escaped in that direction, while the remainder among 
{whom was Biack Hawk, fled into the interior of the Winnebago country. 
lOur loss ia this eogagement was comparatively small, being only five rego 
liars killed and four wousded: of the Toluoteers. two oflicers and thirteeo 
jprifates wounded. 

On information being received by General Atkinson that the Indians bad 
quitted the swamps in the neighborhood of the Four Lakes, and marched 
towards the Mississippi, he despatched instructions to the comiaaodiiiff offi- 
(erof Prairie du Chien, to take measures to intercept them, should they 
attempt to desirend the Ouisconsin, or crQss the Mihsissippi. la coosequrnc* 
of ihese iDStrnctioos, a guard and an armed flat was stationed on the Ouis* 
cousin, about twenty-five miles from its junction with the MiKsissippi ', by 
which means a number of thotse who escaped from the engagemeut on be 
Ouisconsin were killed or captured. A steamboat in the employ of tbn 
Quarterroastur's Department armed with a field piece, and mauned will) 
aitout twenty men, was dettpatched up the Mississippi, to watch the motions 
of thelnc^ians, and, on the Isi of August, discovered a large bodv of tkem 
on tbf left bank, makin& preparations to cross that river. The Indians at 
lirst attempted lo deceive our pariy by declaring themselves >o be Winne 
bagoes. Hud displaying white, nags, at the same time >uv*ting them to land. 
But the officer in c >mniand being aware of i heir intentions, fired upon 'hem, 
and killed weni>-five of their number. The fire was smartly returned by ilie 
Indians, but without efl'ect. This circumstance fortunately checked >hv In- 
dians in their attempt to cross the river, and led to the action of the Zud 0/ 
August. 

ihe enemy being thus cut up and dispersed, General Atkinson eonceiyed 
it unnece -sary to puintue him further. He, therefore, fell down with hit 
force to Prairie du Chien ; from which place wasdespatced on both sides of 
,the Mississippi, parties oi friendly Indians, to follow the fugitives and bring 
them in ; and it b believed that not an individual composing rhe baud of 
Biack Hawk, has escaped being either killed or capiurea. 

From the information which had been received at the seat of Government, 
of the state of things on the froutier, and with a desire of putting a speedy 
termination to the war, without calling for any additional militia force, orders 
were given on the l6th of June, for all the force that conld i>e spared from the 
seaboard, the L^ikes, and the Lower Mississippi, to repair at once to (be 
scene of action, and Mrjo- General Scott was directed to assume thegener;)! 
conduct of the war. Under this order, nine companies of artillery, equipped 
as infantry drawn from Forts Monroe and McHenry, and from the harbor ol 
New York, with a detachment of two hundred and eight recruits from i^f 
Inst mentioned place, and nine companies of infantry from the posts on (h^ 
lakes, a • oanting, in all, to upwards of one thousand men, took up ihfir 
inarch for Chicago, near the head ol Lake Michigan, the point of renHezvoD*. 
(Besides this force, two companies of infantry from Ba;on Rouge, Louifiia.<<, 
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proceeded, bj^ the way of the Mississippi, to the head qaartere of Geneia 
Atkinson. 

From the promptness with which this movemant was begun, and the fa- 
pidilj with whicii it was conducted, reasonable hrpes were entertained uiat 
the campaign would be of but short duiation, and |he hostile Indians com- 
pletely subdued. Unl'oi tunately, however, the cholera was just at this time 
making iti wa\ into the United States from Canada, <koU infected ourtroope 
wiiile on board the steamboats, in their passage up the lakes; and such was 
■he rapidity with which this disease spread among them, that in a few days, 
ibe whole of the force sent by the lakes was lendired incapable of t iking 
(he field. Some were landed at Fort Gratiot, others were slopped at Detroit, 
while the principal part reached Chicago in a most deplorable condition, 
or the six companies of artillery which left Fort Monroe, five companies 
Arrived at Chicago, a distance of eighteen hundred miles, in the short space 
of eighteen days — a rapidity which is believed to be unprecedented in mili- 
tary movemf- nis. The loss by cholera in that detachment alone, was equal 
to orfi* out of every three men. General Scott reached Chicago with the 
first detachment on the 10th oi July, where ha learned that General Atkin- 
^n, with his army, was at Lake Goosh-we-hawn, about eighty miles distant. 
Here the General found himself in a most perplexing predicament; on y a 
pHft of bis troops had arrived, and they were dreadfully afflicted wub the 
cholera The remainder, which he dail> expected, without knowing the 
cause of their delay, did not appear. He made General Atkinson arquaint- 
H with his arrival and oiders, but dared not approach him wi>h troops in- 
Tecied with a disorder that might, by bein^ communicated to the army in ihe 
field) render the <orce of General Atkinson, like his own, unfit to prosecute 
tbp war, and thereby defeat the very object foi the accomplishment of which 
he had come. Under tins painful anxiet), General Scott directed General 
Atkinson to continue his operations without reference to him, prof ssing, at 
the same time, the greatest confidence in his ability to bring the war to a 
•ncressful issue, if the means at his disposal would enabe him to do so. 
General Scott, however, after waiting a reasonable time, and not finding it 
ossihte to bring his troops into the field, lei't Colonel Eufltisin command of 
them, with orders to march in the directton of the enemy, as soon as it woald 
be prudent to move, and proceeded himself to join General Atkinnon. At 
galena, he received intelligence of the decisive action of the 2d of August. 
He thence proceeded to Pairedu Chien, and having made all the necen^sary 
arrangements for bringing the Indians who had commenced the war, within 
b'8 power, he retired to Rock Island, lo enter into nego iations with those of 
the Sac and Fox Indians who took no part in the war, and ihe other tribes 
interested in the settlement of a peace. T'te troops under Colonel Eufttis, in 
the mean time, marched across tne country to Rock River, and were u-eful 
|>i lUHking the necessary arrangements to give effect to the meeting of the 
Mians. Impre«<sed with the folly of opposing the Government, and con- 
vinced of the impropriety of the conduct of those who were the aggressor!!, 
tne several tribes yielded to a i accommodation, at once beneficial o them- 
""'▼es, and satisfactory, it is to be hoped to the United Suites Black Hawk 
■od a number of chiefs, are held as ho-^tages under the treaty ; the rest of the 
pfisoners we»e returned to their respective tribes. 

The war being concluded, the vo'unteers were discharged, and the several 
<>^tachroent8 o** regular tror>p« were ordered to their rf-8|)ective qoariers, 
esrppt two companies of the fourth regiment of arti cry, which remain to 
J«rri«on Fort Gratiot, on Lake Huron

idth June, 1832, h is been raised, but not in time to partake of he campaien 
JLV^inst the Indians Three of the companies have been order d to F'.-t 
j'bson, to ra':g.- ihe souihweHtern frontier, where thelrtdiansoftheiutfii r 
B^ve been re^t ess for Kome time, and disposed to quarrel w'h those who 
Olive mierated 'hith'T One romnanv ha« ac ompanied the carwva f Strata 
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Fe, «<» 8u escort, aud two companies, aiter ranging the frontiers of Micbi 
gao and I Uino is, ha%e orders to retire into quai lers for the winter, where 
they will be in a position to act on those frontiers, if circumstaDces should 
require their being called out beiore the spring. 

On ihe requisii'on of the Governor of ^io^th Carolina, two companies ofj 
the 2d regiment of artillery were ordered from the harbor of Charleston,! 
South Carolina, into the district of the country occupied b> the Cherokfes,! 
in the northwestern corner of that State, where the Indian title is not yet 
extinguished, to drive out in ruders on those lands, who had been attracted 
thither by the prospect of obtaining sold, and other unlawful purposes 
These troops were replaced by others from Fort Monroe. 

The army, according to its numerical force, is efficient and capable of 
performing, on correct military principles, any doty required of it. The 
officers are respeciable in their habits and acquirements. While however 
I present the army in this favorable light, 1 am compelled by a t^ense of duty, 
to make it known to you, that the requisitions for officers, for the perfor 
mance of various duties not connected with regimental aflfairs, are so num 
erous, that it is seldom as many as two officers are present for duty with each 
company. It may thereto re be conceived how difficult it is to afford the 
necessary instruction to our soldiers, or to maintain thai discipline in the 
army which is requisite, in oider to render it efficieni for active operations. 
The line of the army can supply officers for the general aud regimental Maff 
and for the Military Academy and Ordnance Department, but it cannot bear 
the drafts made for assistant^ in the Engineer, Topographical, and Indian 
Departments, without impairing the efficiency of the seieral battalions of 
artillery and iofan*ry. Ii the corps of engineers and topographical engineers 
were so augmented, by the authority of law, as to enable tiiem to turuisb 
officers for their appropriate dutien, without assi^^tance from the line, it is 
believed the public would be better served, and the interest of all parties 
promoted. 

The several departments of the staff have had, in the late campaign, an 
opportunity of exercising their functions, under circumstances that were cal- 
culated to test their capabilities, and it is highly gratifying to be able to 
State that the most satisfactory evidences have been afforded of their efficiency.

Roads. Of the works under the direction of the Quartermaster's Depart 
ment, the road from Washington to Ja<'kt<on, in.the Territory of ArkansaH, 
was reported by Lieutenant Collins, who superintended its construction, as 
entirely completed on the first of August 

The repairs on the road from St Augustine to Pensacola, in Florida, are 
^n progress, and probably completed. 
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rhe Military Road in ihe State of Maine is not entirely completed ; ii !• 
however, io its present atale of great utility. 

LieutenaDt Center commenced on the 1st of October last, exploiing an<i 
sviveyingdie route for a road from Fort Howard to Fort Winutbngo, dtv'. 
thence to Fort Crawford. 

Delaware Breakwater. The appropriation for the Delaware tirealv- 
water not having been made until llie 3U of July last, the operations were 
not resumed there, until the lith of that month. The work has howeTei, 
been prosecuted with so much energy, that there were deposited about nnw- 
ty thousand perches of stone, by the 10th of ^ovenH>er, when uperatii>i>8 
for the season were closed. The whole length uf the foundntion of the 
Breikwater proper, on which deposits of stone have been made, is eigiiieen 
hundred and ninety-three feet, of which 1419 feet is raised to the heifjiu of 
3j^ feet above the plane of low water, and 474 feet to its destined lieif^ht. 
the Ice breaker has been enlarged during the season to an ex enl of .>7d 
feet in length, by 60 feet in breadth ; 151 feet has been brought up nearly to 
its destined height. 

The storms of last winter, (1831, 32.) were perhaps more severe than those 
of «ri, iters generally, and the fad of ihe work having resisted their pov e> , 
and afforded pioteuiion to all vessels that took shelter under it, g'xes assur- 
ance that the an' ici pa tions of the public, will be entirely realized wii< n 
tl:e wliole Hhall have been completed. [See vol. x. p 244 ]

1 5. r^ort WWy 
Che/Mentfur, LowmVina.— Owing to o want ofengi"*"**", tb» repairs of this wm» weij 
intrusted to the managt ment of an officer, who was already engaged in the discharge « 
important duties at another and distant post ; and this oflUcer not beine able tc]c»vt Xhf 
sen-ice ^ ith which be was occupied till lat«- in the working season, it becaoie diffictut, " 
not impossible. to procun sufficient laborers and suitable materials; so that, btit little pro- 
gress has been matle towards compieting th» se repairs. 16- Teicer at Bayou Dupre-t ^•?*'jj 
«««.— So fur completed as to requii-e no farther appropriation. The damages snstaiiiej 
durii.crthe hurricane of August, 1831, have been repaired,and the battery, in advance «

II. IVTERVAL IMPROVEMENTS.

That part of the pier built by oerrntrt, 
bt fore the work was placed under the direction of this department. basb«^n compJrtHy 
carried away, leavinironly a few stones, and the foundation timl»er8, to mark the. place 
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where it stood. 2. Huron River, OAi 0.— The harbor at the moath of this river, it, at pre- 
lent^ in food eonditioD. 3. BUtck River^Ohio.— The pubtic works at this harbor are in g^ood 
lepair, and are beliered to be secure agaiiist the recurrence of an accident which, in No- 
veinbtff last, deprired the east pier af ahom sixty feet of its length, tea depth of three feet 
below the kur&ee of the water. This damage has bt-en repaired, and the pier extended 
ibout forty yards into the lake. 4. Cleavetand Harbor, OAio.— The works at this harbor 
tare been rendered secure. S Grand River, Ohio.^ln good condition. 0. Cunningham 
Crrdb— About two thirds of a pier head at this place have been constructed and rendered 
leeare. 7. Athtabu la Creek, Ohio^-'Thc obstructions at the mouth of the creek consist 
of rock, situated about 6 l<2or 7 feet below the surface of the water; but httle progress has 
been made in removing them. 8. Conneaut Creek, Ohio.— The oier has b« en exteitded six- 
ty feet into tht lake. 0. Pretaue Isle, Fen tu^flvania.—The works are in as good a state oi 
pniervation as can be espectea under all the circumstances. The breach through the pe> 
niDBula at the head of the oav, is represtmted as having an iiijarious effect on the harbor; it is 
increasing in width, though not in depth ; and fears are entertained that the whole of the 
peninsula will be removed, and that the sand from it will be washr-d into the harbor. Dur- 
iiig die pakt season,besides paving 400 yards of the north breakwater, that structure has been 
extended 200 fret towards the main land, leaving a disunce oi 400 yards yet to be construct- 
t^ 10. Dunkirk, New TorA;.— The pier has been extended from the main land 136 yards, 
vid liUrd in with stone to the surfhce of the water, making the whole extent of this pier 
116 yards. 11. Buffalo, tfeta Tw-A;.— The works for the protection of this harbor have the 
in>^vaneeof beisig strong and durable. 12- Black Rock Harbor, New TorAr.— An ice* 
br-caknr for turning the ice and current of water from the harbor, which, heretofore^ 
have caused contiderable injuiy to the piers at that place, has bet- n constructed. 

Alt the harbors on the south snore of Lake Xrie, are in a siuation to offer protection and 
lalety to vessels navii^atiug the lake and to afford facilities in transferring the produce of 
>'ie surrounding country to market The application of the moneys appropriated by Con 
I|:kis for the improvement of these harbors, nas given to the people a spirit of enterprise 
k id industry, wnich is perceptible on the whole south shore of mr lake. 

^. Cennettee River and Sir Sodui Bay, Nno TVrAr.— The|progress made in the improve- 
luenu at these places during the past year, is of the must flattering character. 14. Oraego, 
ifem Tork." Vhb improvements at this place have beoi prosecuted during the past year 
«itb much xeai and success. The piers, to an extent of several hundred vetXj are already 
niiKd to the heijrht requiivd by the plans. Alreadv^ many of the benefits which were an- 
t.cipated from these structures, have been realizeil in the perfect pi-oteotion which tho^ 
ttfloird against the enQroachments of the heavy sea experienced at this place. By the addt- 
.011 (if nearly four thousand cords of «tone,the mole has been raised, for a distance of three 
hundred feet, to a level with tht surface of die water; and experience, thus far, seems to 
p ace thr question as to its permanency beyond aU doubt.

Army. 

An Act providing for the organisation of ihe Ordnance Departuteoi. 

Be U enacted btj the Senate and Houu of RepresentcUivea of the United Stales 
of America^ in Cangreae asaembledy That from and aiier ihe pass^tge oi ihU 
act, (he Ordnance Department shall consist of one Colonel, itne LieuteniiH 
Colonel, two Majors and ten Captains, and as many enlisted men as the mt 
vice may require, not exceeding two hundred and fifiy. 

Skc. 2. And beit further enacted ^ That, the Secretary of War he authoriz^U 
to select from the Sergeants of the line of the Army, wbu shall have f.tiid- 
fully served eight years in the service, four years of which in ihe grnHeof 
non-commissioned officer, as many ordnance Sergeants as the servur- m* 
require, not to exceed one for each miliiay post; whose duty it shalt he to re* 
eeive and preserve the ordnance, arms, ammunition, and other nilii»ry 
stores^ at the post under tbedirectiou of the comniHndingoflicei of ih same, 
and under such regulations as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of Uar, 
and who shall receive for their service five dollars per month, in addiiiuii 
to their pay in the line. 

Skc. 3. And be it further enacted. That the first section of the act |ia<^^e(l 
on the eighth of Fehniary, one thousand eight hundred and fifteen, emitted 
" An act for the heiier regulation of ihe Ordnance Department ;" ( L li> 
S. Vol 4 p 792) »nd so niucli of the second section of the act, entitled "An 
act to reduce and fix the military peace eststblishmentof the United St-ies,** 
(L. U. S Vol 6 p 553) passed the second of M^rch, one thousand ei»ht hun 
dred and twenty one, as provides for one f«ut)ernumerary Captain to each re* 
giment of Artillery to performOrdnance uuty, nnd so much of the foorih 
section of the same act as merges the Ordnance Depanrnt^nt in the artiliervt 
and reduces the number of enlisted men, be, and the same are hereby repeal 
ed ; Provided^ That nothing contained in this act shall be so construed as to 
divest the President of the United Stages of authority to select from there* 
fiments of artillery such number of Lieutenants rs may be necessary for ti>« 
performance of the duties of the Ordnance Dep irtment. 

Src. 4 And be U furtlier enacted, That all the ofiicers and enlisted mei 
authorised by this act, shall be subject to the rules and articles of war, »oA 
that the officers shall receive the pay and emoluroenis now allowed or whicli 
may hereafter be allowed, to Artillery officers. [Approved April 5, 183S'] 

An Act to authorize the PreAident to raise mounted volunteers for the de- 
fence of the frontier. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Hou&e of Representatives of the United iftda 
of America, in Congress assembled, That the Presi<lent of the United Si»tes 
6p, and he is hereby authorized to raise, either by the accefMance of voluR* 
teers, or enlistment for one year, unless sooner discliai'ced, six huodred 
mounted rangers, to be armed, equippo<l, mounted and organized in soch 
manner, and to be under such regulations and restrictions as the nature of 
the service may, in bis opinion, make necesvary. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That each of the said companies « 
rangeiy shall consist of one captain, one first, one second, and one il>i'« 
lieutenant ; five sergeants, five conxirnls, and one hundred private? J the 
whole to form a battalion, and be commanded by a major. 

Src. 3, And be it further enacted . That the said non-commissioned oA^*/* 
and privates shall arm and equip themselves, unless otherwise ordered by 
!i«» President, and provide their own horses, and AyA\ be allowed each o»« 
floljar per day as a fid I compensation for their services and the use of tbef 
nrms and horses. The commissioned officers shall receive the satne pj 
^•(d emoluments as officers of the same grade in the army of the United 
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States, and officers shat be allowed forage for their horses, and be entitled 
to th( same ratiuns as those of the same grade in the army ofthe Uoited 
Stales I es|>ec:tiveiy. 

bus. 4 And be U fiarther enacted^ That the officers, non-commissionec 
oracers, and privates, raised pursuant to this act, shall be entitled to the 
like oompensaiion, incase of disabilitv by womids or otherwise, incurred iq 
tite service, as has heretofore been allowed to officers, noa-commissionec 
offif:er!», and privates, iu the military establishment of the United States; 
and shall be subject to the roles and articles of War, and such regulations ai 
nav*; been or shall be established according to law for the government of 
toe army of the United States, as far as the same may be applicable to the 
said rangers within the intent and meaning of this act, for the protection 
and defence of the Northwestern frontier of the United States. 

Sec 5. And be U further enacted. That the President of the United States, 
bjr and with the advice and consent of the Senate, is hereby authorised to 
appoint all the officers proper to be appointed under this act ; which appoiht- 
oieaisniay be made during the recess of the Senate, but shall be submitted 
to tlie Senate at their next Session for their advice and consent; and that 
tbesnniof fifiy thousand dollars be, and the same is hereby appropriated for 
the purpose of carrying this act into effect. [Approved June 15, 1832.] 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF VISITERS. 

Uhitsd States' Militart Academt, } 
To the Secretary of War: West Pointy June 16, 1832. J 

Sir : — The undersigned, visiters to the Military Academy, have endeavor 
^d, to discharge with fidelity, the trust confided to them. For two weeks, 
(hey have been assiduously engaged in attending to the examination of the 
cadets, in the various branches of their studies. They do not consider it 
necessary to present any detailed statement of the course of studies pursued, 
or the manner of prosecuting it, inasmuch as these have been suniciently 
explained by former visiters, and particulary by those who attended in the 
t^o preceding years They take great pleasure in saying that, on the whole, 
tbeyhave found, during their stuy, much to approve, nothing to condemn, 
uenerajiy, the young gentlemen ha%e given the most satisricton^ evidence of 
unwearied assiduity in the performance of their duties, and flattering pre- 
K|ges of the advantages which their country may expect to derive from their 
hif^li qualifii^ationa. The benefits tu be derive<l from this institution, are 
gradually unfoMiiig themselves, and time and accurate information only are 
vaoted to satisfy ihe public, that, for ihe sener^^l welfare, it should be cher* 
isiied aod susiained with a liberal hand, ft is here that the science ot engi- 
aeering, with alt its auxiliary branches, is thoroughly taught ; conferring, 
already, important benefits on different sections of our country, and promis 
ini; still greater. The young men edur.iited here, from year to year. consti< 
toie the main reliance the country has for the successful prosecution of those 
Ifeat intern tl improvements, which, in this enlightened age, the States are 
planning and executing. It is ou this institution that dependence is to be 
placed for the elements of the military science, necessary for the defence 
>Ddsecnritv of the country and its institutions, in future times of war and 
danger. Nor are th(»se all its benefits. Strong attachments and lasting 
friendships among the young gentlemen are here formed, which, carried 
with them to the differeU' sections of our extensive territory, afford a happy 
KUHrantee of the stability and permanency of our Union. Ai moral influetice 
nke this, may, in some, future time of difficulty and threatened danger, re 
store harmony, stay the influence ofaiigiy pansions, and. prevent conflicts 
amoiig ourselves. The expenses incurred in cherishing aod sustaining so

valuable aniostitutioo, are, in the opinion of this board, of material import, 
compared with the advantages which have been already coitferred on the 
Bouatry, and the nore importaot and lasting ones which are in promise. 

Are these opinions correct? And, if they are, Wherefore is it that intelii 
gent men should be found to disparage the institution ? The answer is, be 
cause they have not the means, and the inforniHtion in t elation \o its detail 
ed operations, to enable them to judge correctly of the subject. Satisfied 
as to the inH partiality of theopinions herein expressed, and ts an evidence of 
our confidence in them, the propriety is respectfully suggested, of seleciing, 
ani:ually, some persons as visiters who are known to be inimical to eTer; 
^ing connected with the school. So soon as ihey sitail learn tiie oirder, ih« 
intelligence, th« moral deportment, and the useful acquirrmeatsot th«- young 
men here, that enmity, we are fnlly persuaded, wilt cea^e to exist. As h ii 
not practicable, liowevor, for the whole community lo use the test of perso* 
al inspection, we will take teave, briefly to reply to some of the objectioni 
hicb have bern orged upon the public :)gamst the establishment. In tbe 
rst pUce« party politics and seetariiin religion have no |>lace here; as, be* 
twden the professor and the student, none other than official intercoarse 
takes place between them, it is an imperative duty to attend church each 
Sabbath, where a sermon is preached. Tne door is never closed against 
respectable christain teachers of different persuasions, who may happen 
be here, and who may desire to preach. The minds of the cadets are not 
trammelled, or attempted to be trammelled, by the. principles of ^nv t«ci 
If oral and religious truths and principles, in general, are iiiCQlcaied; bat 
the inculcation ol the sjsecial tenets of particular sects, is t arefully excluded. 
Pcejudices and partialities entertained towards the cadets, are charged 
upon tbe professors, who are said to act oftentimes under ihese influences. 
We do not hesitate to affirm that the allegation is gratuitous ; that it is sot 
supported by fact. The high character of the (nro^ssors, and the absence 
of all motive to act thus, afford abundant refutation of the charge. But not 
content to rest our opinion on these circumstances alone, we have sought af- 
ter information in other quarters, and feel ourselves, by i he result, fully 
warranted in the assertion, that there is no just foundation for the chaige. 

Every institution where the young are to be di«i iplined, and trained to 
virtue, mutt necessarily be governed b^ fixed and certain rules ; and tliece 
should be strictly conformed to, or it is idle to enact them. They are bad 
legislators who would seek to waive an exact fulfilment of their laws *, or, 
without ade(|uate causes whown, to omit the entbrcemeut of their penalties. 
The academic board, under the sanction of the Secretary of War, make 
known to each cadet confided to their care, the rules and regulations of the 
school. These are plain and positive ; and the penalties attached to any in- 
fraction of ilieni, are clearly tlefined. It is satisfactory to us to be able Ui 
state thilt very seldom do onences occur, which come under the character of 
ficts ot immoral tend< ncy The correct principles of the cadets, and their 
pride of character, have operated as pow rful restraints; and have made it 
hitherto scarcely nece-sary to prescribe any written rules of government, 
except such as relate to a proper attention to the studies which are pursued; 
and to the military sysiem that is prescribed. The laws in regard toihef* 

{matters, and the penalties fur any infraction of any of these laws, are in the 
hands of every cadet. The first and principal offences are, ** mutinous con- 
duct ; absence ft on quarters after 10 o*clo< k at night ; breach of arrest; 
forcing a sentinel's post; gross dii^respect to officers; irreverence atchnrch; 
neglect of duty on post; profanity and other immoraIi>ies; refusing to do 
duty wht$n ordered ; un&eiitlemanly conduct^ and the use of spirit»«^us li- 
quors.'^ For the commission of any one of this class of offences, which, it 
e[ive4 us great pleasure to repeat, is of rare o* cur«ence, the party is «ubject- 
ed to disniittsal, or to receive, on ilie roll, ten markf) of demerit. The nextj 
grade, of offences, subjects the cadf*t to eigh' marks ; the next to five 
next to four, and so on And fur an offpnee of the sevenii* and 'a^c 
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Iwtoich consists *'of being in bed after reveille, or before tattoo; being out of 
order, or late at inspections ; bad order of rooms, or absent from the acadet 
oiy more than ten minutes without pei mission," the delinquent is subjected 
iooiiemark on the demerit roll 

Thus it is shown, that the rules impose no anreasonable restraints or 
hardens. A cadet who, in a year, snbjects himself to 2^ of these marksf 
as they are termed, and of which a reguiai register is kept, is liable to be 
ditmi-ssed from the institution A list of offences charged in each week, i« 
regularly furnished on parade, that an opportunity may be afforded forsocK 
written defence and explanation as the delinquent may be able to offer. 
Upon this a decision is made, and the accusation isdisch tiged or confirmed, 
H^ieeably to the circumstances of the case, and the proof of delinquency, 
The whole procr'ediog is equitable and just, and nothiag of prejudice or of 
anfairness influeiices the decision- It is the merit and demerit roll relative 
to the cadet's studies, his miliurv duties, and his delinquencies, which, ex- 
etusively, indicates hisstandiitg,his worth, and his claim to a continuance in 
the school. If prejudices exist, if partialities and dislikes influence the gov- 
eranaent and direction of the academy, we frankly assure you, that our vi* 
gilance has not enabled us to discover them. 

It may be said that most of these delinquencies are of light and trivial im- 
port, tending in nothing to affect moral standing, and, therefore, not merit- 
ing p inishment so severe. That, in a moral aspect, they are trivial, is true; 
but this is no argument in favor of the offending cadet. The student who 
disregards the rules prescribed for his government, gives ao eviden<'e that 
he is so constituted as to promise to be of little future utility to the country. 
He can never make a valuable and safe officer, well qualified to command 
who does not first prove that he knows how to obey. To retain those who. 
fortheirown rule of action, would set up their own opinions, and disregarcl, 
the studies and course of duties prescribed to them, would be unjust to those 
who are disposed to act differently. A wio>ig done to postponed candidates, 
and eventuallv could not fail to impair, if not destroy^ the high value of tho 
iostifution. Wherefore was ii established.' And why has it been so long 
fostered by the Government .** Certainly not that it might dispense favors and 
cbari y ; but rather to disseminate throughout the States, military science 
a»d knowledge, that, when war occurs, and our institutions are threatened, 
the country may bring to ber defence the arm which she has thus strengthen- 
ed. It ought not, and cannot be expected that those shall be retained and 
patrouixed, who, being deficient in capacity, are unable to lei^rn, or who, 
from habitual inattentimi, will not. From whichsoever cause arising, the 
ceos' (^uence and the injury ate the same to the country, and should tb( refore 
be avoided. 

, A further objection which has been advanced against the academy is, that 
ciiixensare exclu'ied from the army, because every vacancy that happens is 
|o be supplied from the graduates of this i.istitntion. If this be a valid ob- 
jection, it is the ^cx of Congress that makes it so And althougi), at first 
^iew, ihe objection miiy appear plausible, in reality it is not so. The iiidMs 
triousand regular habits, and the scientific qualifications, which are requir 
ed here in prosecuting the prescribed course of study, so pre-eminentty fit 
'be graduate for military service, over others who have not nad the same >id- 
va (a^es, that it is diffirult to believe any citizen could be aKsociated with 
them in inferior commands, without having such a feeling of inferiority as 
to muke hini dissatisfied with himself. The objection resolves itself iota 
tbis, that it is a rule by which higher qualification claims, as it des' rves, he 
aKCS'idanc^. And certainly, that course of -.ci ion cannot afford just c^use 
<>■ complaint, which gives p eference to a superior over an int'eiior da m- 
^t* In war, the best mea.*s of defence and safety ought to be sought af er; 
^*le in peace no wiser course of policy oan be pursued, than to prepare a'.d 
iViiSQre up the best materials, moral and intellectual, igainst the tiu>e when 
nportant exigent ies ma- arise to require the us* of them

We take occa«)ion to remark, that the several prefessorships of this initi 
tution should be placed apun a b^'tter fouudattoD. By the existing regula* 
tiiiOB, assisiaots are assif ned from the body of the army, to take upon ihem- 
IP Ives the important trust of instructing, in their 8todies,the vuung gentlemen 
of ihe academy. Lieutenants are settcted, as assistant professorS} and as- 
sig ed to duty hert. By the transfer, they are not themselves benefited. 
Their condition is rendered nothing better than if they were to remain with 
Chbir regiments. Their expenditures are, in some degree, increased, whilr 
their pay is not augmented By remaining in the line, an opportuniiy is 
offered of obtaining appointments in the staff, where an advance of pay v 
the consequence. Acting upon the universal rule of interest, it is reasonable 
to infer that, in peace, the prefereikces of junior officers will be for thiii 
service where substantial profit is more within their reach. A cooteqaence 
of this is, that, not uufreqMenily, assignments to the Military Academy are 
reluctantly accepted, and that relncunce produces a desire to be rid of the 
trust imposed as early as a favorable opportunity to do so can be found 
Hence itiese appointments are frequently changed, and ihe mode of conimu* 
nirating instru'tion becomes variable and unsteady. Other inconvenience^ 
are felt. The experience of the past shows that, so soon as an officer, b; 
dint of application, renders himself useful and respectable, he is taken awa) 
by a higher inducement offered by some literary institution, which thus ob* 
t'liiis his time and services. The only means by which to prevent this, is, for 
the professors and assistanu, at least as regards their compensation, to be 
placed upon a better footing. From the superintendent down, the pay and 
emoluments which are allowed by the Government, are quite an inadequate 
return for the trusts which are so ably and faithfully discharged. The bare 
means of subsistence is but a poor aiid humble remuneration for a life use* 
fulW employed in the service of the country. Unquestionably, parsimony, in 
such matter, is the very worst sort of economy. 

We would alto suggest thepropriety of having an additional building erect 
ed for the aecommodiition of the cadets To put three or four young ff*',"'!^' 
men in a small room must, in some degree, deprive them of the ability ol 
prosecuting their studies to advantage. 

A housn for divine service is also much wanted. The place at present ns^ 
for that purpose, is a room in one of the buildings, of insufficient sise, a-ic 
inconvenient construction. Adjoining this, is another apartn^rnt, used for 
lehemical lectures and experiments Tlie hasard which necessarily attend!" 
some of the experiments in the lecture room, admonishes us of the propri''*y 
of making it a detached and separate place, so constructed as to be fire proof 
This beiing done, and a professorship autliorised, this branch of useful ^i' 
•Pce will be placed upon a respectable footing. 

Th< buildings in which the cadets are quartered are not asconifort«ble af 
[hey should be. They are badly ventilated. There is but a single wiiid'>* 
to each room, which occasions humidity a-.d unpleasant scents to aMM 
hrOMgh the buildings. Windows placed opposite to the exterior ones open* 
ing into the passage, would cost hot little, and he highly serviceable, f'*^ 
plank partitions, too, which separate the rooms, should be removed, ^n° 
walls of brick or stone substituted. This would greatly protect the i'^^"' 

Kants against the noise of adjoining appartm** nts, and conduce essentially (° 
ealth and comfort. . 

The age fixed for the admission of cadets we ronsider objectionable, and 
request to draw your attention to the 
mum a^e specified by law, the mind 



i subject At fourteen years, the nun'* 
is not sufficiently maturt'd and didcipl>»' 
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ed to undertake th«* complicated and difficult stud-es which are piet^cr 
iiere. For the education gratuitously bestowed at 'his place by the Govern 
Iment, it contemplates a fai equivalent, through a 'eturn of service at soin' 
Itime, and in some form. In making selection^, then for the acsdeoi)} ^y 
Inuestion should be, in what way this end can be best secured ? If the eandP 
Iqate be too young, loss to the ' 'ovei ument follows, in money and time wa»tM 
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on : host wio fail, and, finally, because tb( greater the number of tiisauii. 
aid, (delinquents* places not being supplied except anually,) the more re. 
ciiiced will be the number who receive an education Between the ages of 
fifteen and nineteen, seems to be the more advisable periods at whicli young 
ge.itlemei) should enter the acadtmy. They will then complete their course 
m a time when the judgment will, iu a good measure, be matured, and wheu 
i> oiHjr nut be entirely unsafe to entrust there with command B'^sides, :i better 
0{j,>oriuni7 ^ill be afforded to patents to prepare their son> for admission. 
None shoul ' be appointed after they have pas-sed the age of nineteen. Alter 
tbat age, their habits are perhaps too rigidly fixed to be readily conformed 
to 'he < ouise of discipline and instruction pursu<?d here Another advantage 
to be derived from the proposed change, will be, that thestimulusof eraula- 
iioti will a'-t more equally upon all, when tliere.is a nearer equality in the 
^gesof the cadets in the same cldss. % 

h is also respectfully submitted, whether the ac»deu)ic course of instruc- 
tioo, should not be modified, so as to embrace, ntori' effectuaily, the whole 
of what is prescribed in the 34th article of the published regulations. The 
time now allotted to that department is not sufficent for thn whole course. 
Hci.ce a portion of what is presciibed in the article referred to, is omitted. 
To remedy this, there must be an increase of time allowed, or an increase 
oftbepre-requisites of admission into ihe academy. 

While a paternal care is taken of the moral deportment of the cadets, their 
•tecuniary interests are properly regarded. By an CKisiing regulation, their 
rensonable and necessary expenditures art* registered and settlrd by an agent 
appointed for lh»t purpose. From parents or friends, they are foi bidden to 
receive money, or, if receivd, they are required to make deposite of it, to 
be expended only by permission of the superintendent. Thus are they 
foarded against every thing like useless expendiure. and formed to habits of 
economy. The poor and the wealthy are rendered, in a good degree, equal 
ID their moneyed facilities ; and every thing like mortified feeling, which 
eouldariseifroni such inequality of condition, is avoided. In their appaiel, 
fl'idin ihe furniture of their rooms, all is neat, plain, and uniform in (|uali:v! 
The store which furnishes them with goods, keeps in public view, for the 
inspection of all, its articles of merchandise, with the prices attached, pre- 
viously agreed to, and authorized by the boanl, b% which meains the regular 
fate of selling is known to every cadet. Than this, nothin<j could be fairer, 
or better arranged. If, as sometimes is the case, cadets are found to be in- 
debted beyond the amount of pay that is due to them, they are forbidden to 
p rchase any article not absolutely necessary ; that, by a more rigid economy 
'be debt maybe adjusted. They are thus early learned that debts are to l)»» 
avoided, and instructed as to the best mode of dischargitig them, if imprudent- 
ly contracted. 

Such are the suggestions which, in compliance with the request contained 
'J.'yuur letter of appointment, we have thought proper to make concerning 
^nis institution. They are uflfered in perfect candor, and are the result of 
oar own oheervation of the conduct and management of the academy, and of 
tlie best r'^flection we have been able to give the subject, while engaged in 
>be discharge of the duty you did us the honor to confide to us. All of whir>H 
is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 

Navy DEPARTMENT) />ecem6€r 3, t83t. 

To the President of the United States: 

Sir: It is a source of much KraiificAtion to be able to lay before youu 
exposition of tbe transactions of this Department the past year, evitiriog 
great pro^erity. 

New evidences have been furnished of the importance of our Navy inwii* 
tainint; the American charactt-r abroad, and in extending and proteetiAg 
some of our most valnable int-fre»ls. \ 

Besides the ordinary aid given to commerce by the presence of a respect* 
able force on each of our foreign stntions, the cruising grounds of some of 
our squadrons have been enlarged; convoy, and relief in distress, havs 
been occasionally afforded ; threatened agj'ressions, have in some cases, beeo 
deterred, and, in others, the commi^ion of actual injuries has been sea^n* 
b y investigMled and stopped 

In the performance of these duties, frequently very delicate and difficult, 
our officers have, in general, displayed commendable prudence, and always 
their accustomed promptitude, xeal, and bravery. 

Connected" with the Mediterranean station, the only collision that ht« 
arisen between any part of our squadron and other powers, took plac^'al 
'Madeira between the Conselliition and the blockading vessels of Donin 
Maria. The comm'ind -r of the Contttellation, under tnstrnctions to show 
entire impaniality towards the contending claimants to the throne of PortU' 
gril, and at the same time to respect, in all places, the actual governmcnl, 
found, on his nrrival at that if^land, the force employed in its biockMije ap* 
parently insufficient for the due investment of the place, and partial in itsio- 
duigencies towards the flags of other natjons Under these impressions m 
to the fact-«, and under his general orders (or ihe efficient protection of oht 
commerce, he came to a conclusion, very fortunate for those in:pre8te<j i» 
the trade to Madeira, that while such a state of things continued, be was 
ju'tifieii in ex ending a>-sisiance to our merchantmen to enter the port of their 
destination with th* ir perisiiable cargoes. 

Tbe addnion to the Mediterranean squadron, of the frigate Conste'lation 
and United S«ates, and the return of the Ontario, are the only material 
changes in it since my last annual report. The D In ware ha«»been preparwl 
for sea with a view to that station ; but it was deemed expedient not tod<*- 
spi«lch be , unless some emergency occurred, until she could undcgo a 
thorough examination in one of our dry docks The Brandywine, Boston 
and <'oncord, being expected home the prese t winter, their places will pfO 
bRbly, in a few months, be supplied by the Delaware. 

Th' cliasiiftenienr inflicted by the frigate Potomac on the Piratical Malay* 
in Febrnarv Inst, is the sole occurrence of importance among oar vesse** 
thit (•diHf>os»> the sqaa<lron in the Pacific. Th« orders given to her com- 
mander re(;nired to ascertain, by careful ijiquiries, that the information re* 
ceiv^d here be'nre his ^irin?,con' erning the plun -er and massacre comni''' 
ted on board the ship Friendship wa*- not exaggerated. H« was further di- 
rected to fsatisfy himsf>lf that those ontniges were not provoked by an\ m?** 
conduct on the part of the Americans ; and that the off»'nder«* were, as ref>- 
resented and believed to be true, a rare of a character so tawle««ft and sava?« 
as not 'O come within the Rcope of regular dplomntic intercourse. He v»a 
also Instructed, If practicable, fi -stto demand and obtain indemnity^ ^or tb*" 
injniy committed, and tbe punishment of those most conspicuous in these 
barb^mON atrociiies. It has bee gratifying to learn, bv a'connts from tl"*t 
qii5»rf r o' ihe world, subsequent lo the visit of the Potomac to Sum«"*i 
■■ ' " ■ III I I II II .Mill I I ■ II h — — ■^*— 
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that the result of that visit has Iteen to silence all exultation and menaces of 
further violence from these sea robbers ; to draw from them acknowledg 
ments of past errors, and promises of future forbearance from like offences, 
and to insure, as yet, a scrupulous fulfilment of those promises. But lo guard 
against their perfidy, orders were(;iven that the Potomac should be followed 
by a detachment from the Brazlian squadron, part of which detachment has 
since sailed; and has instructions to i ouch not only at Sumatra, but such 
places in India, China, and on the eastern coast of Africa, as may be condu- 
eiTe to the security and prosperity of oar important commercial interests in 
those regions. 

Thi stop put to the seizure of our vessels at the Falkland islands, in Jan 
oary last, was effected by a ship of the Brazilian squadron, under general in 
ftructions from this department, to take all proper measures for the effect* 
oal security of our commerce and fisheries. Special orders on that subject 
had been previously prepared and forwarded by this department ; but they 
had not arrived at the time of the prompt and successful interference by the 
Lexington. Our commerce and fisheries have not been molested in that 
quarter since* that occurrence. The Boxer, another vessel of the same 
squadron, afier visiting Lii)erta in Africa, has, at a critical moment, extend* 
•d our naval protection to the neighborhood of Para and (Vlaranham. The 
Schooner Enterprise, in the Uiie disturbances at Montevideo, was also placed 
io a position of much delicacy, and tiucceeded in furnishing very opportune 
assistance, not only 10 our own merchants, but to the constituted authorities 
of the country. Nothing else of interest, connected with the Brazilian 
station, has occurred since my last annual report. But the unsettled condi- 
tioti of South America, and the security of our commerce in India, have led 
10 an increase of our force on that station, by the addition of the Peacock 
Boxer, and Enterprise. 

The West India squadron has been employed in an active and useful man- 
ner ; and particularly so while on the coast of Mexico During the commo- 
tions io that country the past season, this squad ion yielded very efficient pro- 
lection to our own citixens, and was, on some occasions, fortunately enaoled 
Io proffer security to the residents from other nations. The recent seizure 
of the vMontezuma, a vessel belonging to Santa Anna, was made by the Gram- 
pus without any special instructions from this departme'nt : but on the tacts 
reported to her commander, the seizure was deemed by him both necessary 
and proper in the execution of his general orders to shield our flag, our citi- 
zpas, aud their property, from unlawful aggressions A part of this squad- 
ron has recently been dotached to visit the Western Islands, the Cape de 
Verds, and, if necessary, the coast of Africa, in pursuit of a piratical vessel 
which, in September last, robbed the American merchant brij; Mexican of a 
lai^ amount of pro)>erty near the Azores. This measure, aided by instruct 
lions to the commanders of vessels on their return from the Mediterranean, 
aiid to those now in the West ladies, as well as 10 our consuls at Madeira/ 
Lisbon, and Gibraltar, to use all practicable vigilance in the detection and 
ponishmentof <he authors of this wanton outrage, wi!l, it is hoped, termi 
nate successfully ; and, in any event, will tend to prevent any other attempts 
of a tike character, from the^ increased impracticability of escape with im 
ponity. The only changes in the vessels of this squadron have been the 
withdrawal of the Fairfield, Vincennes, and Erie, for repairs, and the sub 
stitution of the St. Louis an4 Vanaalia. 

For reasons suggested in ths last annual report, it has been my endeavor 
to keep one of our vessels in commission remaining constantly on some 
portion of our own coast. The schooner Experiment, after sundry trials of 
her qualities, which proved in a great degree satisfactory, and after a visit, 
during the past season, to most of our home statiorvs, is still retained on our 
AtUntiG sea board, ready t'l be despatched to such quarter of the world as 
any new incident may ^how to be most expedient. 

Of the three small vessels beretoiore employed in the protoctionof our. 
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Ive uak. there weems now lo be little doub. bul one unfonunaiely fouodeied 
I < a severe gHir during the previous year. The other twO| under a btiirf 
• liai their fuiher employment would not be so beneficial as to justify the ex 
penseH ihey occasion, have been recalled. One ceased lobe in coinmissioii 
III Mhv last, and was ordered o be sold ; and the same disfiosiiion will \ii 
m ideoi'the other on herarrivai at ^iorfotk 

A listol our vessels now in commission, with their stations and commaud 
eis, \f> annexed. The vessels not in commission have ail been rceuli} 
examined by the Navy Board; and moht of tlii>se in oidmary, as well a» all 
oa the stocks, have been foiind to be in g«>od state of preservaiiua. For 
their condition in deiail, reference may be had to the docoiiients anuexed. 
The acts of Congress, relative to the rebuilding of the Mace 'onian, and the 
purchase of timber to rebuild, at some future period, the Java and CyaDe, 
have both been executed as far as ptactlcHble. The rebuildiug of the 
tornier has already b. eu commenced, and contracts have beeo made fof 
limber for the others. 

The collection of live oak frames, and of other timl>er suitable for other 
parts of vessels, under the act fur the gradual improvement of the NaTy,ii 
in progress as rapidly as the supuly of live oak timber from private lands, 
and the erection of sheds at the clifferent yards to preserve our materiab o( 
that character, render judicious. 

On the subject of voNsels, iUc. department has nothing more, of much in* 
portance, to lemaik, except the repetition of i s earnest desire, ex pi eaaec 
in the last annual report, for an appropriation to build a few steam baiterieh 
In addition to the considerations ihen urged in favor of early attention to 
this subject, ma V properly be suggested the circumstances, that mtich lioic 
will be required, not only to procure their peculiar equipments, but toio- 
trodnce the system of discipline, somewhat novel, which may be necessury 
for their crews; to enable our officers lo acquire the new and neitesssrv 
science suitable ior the siipervision and management of steam batieriestsv 
to train a distinct class of persons in the service to l)ecouie their engioeeri* 
h is moreover ascertained, that these batteries can be so constructed taw 
prove highly useful during peace at the principal navy yards, in towing pub* 
lie \e86ei8 towards their destination, at the lime of their departure and re- 
turn, under ail winds and tides, and in the frequent and indispensable traoa< 
portation ol men, stores, and provisions. 

The property on hand »t the several yards, consisting chiefly of timber, 
iron, copper, and arms, continues to increase in amount. The whole nuiuiier 
now exceeds in value the sum of five millions five liuudied andseveDty-nine 
thouRand nine hundred and seventeen dollars. Independent of what u 
provided for repairs of vessels, we ha\e on hand the frames for four shipi 
of the iine, seven frigates, four stoops, and three steam batteries; nini 
hundred tons of iron, four niindred and fifty eis^ht tons of copper, ninety* 
three tons of lead; two thousand two hundred imd, thirty-two cannon aud 
carronadesi ; thrive thousand five hundred and lour muskets— about th^ce^* 
many pistols and cudasses; two hnndrerl and twenty eight thousand itine 
hundred and eighty round and double headed cannon balls, besides graif^ 
and canniNter ; thirty-five thousand six hundred pounds of powiTer ; one boA' 
dred and ninety-eigiit thousand three hundred and eighty iwo pounds of «ul' 
phur, and aboutdouble that quantity in nine. For further particulars undci 
this head, reference may be had to the annexed repor , Increase! tit* 
iiniiim has been bestowed on the due arrangeiueni and preservation ot 
•ill these materials ; and new seruriiiesfor their proper use and theaccoun* 
(abili.y for them, will probably be introduced into the revised naval regu'ft' 
t on-^ now preparing. 

Wtihout much previous attention to the extent aiid quality of these mf 
'♦•rials, it will never be in our power, in any future emergency, to develop! 
suddenly, and em|)!ov effiriently, the gnat naval rapaci tes I'f Ihiscoutitry 
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foi annoyaiic* ofa<i eiiLOiy, and tbr iJiOieciaii io our cauiuiei'ce, a« we>l a 
tor uMi iiiiii« df fe/ice. 

The a< t ol' Congress for the .gradual improvement of the nnvy wiii expire 
next Mnrcli ; and llii^ occasion is seized to recommeud ibe continuance v( 
M" appiopi iaions for the puieiiase of these materials, as well as for other 
valuable purposes, a< Itast six years longer If these materiatsare gradua ly 
rullf^tte<l, and well preserved, in such quantities as to enabh^ us, in addi'ion 
iO he torce usually in commission, rorthwii.n, in any crisis, to put our ves 
Fpts that may be in ordinary »iu\ on the stocks, into a condiiion lor active and 
Piijcient service, aud to build and equip suitably suchoiher vessels asonr 
great comm< rcial marine will assist us fully to man, we sha 1 then exerci>'e 
that Tue foresight and ihat sound ind sagacious economy in respect to tbi.>< 
branch of the public service, which all experience of our own and othei 
nations recommends, and which the pr> sent flourishing state of our couutr.> 
justifies. Without any increase of the number of seamen actually serving 
in the navy during peace, every sailor on our two thousand milesof seaboard, 
oil our noble rivers and vast lakes, can then be considered as in a course oJ 
training to man the numerous vessels of war, wh>ch our interests, our righif 
and our honor, may at any future period retjuire us to arm ; and our count 
IcfiS Steam vessels on the navigable waters connected with some of our Iron* 
tinr-*, could then, in any emergency, be at once suppUed with 'he propei 
munitions of war, and be so far equipped as floating batteries, that ihej 
would furnish new and powerful aid, not only in the rapid iranspottatioo o 
nit'ii and stores, but in repressing hostile depredations near onr shores, anc 
in repelling an invading foe. 

Though nominally, as to vessels in commission, only the fifth or sixth nava 
pov^er in the w<irld, and not f>xp<^udinii over one-eighth of the annual amouit 
paid by some nations lo maintain a laval establishment, yet, if we >ook lothi 
true elements of n ivai ptmer, to our ships in ordi lary a d on the slocks, ic 
onr maierials for building and equipment collected and collecting, to ou 
large commen iai marine, whether ol merchant vessels pr sie.imbonis, loou 
flouri hiug fisheries, onr extended sea coast and excellent harbots, toou 
large number of navigable rivers and inland seas, and, at the same time, U 
our position in regard to other nations, with few neighbors bordering on n 
by land, and an ocean rolling be ween us and most O' the governments wit! 
whom we are likely lb have collision, it must be manifest that our greates 
ex|)OSure and danger are on the water, and ih.tt our means of attack and de 
fence there,, if du y husbanopd and developer!, will probably always prov> 
ennal to sustain us with cred't in nn> hostilities into which the convulsion 
oi the world may hereafter plunge our peaceful con ederacy. 

ibe buildings at the different yards, coniemplaied by the estimates of la« 
year, have been commenced; and such sums as aie wanted to complet 
them, and to begin others necessary for the accommodation of the v&ncert 
the construction and repairs of vessels, anfl for > he safety of the public pre 
perty, are included in the estimates for the ensuing year. 

The appropriation, at the last session, for the Survey of Narragan'^eit Baj 
received immediate a'tention. The survey has been completed, and the <-hHi 
is now preparing When finished, it will be submitted, for the purpose i 
being laid before Congress. 

The liberal approjiriations made at the last session in aid of the navy hoi 
piral fund, have been panly expended ; and when the buildings are finishe 
and furnished, I hey will conduce greatly to the he<i.lth and comfort of the 
meritorious inmates, and reflect much credit on the humanity and bencvi 
U>nce of the country [Measures have been adopted to obtain, f practicabi 
the release of jurisdiction from the States over the several hospital site 
wiifi a view to prevent the bunlen and annoyance of taxes, and the obsirui 
lions to due discipline in the establisliments. 

The navy hospital, navy pension, and privateer pension funds, since beii 
placed exclusively under the ciiarge of thi;3 department, have all receive 
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earefal attpniioa ; and ihe preaeiit pnwpermii* coaditioit, npeciall} of tbr

as large as a slo«'p into a S4 hool efficient a«» possible, in bes'owing'o tbe 
midshipmen that elementary' science and literature, as well as thai d«scipl'i»e* 
ner.essary to qual fy them for the honorable dis'l>ar?e of the higher aDd 
more rf-sponsible duties of th« service. If, in such a floating acaoemy* coi»- 
fined to the dtck of a ship of war, they may fail to acquire in so great i^f 
fection some of the appropriate grnres'of their rank, it is a consolation tore 
fleet, that, by furnishing them with iiqprovcd means, what they may acqoirt 
in theoretic information vviil be increased in quantity and excellence, will 
be sooner tested by experiment, and thus becoiDe more strongly incorpora 
ted with the memory and judgment; while much less will intervene to tempt 
them from that rigid discipline, and that ardent devotion to the ocean, it« 
scenes.i's dangers, and glories, which should be insepaahle from their tr 
duous and adventurous profession 

The estimates for improvenients at the different yards, and for repairs of 
vessels, are somewhat smaller than those of the previous vear. But while 
retrenching, wherever practicable, all unnecessary expenditure, it basbren 
my constant endeavor to a^oid weakening the efficiency of the whole oava^ 
establishment, either through an iuconsiderate impression that it is, as if 
some older countries, already arrived at maturity, or overgrown and unwiel- 
dy ; or that, from some other cause, it is not entitled to share in tl>e gradual 
progress and improvements which the advancing spirit of the age, and «h'* 
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increating power of a great and growiag people^ seem to require from aii 
Dur ttsefal public e»tabli»hnieots. 

As respects the pecuniary coocerns «f the oavy, generally, iteivesme sin- 
cere satiDfaction to state, that, during the year, not a single dollar is known 
io the department to have been misap propria ted^ or lost by misconduot oi- 
the part of any of our agents or other officers. 

By the changes made under the new arrangement, for drawing bills of ex- 
hange ahro id, either on England or this coantry, as most advantageous, and 
•* the exercise of more care in our agents concerning the forms of business 
•iriU ilie cumniuiiiCition of seasonable advices, alt our payments abroad have 
b en eiTecied w thout delay or sacrifices. No bills ot exchange have been 
p crested ; the credit of our drafts ba^ beeom^ good on everv station, aod on 
itie two where most depressed heretofore, they have advanced considerably 
aliove par. 

By means of the seasonable appropriation at the last session of Congress, 
for the arrearages which had been some years accruing, and by extreme 
"antion since in relation to charges on the enumerated contingent fund, we 
have as yet b'-en enabled to p.iy promptly all the demands under that head. 
No tran>4fer has been made to aid it, in any case, under tbetemporaiy act of 
he hst ses'^ioii. 

Should Concress place the enumerated contingent fend on the footing 
Heretofore, and now recommended, and which new charges upon ii in the 
present estimates render still more urgent, and which the experience of the 
hat ten years, as shewn by f^peated bills for arrearages, and by irregular 
tixnsfers from other appropriations to aid it, proves to be indifipen^able to 
meet the us at demands noon it in the ordioarv contine:enci<'s of the service, 
there is but little doubt that the present desirable state of our moneyed ac- 
counts will long continue. 

There is now on hand un"xpendedf of previous naval apnropriations, about 
a million and a half of dollars; but probably mo»5f ol thii* sum will be r^qni- 
'i»e to adjust outstanding claims, and ciimpiete the (specific objects for which 
Sonne of the appropriations were made. 

On one subject, connected with or pecuniary matters, and which ^aa 
heretofore excited some sensibility l)oth in and out o " Congr ss, from other 
considerationKas well as eronr»mv, it affords me grasific aion to ad'l, that <mr 
ptiblic vessels have returned so seasonably during they^ar, that no pxpen*** 
wlntever has been incurred in »he transportation, from foreign -ountries, of 
<eamen whose terms of service had been allowed to expire abroad. 

In resp-ct to the prese* vation of live oak, the depa'^tment, is befcre S'»g- 
?eited, haxnot deemed it proper to emoloy any longer the sm »ll ve>-s'^U en- 
gaged in that service. Ir two of the seven districts, the geo'-ral examina- 
liODs having been completed, it ha-« been con-ldered not alvUibfe loreL-^in 
m*' agents in them nt a lirge expendi ure, merely for the p.e-ervation of the 
'loiher It isevpecred thnt the examina ions of thf^e of the remaining di^^ 
nets will be finished'during the present winter ; and of 'he other two, in the 
•-oarseof the ensuing year. The general results from these examiixtions,. 
'•/I my opinion in 'Jetail on the plan most eligible to b« pursued her ^^er on 
(niR mteresting subject, will soon be presented to Congress in a »pe(Mal re- 
y*"** prepared in con'ormlty to a request contained in a resolution of the 
touse of Representatives oa^^-d at the last session. 

k •**?**" have, in general, evinced a strong and increasing attachmeni 
w 'he service. Ore «t care has, with success, been taken to orevent their 
tunes of enlistment from expiring abroad. No occasion ha^ arisen to ope-: 
^'le rendezvous at home, f .r seme months. Whenever opened during the 
year, an ample suonly of men h^«e been readily obtained The h:«bits of our 
■Asmen are improving in respect to temperance. In most of our ships they 

|^'''^«ne'''«'l* *»»»j«vedeiicelleMi health, and the visitatons among them of 
»n«t aUrnnin seouige, the Asia ic cholera, have been neither frequent no* 
severe. Coroot-al punish -lent has be/»ome less con mon and ess nt'cetn^an. 

V0U n. It 
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Tbe i, resent ration of provision issued for tbeir sustenance, cannot lawfully 
be cbaugt-d by ibe departmrnt alone, but could be altered by Congress so as 
to incrfaae its variety, its nu'irinient, and healthful qualities. The ingredi 
cuts recomnieiided iu a special reoprt from this departoient, at the last ses 
sion, would be nu more expeot»ive than ilioae now composing the ration, aau 
much more acceptable to roost seamen. 

Efi'ons have been made to apportion an equal share of the emoluments and 
bardshipb of the service to ail officers of similar rank and date. Opportuoi* 
ties to test the fitne&s of all in subordinate stations, have been and will con- 
tinue to be, furnished, as last as the wants of the natal establishment may 
permit. It is essential to its prosperity, ihat those officers found entire^ 
unfit ('or duty, should be placed on halt pay, or retire altogether from the 
service, as their unfitness may have arisen either from wounds and iofirmi' 
ties which happened in the dificharge of duty, or from t-eiisurable causes. 

Strict discipline among the officers has geneiatly been attempted,^temper 
ed, it is h<..ped, with all reasonable indulgences. Such discipline has bees 
found not oul> more beneficial to the (iffirers themselves, and. the high repu- 
tation of the service, hut a most efficient instrument in the control and re 
formation of the seamen, who seldom complain of a system of government 
expended with firmness and impaitiality to i heir superiors. 

The annexei' order* has been issued during the year, with a view to 
furnish increased incentives to vigilance in discipline on board our vessels 
in commission, and as an addition;tt menus of obtaining more accurate iu' 
formation on the peculiar merits of offire'rs in command, whose modesty 
will generally allow only the report oi their works, through the inspection of 
others to recommend them* 

No appropriai i<>n was made the last session of Congress for the snppres* 
tion of the slave trade ; but the department has been able to meet all the 
demands growing out of that subject, by the balances on hand from fonua* 
years, as may be seen in tl e annexed statement. In Gon8«<|uence of a sap 
posed piracy on the coast of Africa, the Boxer visited Liberia in April la8t< 
The report of her commander is anneied.f As Congress did not, at

When any vewrl ofwsr. bdonging to the United States^ shall retain from a cxniaeto the 
yard under your oomnumd, unless the captain of the vrsacl is your supeiior in rank, in whidi 
ease the departinent will makes special order, you will, soon as practicable, and before 
her crew are di tached or discharged, anite with you the two ofilcers hicfaest in rank at 
your station^ and with them make an examination of the general condition of the rend 
and her equipmentS| leaving a critical survey in respect to the nec es sary repairs to be 
aflerwards executed m the usual manner. 

You will also inspect closely the situation of the Vessel as to internal regulations and 
arrsngements, discipline, health, and accommodations of ofilcers ami men, and any otbei 
particulars dec-UM-d useful to the senrice. 

In the discharge of this duty, all the offioen of the vessel inspected sie vequiied to pre 
every facility and ai<| in their power. 

The result ofyour mquirii'S you will forthwith communicate to the department egress- 
U)g an opinion on any matters therein, when you may consider it important to the prcMperi- 
ty of the navy.

I have the honor to inform you by the brig Bet!iia,of our safe arrival at this plaee, 
5th instant. 

After getting soundings, we stood in for Cape Momit; about that point w« conU ice 
aothing of any vessel of suspicious appearance, or answering the description we bad of 
Rayroan*s bngantiue, which vessel you informed me took and destroyed the coieoy 
«chooo«fr, communded by Captain I'homnson, of whom 1 leam^ since my arrival, aosads* 
factory infonnatiQn b&s bet n obtained, it is however repotted, and the report it believedt 
dmt he has been taken to Cuba, whi-re the hrigantine is said to beloiir, merely to keep bin 
out of the way as long as possible, as he is repres(aited as a vigilant omceriSud wdl knows 
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their last session, make any provision in regard lo the public properly there, 
the department has deemed it expedient to sell such of it as was perishable 
and decHying,Hnd to direct a careful examination, by our agent resident io 
that country, and an expression of his opinion, as to the future disposition of 
the lesidue. It may be proper to have, this year, at least a moiety of the 
last appropriation of ten thousand dollars made, so as to enable the Govern - 
ment to meet any contingent calls which may happen io the further suppres 
siou of this inhuman trade. 

The rules and regulations for the administration of the civil branch of this 
department, a:eotioned in the last annual report, have been collected, ar* 
ranged, and printed. From their subsequent distribution among the uavnl 
and civil officers connected with the service, all the benefit anticipated to ihe 
relief of the department and the officers, from mu( h unnecessary correspon- 
dence and many unpleasant decisions have^ been fully realised. The i ode of 
regulations for the naval branch,- is undergoing revision and enlargemeii>, 
nodsr a resolution passed by Congress at its last session^ and will be sut>- 
mitted for approbation when completed. 

A libt of the deaths, dismissions, and resignations, the past year, is an- 
nexed. 

The condition of the marine corps, as to its organization and size, as well 
as the alicwances to >ts l>fficer^, and the ruinous .state of some of its ban aiks, 
have heretofore attracted the att -ntion of this depaitnient and of Congiess. 
But, except the small appropriation to rebuild the b^rrackx at Philadelphia, 
and which is now iu a cour<«e of eKpeiiditure, legislHtiou \\b> no- been roin- 



sad dreaded alone the coast by inch at Kaymand, who has, it is belif red, taken hit d«psv> 
tare, at the French and English cruisers (seven in number) ure verjr vigilao , 

As you directed, I have famished the colony with what we could spare of the articles we 
■adoiitMard, which they stood in need of. For your liberal iiistructiont tomv.ontbii 
head, the Governor requests me to tender you, in the name of thtr coony, hit g^ratuful 
ackiMwledgments. We have received from them all that attention and kindness for which 
tliey have been given credit by preceding^ visiters. They have iatel) bet n caKtd to act in 
the fitui a(;;ainsta combination of the Dey and Gurrah kings. It seems that some of the 
•lavfi of thest- It^ings, when about to beso.d to the Spaniards at the Gailinas, rB>. away, ai d 
took shelter among the reeaptuitxl African-, who are settled about two miln fioiu C ..d- 
w II, on the Stockton river, and that a son of King firumley was sent down to demand them 
>t Monrovia, but tlie Governor could not treat with him with any safety, as, fhnn hi« gen- 
eni character, his statements eouid not he depended upon. H> was however told that if 
the Ring himself would visit th«- ootony, h*- wuuid find no obstaeu to a (air a<Uu>tment. 
On the return of the youni^ aum, Kini? Bruraley suddenly did, and his luecessor coni- 
menced anfreaioni without delay, by seizing our cotouisti, depriving them vH tht ir pto(>- 
erty, and ev^*n liberty, and cruelly woundine some of the recaptured Africans, atthesiine 
tinie making hmtile movements towards the upper coioims, Caldwell and Mii.sharg. 
Upon ri'momtnuicf being made at their proceeding's, they tore up the letters, find dt clared 
that if the colonists did not met-t them in the field in three days, they would destroy the 
apper settlements— VIZ : Caldwt-li, about N. N. E. distant nine miles, and Millsburg, N 
K. by G;. distant about twenty-fuur miles from Monrovia. 

In this serious state of things, part of the threes of the cok>ny were marched to Bramley^ 
town. It was found that the natives had left that place, and had assembled at a fortifitd 
town about ten miles further inland. Towards this place, the colonists marched, aiiiud 
with muskets and a field piece. On their arrival they had a battle, which reunited in the 
capture of die town. Que colonist was killed, James I hompsuu, and three wounded, one 
severely and two sliff^litly. It is said fifteen of the natives were killed, and a numbir 
wounded. After tht>1r nignt, they s nt mt ssengers to sue for peace. On receivinic a«sii>- 
ance that they would be treated with on equitable terms, the kings came down, and bave 
entered into a treaty highly advantageous to the colonists. Thus peace and tranquillity 
have been entirely restored : trade is ai^in resuming its usual coune. Another deputation 
ha« inived since we have been here, proposing a junction, in addition to thi- kingdoms of 
the Kumba and Quah countries already in connexion with the colony ; and Boatswain, thtr 
niost (Mwerful and intelligeut of the kings of this settion of Western Africa, 4till remaiui 
a« be ever has been, their linn and efficient friend, having declared that if me Dey Kiii^rs 
ever trespassed again, he himself would attend to the task of putting them in order. 
trUiiig jaravaiifrum hiscouiiti7 is now here, besides the Qimh deputation. There h 
ii\ vessels laying iii the harbor, and arrangements are making to establish another sett 
jment at Cape Mount, so dut every thing looks encouraging. 
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Hcd, though very desirable, on these sohjects so interesticg !• the cerpa 
nnii so iiitimaieiy conoected, iu my opinion, with its future eervices an 
uscfttlneHs. 

To afoid unnecessary repetition, and what might perhaps be deemed 
i lie! CO rou« importunity, several other subjects intimately connected with 
(' e welfare of our oaval establishment, are left to the decision of the propei 
authorities, on the suggestions and cor.sideratious heretofore submitted bj 
this department. Full confidence is cherished that they will receive all thai 
-iMeniion which the acknouled^ed importance of many of them deservesi 

Sand that nothing exists in the present state of the establishment, or of th< 
(yountry, which should prevent the rontinuanee of uU thai liberality towardt 
the navy, which it has so often experienced, as well as merited, both from 
the GoverDment hj\4 the public.

During the past year, the woriis upon the Dry Dotk at Boston, hav« 
)«sn brought nearly to a close The turning gateti are in their places, 
Bnd have been proved with a height of twentv-tour fe^t, and the result, 
<^t t trial of their strength and adjustment, is reported by the engineer as] 
very satisfactory. The steam engine, pumps, and machinery, conuect- 
B(i with them, are all in place, and have been in satisfactory use sinco 
the 10th June last. 

The early setting io of cold weather in Novemlier, 1831, and th« 
■teady cold weather during the winter, and unfa?oiable weather in the 
ipring, delayed the progress of the work in an unusual degree, but during 
the latter part of thn ye-ir, the weather was very favorable, and the 
*ork progressed rapidly. In building the north eastern jettee wall, a 
hreaeh took place in the. coffer dam This is the only iinportant acci« 
^^fii which has occurred at this dock : it occasioned a delay of five or 
*ix weeks, and an additional expense of about $7,000. The engineer 
■reported that a ship might possibly be admitted, if much required, by the 
first of December 1832. 

The expense during the year ending Slst October, was, for materials 
S6e,651 32; for labor $46,675 48 ; making 8107,326 80; which, ad- 
OH to the aroounu previously expended, for materials $236,747 24 1 
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Dry Docks. 



for labor f,f^9,592 94 ; amountiD^ to {^06,340 15 ; making the total 
expenditure $(613,666 95 

The worki remaining yet to be done, are the boilding^ of tbe floauni 
gate, further adjustment of the turning -gates, fixing keel blocks in tbe 
dock, completing the wharves between the coffer dam and wing waUt 
aud removing the coffer dam. 

It is estimated that, to complete the dock and its dependencies, theit 
will be required the sum of 238,816. 

During tbe past year, great exertions have been made to hasten tbe 
completion of the Dry Dock at Norfolk, all the important branches of tbe 
work have been accomplished, and expeuses paid. In the course of the 
winter all the important work will be completed, except the floating gate, 
and the removal of the coffer. dam. 

An unusual suspension of the masonry was caused last year by the 
c«ld weather which set in so uncommonly early, and endured so long 
Last summer the gieat panic produced by tbe malignant cholera, which 
was very prevalent, especially at this place, induced upwards of a huo 
dred workmen to quit tbe dock for several weeks, and prevented otbert 
from coming to supply their places. 

This embarrassment caused great delay in the work— -much languor 
and uneasiness in those who remained. Notwithstanding these discour* 
aging circumstances, the great operations are mostly accomplished ; and 
considering the nature of the 'interruptions, it is hoped that the progrett 
has been satisfactory. 

The great wells, and steam engine house, steam engine, with the 
great pumps, are complete, and the latter are in full and satisfactory 
operation. The drain from the pumps is finished ; all the masonry of 
the wing and jettee walls is done. 

The masonry of the dock, aud two-thirds of the coping, is laid, and the 
whole banked up to the level of the bottom of the coping. The turning 
gates are nearly completed, and one of them is in its place. Most of 
the graduation of the ground round the dock is formed, and prepared M 
building sewers to receive the paving. 

There has been expended during tbe past year, ending 1st November) 
1832, for materials $138,515 92, and for labor )(I02,352 66, making 
£240,868 58 1 which, added to the previous expenditures of, for materials 
^2»4,709 70, for labor $302,642 37, amounting to $587,352 07 ; makei 
the said expended on this docK, from its cooimencement in December, 
1827, to the Ist November, 1832, $828,220 07. 

The work yet remaining to be done is the completion of the coping, 
the making of the sewer round the dock, paving round the dock, and be 
tween the dock and engine house, the stones for which are mostly deliv 
ered; graduating and forming the ground round the dock, now mostly 
accomplished; furnishing tbe turning gates, and tht" floating gate: the 
former will soon be done, and the latter with as little delay '<s possible — 
the removal of the coffer dam, and clearing out the entrances These 
are all the important branches now to be completed. 

The cost of finishini^ this dock will, probably, be about $50,000, and, 
although the engineer regreis to state that the work cannot, as hereto* 
fore slated, be I'one in Decemhef% 1832, he has no rioubt it may be com 
pleted during the winter.

ed, to admit circulation : she is now protected from the weather hy a 
tight covering. No materials have been procured for the repairs and 
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equipment of this ship, except tanks, guns, sails, and shot* Washing' 
ton, ship of the line. — Launched in 1814, and has made but oai 
cruise. That part of her frame, which is live oak, is sound: bei 
beams, koees, deck frames, and two-thirds of her gun decks, are soun^ 
and good, as well as her bottom plank, below water ; her upper works 
are in a decayed state ; a tight covering over her is now in progress, tol 
prevent the action of the weather on her. She requires extensive repairu 
for which no materials are provided. Franklin^ ship of the line. — Launch*! 
ed in 1815, and has made two cruises, and is In about the same condi'l 
tion as the Washington, and would require the same repairs. She is, at 
present, used as a receiving ship ; is well ventilated and taken cire flf> 
No materials are provided for her repairs. Hudson^ frigate, — Built oi 
common oak, and is known to be partially decayed in her upper worki^ 
It cannot, however, be known, until she is opened, to what extent she is 
decayed, to warrant saying how far she requires repairing. The spat 
deck has been caulked the past season, to keep the frame as dry as prac- 
ticable. No materials have been provided for her repairs. 

Philadelphia. — Theiyane^ is the only ship in ordinary at this yard, 
contracts are about being made for the live oak frame, of which die ii 
about to be rebuilt. 

Norfolk. — J^orth Carolinut ship of the h'ne. — This ship will require 
repairs in her upper works, and must be docked: she leaks badly: tier cap* 
per is no doubt off, and the worms have eaten through. She will require to 
be new caulked and coppered, at a co«t of ^{35,211. exclusive of docking.

— This ship is derayeH in her upper works, and third and fourth futtocks 
her frame is of the same materials as the Java, and she is about being cnv< 
ered in. Congress, frigate, — This ship is decayed in her bull generally; 
her frame is of live Ortk; about one third of her timbers are decayed; 
the rest, from repeated repairs, much cut with augur holes. She is very 
much hogged, otherwise much defective, and require*^ to be rebuilt or 
extensively repaired. Delaware, ship of the line. — This ship has been 
repaired the present year, having been ordered to be fitted out ; and now 
only requires to have the state of her copper ascertained. Natchez, sloop 
of war, has undergone a thorough repair. Fairfield and Ontario, sloops ff 
tpar* are sound and good, and only require their bottoms to be examined 
Portsmouth, N H — There its but one vessel at this yard, the Ftn- 
eennes, sloop of war, of t\\e first class; is generally in good order, bat 
requires slight repairs in her quarter galleries, and some new plaokifl 
her gun deck* She r> quires caulkinjBf and it is now in progress.

Nsw York. — In thesbip-bouse No. 1. is the frigate SabirUt in a fine 
stats of preservation, and could be launched in sixty working days, at 
(he expense of ^46,357. In the ship house No. 2, is t\ie J rigate Savan- 
nah, generally in a good state of preservation, but, from having been ex- f 
posed to the weather previous to the house being built, and from having' 
been caulked, some parts are injured, to wit : the wales were decayed 
and were taken off, the strings and part of the waist and ceiling are also 
rtecayed. She is now protected from further decay by a tigbt covering. 
Sbe could be launched in 120 working days, at the cost of $46,435.

PRIVATEER PENSION FUND. 

On the 13tb day of October. 1831, the date of tbe last atatemoai 
(See Vol X p. 249.) tbe funds belonging to it consisted of—- Stock io 
the Maryland five per cent. 2^6.000 00 ; Stcok in the Corporatioo oi 
Washington 1,951 81 ; Making tho sum of 47,961 81 ; Yielding ai 
interest of five per cent, per annum* 

On tbe 9th December, 1831, it was oecttsaiy, fo meet tbe claims of 
ptnstooert, to dispose of stock of the Corporatioo of Wasbiogtoa aroouot- 
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iDg to 1,961 81 ; which left the vvm of 46,000 00. And, on the 7ih Jant, 
1832, the amount of 1»563 48, in the Maryland five per cents, was dii- 
posed of to meet the payments due on the Ist July next ensuing. leav- 
ing a balance of 44,436 52, in the Maryland five per cents. After pay 
ing the amount due to pensioners up to the Ist July, 1832, the salary of 
the secretary, and incidental expensses chargeable to the fuud, there re 
mained the sum of 1,100 dollars, which was invested in stock of the 
Bank of the United States at its par value, according to the act of lOtb 
July, 1832. 

The aniount, then belonging to the privateer pension fund on tha 16th 
day of November, 1832, is — in the Maryland five per cents. ;^44,436 52; 
in the stock of the United States^ Bank 1,100 00; Amounting to 
; 45,536 62. 

The number of pensioners on the roll is — from the State of Maine 4 ; 
Rhode Island 1; Massachusetts 15; New York 9; Pennsylvania!; 
Maryland 5; Total 35. 

The income of the fund is considered at 2,298 82, per annum, and 
the annual claims upon it are estimated at 2,800 00 ; leaving a deficitl 
of 501 18. 

REVOLUTIONARY CLAIMS. 

An ACT for the relief of certain SarvivingOfiicers and Soldiers of the Army 

of the Revolution. 

Be it enaeUd hy the Senate and Hoitse of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled^ That each of the surviving officers of the 
army of the levolutioo, in the continental hue, who was entitled to half pay 
by the resolve of October tweaty-first, seventeen hundred and eighty, be au- 
thorized to receive, out of any money in the Treasury, not otherwise appro- 
firiated, the amount of his full pay in said line, according to his rank in the 
ine, to begin on the third day of March, one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-six, and to continue during his natural life: Provided^ That, under 
this act, no officer shall be entitled to receive a larger sum than the full pay 
of a captain in said line. 

*Sxc 2. And be it further enactedf That, whenever any of said officers has 
received money of the United States, as a pensioner, since the third day of 
March, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, aforesaid, the sum so 
received shall he deducted from what said officer would, otherwise, be en- 
titled to, und^r the first section of this act ; and every pension to which said 
[officer is now entitled, shall cease after the passage of his act. 

*Sec, 3. And be it further enacted j That every surviving non-commissioned 
officer. Musician, or Private, in ^aid army, who enlisted therein for and du- 
ring the war, and continued in its service until its termination, and thereby 
became entitled to receive a reward of eighty dollars, under a resolve of 
Congress, passed May fifteen, seventeen hundred and seventy eight, shall be 
entitled to receive his full monthly pay in said service, out of any money in 
the Treasury, not otherwise appropriated; to l)e|;in on the third day of 
March, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-six, and to continue during 
his natural life : Provided^ That no non-commissioned officer, musician, or 
private, in said army, who is now on (he pension list of the United States, 
shall be entitled to the benefits of ihi** act. 

Sec 4. And be it further enactedf That t!)e pay allowed by this act shall, 
under the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, be paid to the officer 
or soldier entitled thereto, or to their authorized Attorney, at such places 



*Tbe 2d and 3rd sections of this act, are not intended to apply to invalid pensionen. 
See aeu of May 31, 1830, and July 14, 1832. 
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aod days at said Secretary may direct ; and that no foreign officer shall b^ 
entitled to said pay ; nor shall any officer or soldier receive the same, until 
he furnish to said Secretary satisfactory evidence that he is entitled to the 
same, in conformity to the provisions of this act ; and the pay allowed by 
this act shall not in anv way be transferrable, or liable to attachment, levy, 
or seizure I by any legal process whatever, but shall enure wholly to the perr 
sonal benefit of the officer or soldier entitled to the same by this act. 

Sec. 6. And be itfurthtr enacted, That so much of said pay as accrued by 
the provisioDS of this act, before the third day of March, eighteen hundred 
and twenty eight, shall biepaid to the officers and soldiers entitled to the 
same, as soon as may be, in the manner and under the provisions before 
mentioned ; and the pay which shall accrue after said day shall be paid 
semi-annually, in like manner, and under the same provisions.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, Mi September, 183S. 

The *' Act for the relief of certain surviving officers and soldiers of the 
army of the revolution.'* approved on the 15th day of Mav 1828, and the acts 
amending the same, will be carried into effect under the following regulations. 

Each officer, non-commissioned officer, musician, and private, claiming 
under the above -meniioned act, will transmh (o the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry a declaration made upon oath before some Judge or Justice of the Peace, 
according to the|annexed form marked A ; in which he will show bow he is 
entitled to the benefits of the act, by giving as particular an account a!» he 
may be able, of his services in the revolution, stating when, where, in what 
manner, under what officers, in what corps, regiment and line he entered or 
enlisted and served ; when, where, and by whom he was discharged, and of 
whom he may at an^ time have received pay ; whether he has received any 
bounty from the United States, or of either of the States, either in money or 
land. If an officer he should state whether he received commutation, and if 
a soldier, whether li^H^eceived a certificate for the reward of eighty dollars. 
The applicant will alsb^t^ite whether he has at any time leceived or applied 
for a pension from the United States, The claiinant's declaration must be 
accompanied by the affidavits of two reKpectahle witnesses, rs to his iden*ity. 
The actol th'' Judge or Justice of the Peace who administers the oath must 
be authenticated under the seal of the Court. The form marked A has been 
prep ired for the convenience of claimants, but any other form containing the 
necesAary information will be rece ved. 

Each applicant will transmit his commission, discharge, or any other paper 
or document that he niay have, shewing him to have been in seivice, which 
commission, discharj^e, or other paper, or document, after being registert:d, 
will be return' d. If the commission, warrant, or discharge, has been lost or 
destroyed, he will state that fact, and transmit any corroborative testimony 
tliat he may be .liJe. If he can prove his service by any witness he should 
do so. if he cannot, and knows no person living who can testify to his ser- 
vice, he should state that fact. 

If the evidence transmitted, taken in connexion with thataflforded by the 
public records^ prove to besa'isfactnry, the amount which may be found due, 
will be transmitted to the applicant at his residence. He may however, if 
he should prefer it, authorize any other person to receive his pay ; in which 
case he will execute a power of Attorney, acrording to the form marked B, 
which must be acknowledged before a Justice of the Peace or other Magis- 
trate authorized to admini^^ter oaths, and authenicated under the seal of the 
Court of the couny, in the same m>inner a<3 is already prescribed in regaird to 
declarations. But no payment will be made to any such Attorney, until he 
has made oath according to the form marked C. 

In case of the decease of any officer or soldier, who has been found entitled 
to the benefits of this Act, the amount of pay accruing at the time of his de- 
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ease will b« paid to his widow, on her makinf applicatioO| tnd tnasmittiog 
javidence of her being ihe widow. 

J If there be no widow, the amoant will be paid to the children, on (heii 
trasiimittinit evident e that there is no widow, that thej are tlie children, and 
all the children, and are of age. If the children be under age, the monej 
will be paid to the Guardian, on his trsin«mitting evidence thai there isoo 
widow, and thai he has been af>pointed Guardian, and that there are noolber 
children If some of the children be of age, and some under age, the moitejr 
will be paid to those who are of age, jointly with the goardiaa of those who 
are under age. 

If there be neither widow nor children, the money will be paid to the legal 
representatives : and in that case, the executor or Hdministrator shall trant* 
mit evidence of his authority, and that iha deceased left neither widow nor 
childreD. 

I The time of the decease of the officer or soldier whose pay is claimed, 
mwt be proved, in all cases. 

Forms to be nsed to obtain the amount due to deceased officers and 
soldiers, have been adopted and can be furnished to claimants, when request 
ed, free ef all expenses. 

In conseqoeuce of impcwitions that have been practised upon the officers 
and soldiers of the revolmioa, this department, finds it necessary to decline 
all communication with agents, unlets they are persons whose character and 
standing are known to the department. It is unnecessary for the applicant, 
however, to employ an agent ; as, by transmitting the application, directed to 
this department, it will he attended to immediately without aoy expense lo 
the claimant. It is requested that all letters on this subject may be endorsed, 
'* revoliitiooary claims." 

LOUIS Mc. LANE, Stcrdaryo/Ou Treasury, 
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An ACT sapplemeatary to the *' Act for the relief of certain MnriviBg Offi 

cersand Soldiers of the Revolution. 

Be it enacted 6y the Senate and House of Representatives of the United SUUet 
of America in Congress assembled^ Tiiat each of the surviving officers, oon- 
cum missioned officers, mubicians, soldiers, and Indian spies, who «ball bsve 
servt^d in the continental line, or state troops, volunteers or militia, at one or 
more terms, a periodof two years, during the war of the revolution, and who 
are not entitled to any benefit under the act for the relief of certain surviving 
officer« and soldiers of the revolution, passed the fifleetith day oi May, eigli- 
;e(tn hundred and twenty-eight, be authorized to receive out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the amount of his fall pay is i^e 
sVid line, according to bis rauk, out not exceeding in any case, the pay of a 
captain, in the said iine ; such pay to commence from the fourth day of March, 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, and shall continue during bis 
natural life; ana that any such officer, oon ^commissioned officer, musician, 
Oi private, as aforesaid, who shall have served in the continental line, state 
troops, volunteers oi militia, a term or terms in the whole less than the above 
period, but not less than six months, shail be authorised to receive out of any 
unappropriated money in the Treasury, during his natural life, each accora- 
ing to his term oi service, an amount \)earing such proportion to the annuity 
gran ed to the same tank>for the service of two years, as his term of service 
did to the term aforesaid ; to commence from the fourth d^y of March, one 
thousand eignt hundred and thirl) one. 

Sbg. 2. and be it further enaded. That no person receivinsr, any anuuitv 
or pension under any taw of the United Slates providing for revolu>>on:trv 
officers and S'idiers, shall be entitled lo Ihe benefits of this act, unle^- he 
shait first relinpuish bis further Ciaim to such pension *, and in al' pny^ "ntSj 
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under this act, the aiuouni which niHy have been received under any other 
act as aforesaid, since the date at which the payments under this act shall 
commence, shall first be deducierj from such payment. 

Sec S. Jiud be U further enacted. That th<> pay allowed by this act shall, 
ander the direction of the Secretary of the TreaHnry, be paid t* the officer, 
Don-c-trnmi^sioned officer, mnsician or private, entitled thereto, or his or th ir 
authorized attorney, at such places and times at the Secretary of the T'easury 
may direct, and that no foreign officer shall be entitled to said pay, nor shall 
any officer, non-commissioned officer, musician or private, receive tbi> same 
until he furnish the said Secretary satisfactory evidence that he is entitled to 
the same, in conformity to the provisions of this act ; and the p !y hereby 
allowed shall no* be in any way transferrable or liable tn attMchment^ le^yi 
or seizure by any legal process whatever, but shall inure wholly to the per- 
sonal benefit of the officer, non-commissioned officer, musician or soldier 
entitled to fhe same. 

Sec. 4. ^nd be it further enacted, That so much of the said pay as accrued 
before the approval of this act, shall be paid to the person entitled to the 
same as soon as may he, in the manner and under the piovisions above men 
tioned; and the pay which shall accrue thereafter slalT bf paid semi-Hunu- 
ally, in the manner a^ove direc ed ; .and, in case of the death of any person 
enibra<'ed by the provision of this act, or of the act to which it is supplement 
tary, during the period intervening between the semi annual payments direc- 
ted to be made by said act^; the proportionate amount of pay which shall ac- 
crue between the last preceding semi-annual payment, and the death of stirli 
person, sh'^li be paid to his widow, or if he leave no widow, to his children . 
Seed ^nd be it further enacted. That the officers, non-commissioned offi- 
cers, mariuers, or marines, who served for a like term in the naval set vice, 
during t^e revoliitionarv war, shall be entijtl< d <o th'' benefits of this act, in 
the same raatiner as is provided for the officers and soldierf? of the army of 
the revolution. [Approvedy Juut 7, 183S ] 

All the duties which devolve on the Secretary of the Treasury by the fore 
going act. were transferred to the Secretary of War, by a resotntion of 
Jan 28, 1832. 

Applications for pensions to the officers and soldiers of the revolnlion. 
ondcr the provisions of this act, amounted, in Januanr, 1833, to 24 260 Or 
thi« number it was supposed that one thousand would proiably be rejected.

The Act of ihe 7th of August, 1789, enjoins on the Secretary of War 
to execute such duties relative to Indian Affiirs as may be confided to 
him; and, under this authority, he superintends the negotiation of Indian 
Treaties, and other matters connected with Indian Agencies and Trade, 
which from the necessary association between the suhjertidn nnd civiliza- 
tion of the aborigines, within the territorial limits of the United States, 
intermingle themselves with the Military EstabliFhment. 

An act of July 9, 1832, authorizes the appointment of a Commission- 
er of Indian Affairs, who has, under the direction o/ the Secretary of 
War, the management of all Indian Affairs, and of all matters arising 
out of Indian Relations 

Private Traders with the Indians are permitted by an act of May 6, 
1822. Citize's only can obtain licenses. The president may cause the 
stores and packages of goods of the traders to be searched, for a dent 
spirits, &c and if any ardent spirits are found, the goods are forfeited. 
This act also authorizes the President to appoint a Superintendent of 
Indian Affairs, to reside at St. Louii<, with a salary of fifteen hundred 
dollars per annum; and an Agent for the Tribes in East and West Florida, 
alHO with an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars.

NEGOTIATIONS WITH INDIANS. 

The appointment of three Commissioners to treat with the Indians 
was authorised by an act of July 14, 1832. They are required in viiiit 
And examine the country set apart for the emigrating Indinns. west of the 
Mississippi rivei , and w.ien necessary to enter into iier;oti'itiou8 with 
tkfm for the adjustment of any difltculties which may exist in the location 
of the lands of ibe emigrating Indians, in the boundaries thereof. Alsn 
lo ascertain and report the proper places of location for such of the tribes 
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and portions of tribes, as ma j wish to remove to that countrj, and tram- 
mit to the War Department all the information ihej can procure respect 
ing climate, soil, and capacity to support the number of Indians who will 
probably remove to, and reside in it. They are authorised to convene 
t<^ether such of the tribes as may be in a state of hostility, or as may 
be apparently disposed to commit, or may have committed, depredatiooi 
or aggressions against others, and to endeavour fo arrange the dificoltiei 
between them, so that the protection promised to the emigrating Indiaoi 
by the sixth section of the act of May twenty-eight, one thousand ei^bt 
hundred and thirty, may be secured to them. And they are required t« 
report to the War Department a plan for the improvement, governmeAt, 
and security of the Indians. 

Provisional Treaties have been concluded with the Seminoles and Ap- 
palachicolas of Florida, for their removal west of the Mississippi. Tbongb 
the Cherokees have not, as yet, accepted the overtures of the govemineiK 
for their removal, upwards of six hundred of them emigrated to the land 
alloted to them. A treaty has been concluded with the Choctawi« by 
which they agree that their lands in Alabama and Mississippi shall bi 
surveyed and sold. Treaties have also been made with the respeetiw 
tribes claiming title to lands in Illinois, Indiana, and Missouri, by which 
they have relinquished nearly all their lands in those States ; and by 
which the Potawatomies have also ceded their lands in Michigan.

In the various tchools established in the Indian country, and aided 
from the annual appropriation of 210,000 for the civilization of the In- 
dians the number of pupils, Indian children, were in November last, 
according to the annexed statement, 1865. There were, besides^ 114 
Indian youths at the Choctaw Academy in Kentucky, educated from 
funds set apart by the Indians, themselves, under treaty stipulations, (of 
this purpose, amounting to J 19,500. This academy also receives, of 
the Choctaw annuity, under a special agreement with tribe jCfOOO. 

Regarding the namber of pupils and the amount of funds disbursed by 
the Government at this institution, the department deemed it proper, ib 
VIdy last, to request seven gentlemen of character and standing in Ken- 
tucky, to act as inspectors, so far as the public disbursements were cod 
cerned. 

The first report of these gentlemen, dated August 10, 1832, staie<) 
that at the examination which took place in their presence, "the ex- 
ercises were principally in th^ higher branches of mathematics and 
algebra, in geography and English grammar, arithmetic and vocai 
music, during which the pupils generally exhibited a progress in their 
studies highly creditable to themselves and their instructors.'*

The following information re»p<^ctm( the application of tha Civilizi. 
(too Fund, iias been elicited in answri to a Circular addreaaed, in Mif 
Urt, to the several tocietiet, requesting tbem to report in detail, by tiit 
Ist of NoTfmber» the condiiion oi the iostitutioiu under their cart. 

Thr Secretary of the Baptist Geiieial CoHveu*ion has reported, gen< 
erally, the condition of eight establishments, »upported bj that associii 
tion ; and to moat of which, aid has been rendered by the General Gov 
ernment. 

The school which they had maintained at Tinsawatter, in the Cbero 
kee countiy, within ihe limiU of Georgia, from April 18S1, waf removed 
in the spring of 1832. to the tract assigned to the Cherokees, west of itie 
river Mississippi. The school was to be re opened immediately. Of 
about 200 children, v^bo have been educated at its original site, tbf 
greater part can read, write a fair band and cypher. 

At the school located at the Valley Towns, among the Cherokeei, in 
1818, several hundred young pt rsoos have been instructed in reading, 
writing* and arithmetic , and the females in needle*work. The present 
number of boarders it 21, and as many children attend from the nei|ii- 
borhood as are inclined to do so. 

A school, which was commenced at Fort Wayne, in 1820, was rtmov 
bd to Carey, on the St. Joseph's of Lake Michigan, in 1820. The mis- 
ion was discontinued in 1827, and the buildings appraiseo and purcbar 
ed under an act of Congress. They have been since occupied by the 
oricty, by permission of the department, and from five te aeten pupiii 
ave been boarded. The successful operation of this institution has been 
Impeded by the uuf^et'led state of the Indians; and di^ring the lastyear 
by the hostilities upon the frontier. A treaty having l>eea concluded 
with the Potawatamies, by the romroi^^ioners appointed the last sessiea* 
the discontinuance of this school must take place at an early day. 

The school of Thomas, on the Grand river of Lake Michigao, was 
tommenred in 1826. Two school-honseii and various other buildiogi, 
bave been erected. In addition to the day-acholars, about 15 abildres 
are boarded. 

The school at the Sault 4e Ste Marie, ia Michigan Territory, wai 
•stablished in 1828. The school has often contained 60 scholars. 

A school, which the convention commenced in 1823, on the Chats 
boochee river, among the Creeks in Georgia, was transferred in 1830. 
upon the removal of the tribe, to a point about twenty miles above Fort 
Gibson on the Arkansas. Tbe board has authorir.ed the erection o/ 
buildings for tbe school, but tbe number of pupils has not been reported. 

A new institution has been begun at the Shawanoe village in Missouri,! 
within the last year, which will probably bo transferred to tbe lan<i set! 
apart for the Shawanoes, west of the river, upon their removal under tbs 
treaty recently concluded with .them. 

Two schools, heretofore maintained separately among the Tonnewso- 
4m. and Oneida Indians in the State of New York, have been united st 
the station on the Tonne wand a. The present number of pupils is thirty. 
The buildings are almost all new and paid fur Tbe Oneida [ndiaai, 
connected with this station, will probably join their brethren at Greeol 
Bay, if tbe treaty with the Meoomonies, ratified at the last ssstioB,| 
akould be accepted by that tribe and the New York Indians. J 
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Tbt Baptist General CoBTantion expeoded upon all their ttatioov, ao- 
nually, between nine and ten thousand, and ibey receive from the civili- 
jcation tuod tvo thousand^ dollars. 

Donaticns of one ihou^and dollars has been made to Ahe Domestic and 
Forei((n Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal church, to re im* 
burse in part the expense at which their mission and school, at Green 
Bav, in the Territory of Mlchi||;an, had been established. The site of 
this institution was purrhased in 1830. Prior to October 1831, several 
extensive buildings had been erected, among them a school house, forty 
feet in length, and thirty feet in breadth, and two stories in heieht, at 
an expense of 53300 ; besides the cost of enclosing them which amount- 
ed to |fl500. The value of the othei property was estimated at about 
g2SIQ0* I'he superintendent, reported the noniber of boarders on the 4th 
of September last, to be 105, and the number of day scholars to be 25. 
i he department has recently made a further allowance to this institution 
of five hundred dollars 

The allowance of $1000 per annum to the catholic bishop of Cincin- 
nati, was intended to be applied in aid of his efforts to civilize and in- 
struct the Otiowas, Potiawattamies, and Menomonies From the papers 
exhibited to the department it nppeared, that a school was e^^tablished 
Mmong the Ottowas of lukt; Huron at L'Abre Crocke, in June 1829. In 
1831 there were more than 7U0 Ottow«i christians, roost of whom could 
read and write in their own language; who cultivated the land; had 
built hnubes, which then formed a town, and lived with the necessary 
comforti^ of a civilized people. They had a good school for boys and 
girls, and a large church. In 1830, a book of prayers and hymns, in 
the Ottowa language, prepared by the reverend Mr Dejeau, wat> ptinted 
in Detroit, which was used in this school as a reader The school in 
1831 contained 60 scholars; four other children were in the school of 
the bishop of Cincinnati ; and three were learning trades at Michilli 
m 'Ckinac, The catholics had expended, upon this establishment, during 
the two years of its exifttence, twelve hundred dollars. A similar insti- 
tution was • ommenced in September, 1830, among the Pottawattamies, 
on the rive St. Joseph, at which there were thirty pupils in 1831. And 
in June, 1831, a third school was begun at Green Bay, which contained, 
io October of that year, the same number of scholars. At these institu 
tioos the course of instruction has commenced with teaching the ilndians, 
adult» as Bellas children, to speak, read and write Iheir own langf/age 

The schools maintained by the American board of foreign missions, are 
established among the Cherokees, the Chickasaws, and the tribes upon 
the wHter!> of Inke Huron. 

Tbe school at Willstown was commenced May 12, 1823, since whirh 
time sixty six scholars have been educated. The present number of pu 
piis is eighteen, exclusive of those who board witn their parents. 

Preparations were made for commenring the school at Candy's creek 
in June 1824; but it was not open until February 2. 1825- It is vituat. 
tan milfs west of the Cherokee agency The number ot pupils is seveon 
four. Ot those who have been educated beret one is expected to returo 
this RUtiimn from the theolo|iical seminary at Princeton, piepared to 
preach tbe Gospel to his countrymen* Others are quali6ed to be instruri 
tors in the miomou branches. 
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The school at Haryees wat begun in April, 1823. The number of 
pupils, who have been received as members of the hoarding school, is 
twenty fire ; other children in the neighborhood have also been instructed 

The station at New Echota was commenced in November, 1827, but 
a school was not opened until April, 1830> since which time about fifty 
children have been educated. 

The school originally located at Dwight, was recommenced at a point 
twenty six miles west of Fort Smith in 1830. The number of pupils is 
sixty-five« Of those who have been taught here some are capable to ia 
struct others ; one has been employed as a surveyor , five have acquire(f 
a knowledge of geometry i seventeen of arithmetic; and five of the con 
stitution'of the United States. 

Among the Chickasaws, the American Board maintained a school it 
Monroe until 1820, when it was suspended. Another was commenced 
by them at Caney creek in January 1827, upon funds appropriated bj 
the Chickasaws, at which sixty eight children have been educated. / 
third was begun at Mastyn In 1825, upon a similar a'ppropriation. 

From the school at Michilimackintic, in Michigan Territory, no offi 
cial report has been received since 1829. It is known, ht>wever, to bare 
been judiciously conducted, and eminently successful. 

The reports from nther societies and schools furnish no other informs' 
tion, than that whi ::i is embodied in the preceding tabular statement 

By the removat of several of the tribes the last season, and of others 
who will soon emigrate under recent treaty arrangements, the civiliza 
tion fund will be relieved from most of the existing claims upon it. 

The commissioners, appointed <Mo hold treaties with the tribes west 
of the Mississippi, and for other purposes,^^ have been requested toes 
amine the difterent stations and s* ho^ls, to report a plan for the eco- 
Domica) and adtaiitageous administration of this fund, and of the vari- 
ous funds provided for by treaties with Indian tribes. 

In connection with this exhibit of the civilization fund, is eiven the 
amounts provided for by several treaties with Indian tribes, the date of 
the acts of appropriation, and the di9positioi>made of them.

Sir ; T>e following report of the iransactioos of this department with its 
proere-s itod prospects, is respectfully subaiit ed. 

fc xpeiieoce has demoii8trated che fact, that such improvements as facilitate 
intercourse by traTelliup, and at the same time increase the expedition and 
frequency of mails on the great leading routes, while ihey strengthen the 
bands of friendship, and promo. e both the moral and pecuniary interest of 
the country, bring an increase ot revenue to the departmeni more than eqniya 
lent to the increase of expenditure which i hey occasion. But the exfteDse 
for transportation must be incurred before the revenue can be realised. I 
have therefore, within theyear ending the first of July last, ifi en an increa^ 
to the transportation and celerity of the mails far beyond that of an> form' 
year Anticipating the law of the last session ot Congrera for the establish* 
ment of a greater number of new post routes than whs ever before estahli^h• 
ed 10 one year, it was deemed expedient, preparatory to meeting their ei* 
pense, to make great improvements on such routes, and to confine them prio- 
eipally to such routes as would tend, in a still greater degree, to enha >ce tHe 
revenues of the department, and in time to render that increuse available tu 
the expenses of the new routes which might be established. The progress of 
mail tranq;>o nation is as follows :

The mail between the AtHintic States and New Orleans, till November 
last, was transported but three tiroes a week New Orleans being the mnri 
Tor ail the western states, and the principal medium of mercantile inierconrse 
between ihem and the commercial cities on the sea board, the increase of 
noail facilities on the great mail route to Nf w Orleans was a subject of deep 
interest both to the agricultura land commerrial communities of more than 
half the Union. The wholf> of this line wa»^, therefore, from December last 
improved into a daily line of four horse coaches and steamboats, for tlie tlis- 
^^nce of 637 mile's, between Macon, Georgia, (there the daily line formerly I

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ended,) and the city of New Orleans ; and, with sucb increased expedition 

that tlie mail is now tran»|M>r>ed from Mew Orleans te Wasknigtonci^; iii 

fleven days and fourteen hours; to B.4Uiu)ore in eleven days and twenty on*- 

hours; to t'hiladeipbisy during the steamboat navigation, in twelve days aiMJ 

nine hou rs ; and to New York in th irieen days. 

'. he mails which were forroeriy transported but three timesa week bf-tweeo 
Augusta, Georgia, and Savannah, 119 miles, and from Augusta lO Charleston, 
South Carolina, 144 miles, have both been improv*>d into daily rouu^s, in four 
hone post coaches, exteudiag the same ndvautages lo those cities which 
were enjoyed by others in their intercourse with New Orleans, and with tiie 
flourishing mercantile towns through the centre of Georgia. 

The routes from Columbia and from Camden, South Carolinay to Charles* 
ton, have been increased from tri>weekly to daily lines of post coaches. 

A line of mail stages has beeu esablished from the mouth of St. John's 
river, lo St. Augustine, by means of which, the communication by stages is 
extended from the northern States atoug the borders of the ocean, to St Au 
gustine. This is the first stage route established in £asi Fiorida. 

The route from Norfolk, Virginia, by Edenton, North Carolina, Newbern, 

Wilmington, and Smilhviile, o Georgetown, South Carolina has been io- 

!proved into a tri> weekly line of four horse post coaches, conpectiug with the 

steamboat mail between Baltimore and Norfolk, and sui h expeditioiigifea 

to the whole, that the mail on that line is carried to Charleston, South Cat' 

Wlina, iu steamboats and post coaches, from Philadelphia to I^orfolk, 900 

miles, in twenty-eight hours; to Edenton, 3f8 n iles, in forty-two hours; to 

Newbern, 470 miles, in fifty-eight hours, to Wilmington, 568 miles, in eighiy 

thours ; and to Charleston, 766 miles, in five days and two hours. 

i The route from Salem, North Carolina, to Shown's cross roads, Teooes- 

^ee, and thence to Kooxville, S6S miles, has been increased from once to 

ftwice a week, in post coarhes, perfecting a line of coaches from Norfolk, 

iVirginia, and from Raleigh and Fayettevtlle, North Carolina, to Kuoxville 

and Nashville, Tennessee 

The route from Bean's station Tenn., to Lexington and Frankfort, Ky., 
has been improved from a semi to a tri-week'y line of postcodches ; aod a 
line of post coaches has bem established from Satem, N C. to'Wythe, c b. 
Va. These two improvements together, perfe< t a tri-weekly line of post 
coaehea from tlie sou'hern part ot Virginia, and fom the Carolinas, to the 
seat of goverment in Kentucky, and into all the northwestern States 

The roote from Fr> derlck^burg and from Ri<-!i(nond, Va., by Charlottel 
ville and Louisbnrgh to Guyandote, have been improved from a tri-we/'kly 
to a daily line of post coaches, and, in connexion with it, a daily line oif 
Bteamlioat mails have beeu established from Guyandotte, in Va., by Cinrio* 
naci, Ohio, <o Louisviiie, in Kentucky. A tri-weekly line of post coarhei 
has also been established from Guyandotte, Va,, by Catlettsburg, Ky., aAt) 
iMountsterl ng, to Lexington 

The roote between Louis%ille, Ky., and Nashville, Tenn., has been in* 
proved from a tri-weekly to a daily line of four-horse post coaches, and so 
expedited as to run t rough 174 uiiies, in less thin two days ; and the tri* 
weekly ronte between Cinrin>»ati, Ohio, and Goorgt'town, Ky., has in like 
manner been changed into a daily route. These two improvenifnis perfect 
Ihe daily mail communicatioo \n post coaches between the seats of govern* 
ment in Ohio, Kentdrky, and Tennessee, by way uf the commercial towns 
tit Cincinnati aod Louisville. 

A line of post roaches, three times a week, has been established hetwees 
Columbia, Tenn., and Buntsviile, Ala., which completes the intercourse ir 
c aches from the seat of government in Alabama, to Nashville Tenn., and to 
He States north of Ten ues* e. 

Tri-weekly mail coache« have been established fr.tm Frankfort, Kv , aw 

• m Cincinnati and Co^ombos, in Ohio, to Indianopolis, the seat olgoveio* 

uient, in Indiana. 
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The route from Lower Sandusky, in Ohio, to Detroit, in A^iciiigHii) 102 
niles has been increased rrom three times a week to a daily line of rou>--(tor8e 
post coaches, and so expedited as to run through in a liltie more titan a day. 

The whole line from Wai(hi..gton city and from Baltiait>re, via Whee/ing, 
Va., to Cincinnati, Ohio, and to Maysville, Frankfort, and Louisville, K>., 
hns been so expedited as to run from Washington and from Baltimore to 
Wheeling in two days; and to Frankfort in 6ve days; making the time to 
Cincinnatt and to Frankfort two days less than ever was occupied before. 
The mail may now be transported, during the summer arrangement, from 
Washington City and from Baltimore to Wheeling, 270 miles, in two days ; 
to Cincinnati, 520 miles, in four days ; to Louisville, Ky., in five days ; and 
to Nashville, Tenn., in seven days. Fiuin Philadelphia to the same piares, 
but twelve hours more are occupied.. The winter arrangement will require 
two day> more for the whole distance. 

The mails between Philadelphia and Pittsburgh have been so expedited 
as to run through in tifty»8ix hours. The mail is now transported from 
Washington City and from Baltimore, via Pittsburgh, Pa., Cleaveland and 
Lower Sandusky, Ohio, to Detroit, in Michigan, by daily lines of four-horse 
post coaches, in six days and fourteen hours, and from Philstdelphia in seven 
days ; bring three days less than the tinits fornuM-Iy occupied. 

A line of four-horse post coaches have been esubiibhed from Detroit, to 
run 3 times a week across the lerritory of IVl'chigan, 195 miles, to the town 
of >*iles, onthe river Si Joseph, and to run-through tn less than three days. 

The whole route has l)een improved into a <iaily line of post Coiiches from 
Washington city and Baltimore, b^ Y>'rk Pa, Harrisluirgh^ Norihumberlaiid, 
Wiliiaoisport, and B'th, N. Y., to Buit'alo, on Lake Erie, and so expedited 
as to ru- through in five days. 

Many other improvements have been made, and in other sections of the 
country, of considerable magnitude; especially in expediting; and perfecting 
til" mail intercourse between the United States and the British provinces 
upon onr borders. 

These considerations which have considerably enhanced the expenses of 
the department, have already produced an increase of revenue that begins 
to be sensibly felt; and piomise, within a short limn, more tl^an a remune- 
r.ttion for all their cost Though improvemevits always incur an expense be- 
fore the revenues which they yield can be realiied, yet with all the increased 
mail facilities during the year ending the 30th June, 1832, the revenues of 
the department have, within a very inconsiderable sum equalled its expenses. 

The revenue of the department, comprising the whole amount of postages 
accruing within the year commencing July I, 1831, and ending June 30, 
IK.')^, amounts to 5^7^^8,570 17. The expenditures of the department with- 
in the sanie period, were, for comnensation lo postmasters, 5715,481 68, 
for transportation of the mail, ^Xy^^t^^QH 22, for i>:cidentat expenses, 
568,111 45, amounting to 52)^66,100 35; making an excess of expenditure 
bevond the revemie for the year, of 57,530 18 Within the same period 
there was paid into the Treasury of the United States, hyirregular deposi'.s, 
the sum of 571 31 ; making, together, a reduction of the funds of the de- 
partment of 57,601 49.

It IS rendered highly probHble, by estimates entitled to great respect, 
thai the quantity of gold of the United States delivered at the Mint wiibiu 
the last year does not much exceed the one half of the productioii froiti 
the minis — nearly an equal amount being supposed to have been ex- 
ported uncoined, or employed in the arts. If this conjecture be nearly 
correct, the production of goM from the United States during the year 
has not been less than a million and a quarter of dollars. This may oe 
e^arded as equal to ooe-sikth part of all the gold produced, within the 
SI me period, from the mines of Euiop*: -<ind America, estimated accord- 
ing to the results of recent years, as giveu by the best authorities. 
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Relative Fatue of Gold and Stiver- 

When, at the coinmeoccment of the Mint in 1792. the ratio of fio« 
l^old to fine tiller wfnr established as ISf to 1, it was suppoiteH to be con- 
formable to their relative value in the principal commercial nations of 
Europe, and it probably was nearly couformahle to the mint legulHtions 
then prevailing. Ho.w for the value of those metals in the fureii^n market 
deviated from the Mint proportion during the interval trom 1792 to 1821, 
is not known. No deficienoy, however, in the Mint ratio of gold to silver 
in the United States became early apparent. 

The first notice of a premium on gold measured in silver, In the United 
States, appears late id 1821. Before the end of that year it had advanc- 
ed to 5^ per cent. Since that time it has occasionally been as high as 
7 per cent., and, at intermediate intervals, as low as 2 per cekt- During 
December, 1832, it was from 3^ to 4 per cent. 

The average relative value of gold and silver bullion in London^ far 
12 years, (1821 to 1832, inclusive,^ s 15 77 to 1, so that 371 1-4 grainy 
of pure gold would be of the value of 215 77 — the dollar unit consisting 
of 371 1 4 grains of pure silver.

THE PUBLIC LANDS. 

The lalei of the Public Landi during the lait year, were not equal 
those of the year preceding. The inadequacy of the means afforded 
the Surveyors General, to supply the returns of Surveys, and the tow 
•hip plats, in every Surveying district of the United States, except th 
of Alabama, together with the Indian war in the northern frontier of 1 
linois and the western part of the Territory of Michigan, and the gencr 
prevalence of the Asiatic Cholera, in those places to which emigrati< 
teuded, and from which it usually emanates, not only interrupted the lai 
tales entirely, in some districts for a portion of the year, but material 
retarded those in others. 

The Act of the last Seuion of Congress, providing for the issuing 
Scrip to the Officers and Soldiers of the Virginia Continental and Sta 
lioee and Navy of the Revolutionary War, to the amount of three hui 
dred thousand acres, has been nearl} executed. Warrants covering aboi 
forty thousand acres only remain to be satisfied, and these await the pn 
ductionof the necessary documentary evidence from the parties inte 
ested. 

By an act of April 5, 1832, '* Supplementary to the several Laws fi 
tale of the Public Lands," it is provided that all the Public Lands, whc 
offered at private sale, may be purchased at the option of the purchase 
either in entire sections, half sections, quarter sections, half-quaru 
sections, or quaiter-qumrter sections, (not to affect any special provisio 
made by law for the sale of land in town lots.) It provides, howeve 
that no person shall be permitted to enter more than one nalf-qoarter se< 
tioo of land under this act, in quarter-quarter sections, in his own nanu 
or in the name of any other person, and in no case, unlets he intends : 
for cultivation, or for the use of bit improvement. And the person mal 
ing application to malie an entry under this act, mttst file his affidavii 
under such regplations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribi 
that be make the entry in his own name, for bio own benefit, and not i 
trust for another. 

By an act of January 23, 1832, all persons who have purchased uodc 
the act of May 29, 1830, granting pre-emption rights to settlers on th 
Public Lands, are authorized to assign and transfer their certificates c 
purchase or final receipts, and Patents may issue in the name of the ai 
signee.

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SURVEYS OF THK PUBLIC LANDS. 

Tb« ooifonn mode id which the Public Lauds are surveyed conduces 
in the greatest possible degree to compactness of settlement. This me- 
thod is rectangular. 

The greatest division of land is called a towmhip, containing the quan- 
tity of 23,040 acres. The township is six miles square, and is subdivide 
ed into ttiirly-siz equal divisions) or squire miles, by lines crossing each 
other at right angles, called sections. The section contains 640 acres, 
and is subdivided into four parts, called quarter sections. The quarter 
section is divided into two equal parts, each, called half-quarter sections, 
whic^ last, previous to the act of April 5, 1832, was the last regular 
subdivision; that act, however, admits cf another, under certain cir- 
cumstances, which is, by running an east and west line through the half- 
quarter seciious to divide them into quarter-quarter sectioris.

LIGHT HOUSE ESTABLISHMENT. 

The great length of sea coast, and the numerous capeSi reefS) audshoalif 
from Mnine to Louisiana, (besides the eitensrve navigation of the lakes,) 
have rendered this a very competent establishment. 

The ere'tion and support of Light Houses devolves on the govern- 
ment of the United States, as incidental to commerce. They are provi 
rtpd for by an annual and specific appropriation; and are placed undsr 
the direction and control of the Secretary of the Treasury ; but all the 
contracts for building and repairing Light Houses, supplying them with 
oil, placing beacons and buoys, all the accounts incidental to the ess 
blishment, as well as the salaries of the Superintendents anti Keepers, and 
all the correspondence connected with the whole establishment is at 
tended to in the office of the Ffth Auditor of the Treasury. 

For every Light House, or Floating Light, there is a Keeper, who re- 
ceives a stated salary, per annum , each of the Superintendents have 
generally, several Light Houses under their direction, and receive, >>• 
compensation for their services, a commission of two and a half per ceot, 
honthe amount of their disbursements

After (he 1st of January next, no part of the public debt, except the re 
maining fragments of the unfunded debt, of which only small portions are 
occasionally presented, will be redeemable before the following year ; and 
though there will be in the Treasury, during the year, ample means to dis- 
charge the whole debt, they can be applied only to the purchase of stock at 
the market price, h is now manifest that if the bank shares had been sold, 
and the proceeds applied to this object, the entire debt might, in this man 
net', have been extinguished within the present year. But, it is nevertheless 
pleasing to reflect, that, after the present year, it may be considered as only 
a nominal debt ; as the bank shares, which have been actually paid for, 
within the last four years, by the redemption of the stock sub^u'.ribed for 
them, are greater in value than the whole amount of that debt : and the debt 
itself ceases to be a burthen, inasoauch hs the dividends, derived fropi the 
bank shares, y^eld more to the Treasury than will be requireti to pay the 
iot««re8t. The debt, may, thereforcf, be considered as substantially extin- 
guished after the Istof Januare next ; which is earlier than was looked for 
uoder the most prosperous and economical administration of our affairs that 
Dould have been anticipated. It wilt, nevertheless, be gratifying to the na 
lional pride, that every thing, having even the appearance uf debt, should 
cease ; and measures will, therefore, be adopted to invite the early presenta 
tion of the outstanding stocks, that they may be paid off as fast as the means 
•re received, and the evidences of the public debt finally cancelled. It will 
be a proud day for the American people, when, to all those honorable clia 
racterifetics which have rendered their career so momorable among nations, 
they shall add the rare heppiness of being a natio.i without debt, 

J. OF THE ESTIMATES OF THE PUBLiC REVENUE AND 
EXPENDITURES FOR THE YEAR 1833. 

The statement already presented, shows thai the receipts from customs, 
iluring the present year, will exceed the estimate snhoiitted at the last ses- 
sion of Congress, [t is true, that duties to a considerable amount, received 
in this year, will hereafter be returned under the 18tii section of the art of 
the last session, for altering the duties on imports. But, as tho«>o duties are 
not to be returned until after the 3'! of Marcl* next, and an, ii> the mean time, 
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ihey wiil be available means in ihe treasury, ibey will be so treated, and the 
probable amount of them will be deducted fron^ the estimated amount of the 
duties rectiivable io 1833 

Notwithstanding; the unusually large importaiions in 1831| those of 1832 
have also been laqge — beiag^ estimated| for the year ending on the 30th of 
September last, at ^100,652,677 in value. The exporte have somewhat] 
exceedeu those during the same period in 1831— being estimated at 
^^87,037,943 in value, of which ^63,074,8ld were of domestic, and ^^[23,963,128 
of foreign articles. These results are not only satisfactory, in reference to 
their connexion with the finances,, but as indicating a prosperous coodition 
of commerce. 

The duties which accrued during the first three quatters of tlie present 
year, are estimated at ^24,505,000; and those for the fouith quarter, ai 
gifSSlfiOO. Though ihe proceeds of tiiese duties wdi form a considerable 
portion of the receipts into the- treasur), irom customs, during the year 
1833, yet, is to be observed, that, as ^he term of credit will1>e much shorten 
ed on imporiations subsequent to the 3d of March next, a greater portion of 
the duties accruing within the year, will be received in that year, than hereto* 
fore. At )he Si«me time, the bonds given on previous importations, at the 

E resent teims of credit, will continue to fall due as before; and the rom- 
ined uperatioM of tlie%e two causes will inc>*ease the proportion which the 
actual receipts, within the year, will bear to the accruing duties, relatively 
both to past and future years. 

, From data in possession of the department, it is estimated that the duties 
which will be returned, out of the revenue of 1833, after the 3d of March 
next, upon merchandise deposited under the 18tb section of the act of^the 
14thof July last, may be estimated at f 2,500,000. Though these data are 
tte« essarily in a greai degtee conjectural, they are sufficient for the purpose 
of the present estimate. It is proper to be remarked, however, taat if a 
broader opf ration be given by Congress to the provisions of that aeciioo, 
than It has received at the department, the amount will be proportiouaiely 
increased. 

A considerable reduction, estimated at not less than two hundi-ed and fifty 
thousand dollars, from the amount receivable from customs in the present 
year has also resulted from the refunding of duties heretofore collected, aud 
|)erhaps an equal amount from the c-tnct^Uin^of bonds falling doe, on mil 
road iro«i, agree«ii>ly to the act of ihe last session. But as this has consisted, 
in part, of the drawback of duties takeu in previous years, the amount forms 
no criterion for the future. 

It has been show.n that .he actual recei;)ts from public lands, during the 
present year, will fall much short of the estimate presented at the last ses- 
sion. The sales were necessarily affected by the extensive measures adopt- 
ed is jhe western and northwestern country, to repel the reeeot ladian 
incursions. Owing, also, to the want of the returns of surveys and plots, 
tvhich the surveyors general found themselves unable to supply , )ao(», ex- 
pected to have been sold, were nut brought into marker. It is texpected, 
however, that the receipts fi;om this source will bo somewhat larger next 
year.

reimbursement uf the (ubiic debt-, 18,332,577 35 

In the year 1833, the first instalment payable under the convention with 

iFrance, for indemnities to American citixens, will also be received into the 

treasury, though it will form no part of the disposable means. 

j Taking an average of the importations, for the last six years, as a probable 

eriterion of the ordinary importation^ for some years to come, the revenue 

vrom customs, at the r»tes of duty payable after the 3d of March next, may 

l>e estimated at ^18,000,000 annually. The public lands, bank dividends, 

Wnd other incidenlal receipts, may be estimated at ^3,000,000— making an 

aggregate revenue of about ^21,000,000 a year« In the last auftual report 

•n the state of the finances, the probable expenses for all objects, other than 

the public debt, were estimated at fifteen millions. This is still believed to 

be a fair estimate ; and, if so, there will be an annual surplus of six millions 

of cfol tars. 

I Siill firmly convinced of the truth of the reasons then presented, for a re- 
duction of the revenue to the wants of the Government, 1 am again uraed 
by a sense of duty, to suggest, that a further redurtion of six millions of dol- 
lars be made, to take effect after the year 1833 Whether that shall consist 
altogether of a diminution of the duties on imports, or partly of a relinquish- 
ment of the public lands, as a source of revenue, as then suggested^ it will 
be for the wisdom of Congress to determine. 

Without adverting in unnecessary detail to the consideration in favor of 
leesening the existing duties, which I had the honor lo present, as well in 
the last Annual report, as in that called for by special resolutions of the House 
of Representatives, 1 deem it proper to observe that, in my own mind, those 
ponsiderations have lost none of their force, but have derived uew weight 
from subsequent reflection. 

The purity and simplicity of the institutions, under which it has pleased 
Providence to make us a great and prosperous nation ; the few objects, and 
those of a general nature, to which the powers of the Federal Government 
can be appropriately applied, and the great diversity of interests which, from 
their local and geographical position, prevail in the several States composiu., 
the Union, imperiously require that the amount of the public expendituit* 
should be reguUied by a prudent economy, and that no {greater amount 'A 
revenue should be collected from the people, than may be necessary lur 
sueh a scale of expenditure. 

The main purpose of taxation by the General Government, according to 
the spirit of tne constitution, undoubtedly is, to pay the (U hts. and to providr 
for the common defence and general welfare of the Union, by the meaiiM 
confided to Congress. It is freely admitted that this power may. and ow^U 
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to be, directly exerted to counteract foreign legislation, iajurious toour own 
nterprize, and incidentally to protiect our own industry, more especialH 
liose branches ** necessary to preserve within ourselves the means ol 
national defence and independence." And, although the exercise of the 
wer in either case, must necessarily depend upon the cause which msy 
all it forth, the power of taxation, imposing large and permanent burtbem 
for the encouragement of particular classes, cannot be exercised, and by ties 
er, majorities, consistently witii a proper regard to the equal rights of alii 
nd it is not to be concealed, that a permanent system of high protecting dtt> 
ies directly tends to build up favored classes, ultimately preju(i|icial to tin 
afety of the State. 

Deeply impressed with these reflections, which are now rendered more or* 

ent by the reduced and limited demands of the public service, 1 had tlM 

onor, at the last session of Congress, to recommend a reduction of the dutisi 

to the revenue standard. The force of those and similar considerations, a 

i that recommendation, may be supposed to have received, at that time, the 
sanction of Congress, and to have formed a motive of the act of the 14ili 
of July Inst, nOiWithstanding thatit was not then deemed practicable, fully 
to adopt the recommendation of the department. By that act, however, 
besides the positive reduction, both in the rate and in the amount of du^^, 
the expe'liency of adapting the revenue to the ex(>enditure, and of equaliz- 
ing the public burthens, was, to a great extent, acknowledged, and tbe 
oppressive system of minimums was, for the most part, abolished. By that 
acty also, those articles principally necessary for the maintenance and cloth 
ingof the laborers of the south and southwest, were, to a certain degrtte, 
relieved, a«d, l>oth by iisdirect enactments, and as incident to its main scope, 
it encouraged an Increased consumption of surh articles as depended tar 
their fibncation upon (he raw materials and productions of the south. To 
extend and improve the demand for those productions, by substituting, is 
far as practicable in general use, cotton fabrics, for those made of mHtei'iatt 
from other countries, was not an unimportant object of the bill presented 
from this department. 

In the reduction then recommended, the necessity of adopting tbe pro- 
posed changes to the safety of existing establishments, raised up under tbe 
auspicing of past legislation, and deeply ievulviiig the interests of large por* 
lions of the Union, was distinctly recognised; and it is still deemed to be oot 
less imperious, in the further changes which may be considered expedieot 
Such necessity, however, arises ratlier from a just and prudent regard lotbe 
risnts and interests of the whole community, than from any absolute p)e(^e 
of the national faith, uncontro ed by circumstances The principles pf our 
republican institutions discountenance any system of legislation, not in tbe 
nature of compact, independent of the popular will, tending to defeat tbe 
action of the constituent upon the representative, and to exclude the opera* 
tion oi rha»>ges in the condition of public affairs or in public opinion, upon 
the national councils. In this, as in all other instances, the causes wbich 
call for the legislative action must determine its duration, and that legisla- 
tion, e>peciatl>, which confers favors upon particular classes, baa no othet 
claim to permduenee than its tendency to advance the interests and prosperity 
of >he whole. 

To aid American enter^irise in every branch of labor, and, by aeasooabie 
encouragement, to foster and preserve within ourselves the means of national 
defence and independence, led to the protective system in the infancy of the 
Government To counteract the policy and rivalry of foreign nations, and 
to prevent their prejudicial influence upon American industry; to indemnify 
the latter against the superior >kill, and capital, and cheapness, of labor^ in 
older and more experienred cr.untries; and to succor American capital, which 
the events of the last war had devoted to manufacturing employments, re- 
commended an occasional extension of that policy, which has beeaUberaity 
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isiijoyed by the manufacturiiiff classes, since the act of the 4th of July, 1789. 
lo the course of that time , however, the cuptal and resources of the country 
have augmented in n ratio t>eyon<< the expectations and hopes of the most 
sanguine Ameticdu enterprise and ingetiuity are, every where, prover- 
bially the ol^ects of admiration, and in many brauciirai, maintain, without 
extraordinary aid, a succesnful cumpftitioii ivith tUose of other nations. By 
tile abuaddnce of provisions in the United States, aud the suritriHing increase 
^f population, the wide spread facilities of water-power, the iniproveuients, 
'<»» well in personal skill as in machinery of ail kinds, and the general aO- 
Ivaweement and diffusion of all the lights of arts and science; and ttie ri'duc 
jtion of duty, both on the raw material and other artir.leb of consuui|.!ti()n, 
iihe cost of labor and production have not only been lessened, bui, in a ^leat 
weasnre equalized ; and, in this view of the subject, ii is not perceived that 
there can now exist the same necessity for high protertiug duties, as that 
which was consulted in our past legist ttion. To perpetuate a system ui en- 
eouragement, growing out of a different state oi things, wou la be to confer 
Advantages upon the roaanfacturing« which are not enjoyed by any uilier 
[brauch of labor in the United States, and to convert the favor and bot'-.tv 
»of tlie Government into permanent obiigation« of right— Acquiring strength 
in proportion to their continuance 

it will be conceded, that, when the fair rate of profir attendant upon the 
sagacious employment of capital in the United States is satisfactorily ascer 
tained, it may be wise so far to protect aav important branch against the 
injurious effects of foreign rivai>y, as may be necessary to preserve for i^ 
the same rate of pro6t as is enjoyed by others. 11, however, by protective, 
legislation or otherwise, the proprietor of an actual capxal shall be enabled: 
to employ it in manufactures as advantageously and profitably as in anjj 
nther branch of labor, all things considered, he couid not reasonably demanq 
more. The rate of prott.ction which should enable m^oufacturing labor, 
conducted upon borrowed capital, to indemnify the lende ^nnd, m add^tionJ 
to realise the regular rate of profit for iis' If, would not mensiy confirm undue 
favor upon the manufacturer, at the expense of eveiy other employment, but 
bring the influencsof 'he capitalist in direct confiict with the general mas^ 
of the people, it might even be apprehended, that, by 9uch means there 
would be an accumulation of power in the hands of paitiiular classes, strong 
enough to control the Government itself If hese observations are entiiled 
to respect, little doubt is entertained, that, in a tariff framed onproper piin- 
ciples, the rednctton of six millions^ now recomcnended, may, (or the niO«t 
Ipart, be made upon those commonly denomiuated protected articles, without 
prejudice to the rea<ioniible claims of existing establisbments. 

By the act of the 14th of July last, the anomaly in the tariff of the United 
States, by which he»vy and burdensome duties were imposed upon the raW 
material, and especially upon the article of wool, was continued ; and the 
necessity was thereby created, of retaining upon the manui'actured article a 
higher degree of protection than would otherwise have been necessarx. Art 
adherence to this anomaly, instead of equalizing the burdens of the people, 
augments that of the consnmer, by increasing the number of favored classes J 
Proper attention to the facility and cheapness of producing, and the amounti 
actually produced, of the raw material in the United States, and an exumi-1 
nation of the information collected by this department, and transmitted tu| 
the House of Representatives at their last session, will show, that, in the 
extension of manufactures, and in the augmentation of a sure market, the 
producer oi the raw matertai has long since been in a condition to dispen*:'' 
with a great portion of the protection heretofore afforded. By the same in* 
formation it will further appear, that, by relieving the manufacturer from the 
burden of the high duty upon the raw material, the existing duties may be 
very materially reduced, and gradually removed, consistently with a jutt re- 
gard lothe interests which have so long enjoyed the advantages of the pro 
tective system. 
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By these considerations and the proud and gratifeing fact, that there no 
lohger exists any pubhc debt requiring the present amounr of revenue after 
the ensuing year, the question is submitted to the Legislature, whether the| 
will continue to raise from the people of the Uoiird States, six millions ot 
dollars annually l>eyoiid any demand fur the public service, that favors^ 
which have been so lung enjoyed, and which ina> soon be dispeased with, 
Hithoui detriment to the natiunal sai'ety or independence, maybe iadefiqilely 
ccmlinued. 

The undersigned is duly sensible, that the de* ision of this question beloDga 
prnperU to Congress. The duty, however, enjoined on him by the laws, to 
digest and prepare plains for (he improvement and management of the re« 
vrniie, and (or the sup^iort of public credit, nut less than the deep solicittM'e 
h'- feel« for the fsafety of our common countiy, hav« urged biui to present it, 
with his own reflections, fur the consideration of the Legislature. 

In the decision of this question, the present crisis in the United States, 
pregnant with ihe deei>est interest, must have its weight ; — an interest ar.s- 
ing noi so much from an apprehenKion of weakness in the law<i, orof inabilitv 
to execute them, as frum a universal conviction, thrr^ughoui a large portion 
of the Union, of the necessi y of a change, and of t e prn|>riety of p.«yini>r a 
reasonable defeience to tha opinion. The harmony »nd hrotberiy alTection 
of the citixens of different parts of this grtntrepuli I ic,««if not the preservatii 
of 'he Union itsetf, — nf>peal to the patriot ar.d statesman for the exercise • 
their highest quati.ie^, m regulating the burdens of the people ponsii>teniiv 
w.th the equal rights of all, and in rendering the laws not less free and equal 
than the institutions under which they are enacted. The occasion invokes 
the spirit of liberal concession and compromise, which laid the foundations 
of our inestimable Union; and on such an occasion, patriotism requires that 
no one interest should exact more than may be consistent with the welfare 
oi the whole 

Such an appeal comes with force to all, but, in an especial manuer, may 
be made to those who have so long reaped the advantages of .those burdens, 
from which their brethren throu<;hout ihe Union, after having subnaitted to 
Uiem while the public obligations and the naiiooal defence aod independence 
required it, now a*-k to be relieved. 

If this appeal do not find a response in a wise and patriotic moderation, 
there will be no efficacy in the moral force on which the republican institu- 
tions of the Union repose. 

The sleepless solicitude of the father of his country has multiplied lessons 
of patriotic duty, Init none of greater emphasis and pertinence in the pre- 
sent crisis, than in his admonition that, '* it is indispensable*, on all occii- 
sions, to unite with a steady and firm adherence to constitutional acts ot 
government, the fullest evidence of a disposition, as far as may be practi 
cable, to consult the wi.shes of every part of the community, and to lay t|i< 
foundations of the public administration in the affections of the. people ** 

The operation of the eighteenth .section of the act of the 14th of July la.<«i, 
according to the construction given to it at the Treasury, being, io some re- 
spects, different from that which the merchants concerned consider im- 
portant to their interests, it is deemed proper^to bring the subject before the 
attention of Congress, that, if owing to any defect in the law, or any error 
in the construction, the intentions of the Legislature have not been carriedl 
into effect^ the. necessary remedy may be applied. I 

By that section, the several articles enumerated in the-act, whether im- 
ported before or after the passing thereof, were authorized to be put into 
the customhouse stores, and such as remained under the control of the proper 
officer of the customs on the 3d of March next, were subjected to no higher 
duties than if imported after that day ; and the duties, or any part thereof, 
which may have been paid on such articles, were to be refunded to the per- 
son importing and depositing the same ; and the Secretary of the Treasury 
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wa« auiborised to preicribe such rales aod regvlationa a^mi^ht be Bee«isary 
to carry the section into effect. 

In executing the section the fullest disposition was Mi (e censQlt tho in 
lerest and convenience of the merchants ', but it was perceived that an On 
limited construction of its terns was cilcniated not merely to conflict with 
the several members of the sama section, and with other sections of the act, 
but to disturb the financial arrangements of the GoTernnvent, and postpone 
the payment of the public debt. 

In the last annual report from this departmeoC, as veil as in that priepared 
!'< by the direction of the House of Representatives, and aeeoropanyitig the 
bill which formed the ehief basis of the act of the 14th of July, it wsiS 
slated, that the existing obligations of the Crovernment, not lew than the 
interests of the coinn^unity, forbade a reduction of the preReot duUoe earlier 
than the Sd March, ]{t53 ; and by the second section of the act this recom- 
mendation WAS distinctly recognised and ailopfed. 

Without some limitation, theiefore, as to the r-etrospective operation ofl 
the 18ih sec ion, the object of the second section would not only have, beesr 
defeated, but the act itself would in Tact have been rendered operative in all 
past time, so far as concerned any soodK in the original packagesj ho matter 
•^ hen imported; and the owners- whether importers or retarlers, in all parrs 
of theeountry, would have had a right to deposit them in the customhouse 
«tore8, and claim a refunding of the duties. 

By one of the previsions of the 18th section, the authority to refund the, 
dutiea which had been paid en articles deposited, is expressly confined to 
the persons 'Mmporting and depositing the same ;'* thus treating the im- 
porter and depositor as identical. And, as it is not reasonable to suppose 
that the right to deposit was greater than that to claim a refunding of the 
duties, the words ** importer or owner" in other parts of the section were 
treated as synonimeus. The terms "importer or owner," moreover, through- 
out the levenue laws, reXer to importation, and are intended to signify the 
person importing, whether the actual proprietor, the igent, or the consignee. 
il is obvious, also, that, by this construction, these terms not only receive 
their usual revenue meaning, but are reconciled with those of importer and 
depositor, which couid not be, if the conjunction were to receive a Hisjune- 
tite ttilerpret'itioii. It was, therefore, held, that goods could be deposited 
only by the tatporte>\, , 

As'the act contained no appropriation for drawing money out of the trea 
surV for repaying the dutiet* authoriz' d to be r* funded, the' department was 
folly wamnted m interpreting the 18th section as applying to those duties 
only which may have, been paid to the collector after the passing of the act, 
and coiist^quentiy, in limiting the rtght of depo^ite to the gnodn on which 
those duties acctued But, from a d^'sire to give the sections as 'iberal a 
construction as was consistent with all the other objects of the act, it was 
nnqwfd to apply to the whole of anv ini'>ort»tion Qn which any part of the 
diities remained unpaid at the diUe of the hw And, to nuke this constiuc- 
ttod operate as equally and favoritbiy amongthe importers generaliv as 
migh^ be, it was allowed to include those goods also, upon which the duties 
h d been paid in rash, provided that, by the terms of < redit allowed by law 
fluiBh duties, or any part of them, would n >t have been payable Until afte 
the date of the law. It is not believ d, however, that any construction o 
th*' section, which will not admit of the depositeof goods whei in origint 
packages, whether in the hands of the importers or of any other person, an 
no matter when import* d, will be satisfactory to the ovvners of such good 
ae may be imported at a lower rale of duty after the 3d of March next 
Biit^ it it be the intention o^ Congress so to extend the operation of the sec- 
tion,* it is respectfully siiggeNted, fhtt as it will, in that case, necessarilyl 
embrace grinds upon which the dut>e»^muKt have been accounted for and paiif 
over to the treasury, an appropriation be made for repaying the amount o' 
such dntif-s nut of the treasury 
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W th a view to obtain reaaouable certainty in the financial operations ol 
lie govet ament, and at the saQ^estion of the collectors as to the time neces* 
« try for the duties to be performed by tbenii in executing the 18th aectiooi 
ir-Kufaiioo was adopted iaing ihe time to which goods might be deposited, 
111 the Istol Jaoua y next. It is, however, the intention of the departmem 
o exieod the time, if it be found that the duties of the collectors will admit 
.fit. * 

The alteiat on in many of the rates of doty, aad the repeal of the othersi 

viiich hav** been effected by late acts of dongress, seem to require some 

> iirespoiidinir modifications of the provisioas heretofore made for aacenaia 

iiig and secnriog the duties. But, as these details might he better brought 

to the attention of Congress in a separate communication, if such be iti 

pleasure, that coarse will be adoped. 

In the exposition of the public debt, presented in this report, it has bees 
ansumed that the three per cent, advertised for reimbursement on the 1st of 
October last have been actually paid, because the treasury has provided 
ample funds at the different loan offices for that purpose, which, upon the 

Eiresentatioo of the certificates, should have been applied to their payndteat. 
t has recently been understood, however, that on the 8th of July last, the 
B^nk of the Unied Sates, on the ground »s stated in the lecter of instruc* 
tions, *' that the spread of the cholera might occasion sreat embarrassment 
and distress in the community, deemed it expedient for the bank to keep 
itself in an attitude to afford rplief, should its interposition be necessary, and 
also to mitigate the pressure which the reimbursement of the three per ceoL 
stock held by foreigners might produce in Octob-r," despatched an agent to 
London, to make an arrangement with the house oi Baring, Brothers , liCo. 
for the postponement of three millions, for which they were the agents of 
that house, and also for two millions in addition 

It had not at tbit time, been decided by the Goyernment at what4>eriod 
the whole of the three per cents, should be paid ; and the agent of the bank 
was authorised to make an airangement for a postponement for six, nine, or 
twelve mouths after tnat period — tne bank agreeing to pay the interest in the 
meantime. 

Under this j^eneral authority, the agent concluded, on the 23d of August, 
1833, a contract with Messrs.* Baring, Brothers, k, Co. to buy up the three 
per cent, stocks oh the best terms at which they can be obtained, both in 
London and Hollanrl : the cost thereof to be placed at the debit of the bank, 
and the certificates of the stock so purchased to remain with Messrs. Bar- 
ing. Brothers, & Co. It was also stipulated, that, if the amount of stock so 
purchased, and of thtit retained by the holders, should, toaetber, be lest 
than five millions of dollars, Messrs. Baring, Brothers^ & Co shoatd make 
op the deficiency in case the bank should find it dcoirahle to draw for it, or 
any part of it->-ihe whole advance to be reimbursed by the bank in October, 
1833. Pursuant to this contract, purchases of the three per cent stocks 
ilvere actually made on account of the bank to the amount of $tf4n^QT7 33 

It is also uoderslmxl that the bank, by a letter from the president to 
Messrs Baring, Brothers, Hi Co., dated the of Idth October, 1832, disavow 
ed so much of the arrangement made by its agent, as related to the purchase 
of the stock) on the ground of that provision in the charter, which declarec 
that, *'tbe bank shall not he at liberty to purchase any public debt whatever.** 
In lieu of the stipulation in the contract, in regard to the amount purchased, 
it was, in the same letter, proposed, that the certificates should be transmit 
led without delay, thnt the bank might receive payment for the ovraers, 
without which, ir would not be in actual possession of the funds ; and that, 
the stock being thus reimbursed to ihe stockholders, the amouiit should be 
passed to their credit on the books of the bank, and they conttaoe to re- 
ceive an interest of three per cent., payable quarterly, nntil the lat of Octo- 
ber, 1833. 

It is supposed to be optional with Messrs. Baring, Brothers & Co. aoj 
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with the stockholder* who have stipulated for a po&tpooeaieot of payment, 
to consent to the change proposed by the ieiter of the president of the bank, 
of the 15th of October, or to insist upon the performance of the original ar- 
rangement ; and, should they pursue the latter course, the certificates cannot 
be finally sunendered before October, 1833. However this may be, and, 
ootwitbstanding the bank has disavowed the authority^ of the agent to pur- 
chase, it is certain that a delay, for a considerable period of time, has been, 
and must yet be, occasioned in the surrender of the certificates of stock to a 
large amount; and, it is not perceived, that there is any sufficient justifies- 
lion in the grounds of the transaction as assumed by the bank, for an arrange- 
■leot in any form, by which so large an amount of the public funds should be 
retained by the bank, at the risk of the Government, after it had directed 
their application to the payment of the public creditor. 

It is apparent, however, that the apprehensions arising out of the arrange- 
ment, as it is understood to b^ive beeq concluded by the ^gent pf the bank, 
and of the con^eqaences to which it might lead, more especially should the 
parties in Europe insiitt upoa its fulfilment; not less than tne great amount oi 
Ihe bank's transactions, esqecially i< its western branches, together with 
other matters connected with its dealings, which have occupied the attention 
of one branch of t'»e legislature since the last annual report from this de- 
partment, have tended to didturb the public confidence in the management 
of the institution ; and these, taken in connexion with the necessary arrange- 
ments, in anticipation of finally closing its business, have suggested an in- 
quiry into the security of the bank, as the depository of the public funds. 

The obligation of the Government, however, incurred by ihe notice foi 
thn payment of the public debt, in October and January, at the several loar 
offices, rendered <iny change in this re specty inexpedient, at least witbou 
fcnch an examination into the actual condition of the bank as justice to ih< 
institution, not less than to the community at large, required. Such ai 
examination as this department is authorized by the charter tc make, hai 
been directed ; and it is submittedtto the wisdom of Congress to dec id* 
whether it shall be extended further. 

The act of the lOihof May, 1800, which directs the annual report from the 
Secretary of the Treasury, would seem also to require that he (should, in thn 
communication, give information to Congress of any matters, either existinji 
or apprehended, which seriously concern the collection of the revenue: and 
io tUe dischai^e of that duty, it is his task to advert to the neasures now ii 
agitation in the State of South Carolina, altogether to prevent^ atanearh 
day, the execution of the present revenue laws, within that State. 

Such steps as are authorized and required by law, have already been tnken 
to continue the due collection of the revenues but, if the extraordinan 
measures which have been commenced by those exercising the authority o 
that Stxte, should be carried out to the extent which, unhappily, there seem; 
too much reason to apprehend, it is clear, thatall the aids wnich the existit^ 
laws afford will be inadequate to that object. Until, however, those inea 
sures shall be further matured, and more distinctly and officially known t( 
the executive, it is deemed proper to abstain from more specific reference •< 
the subject, in thi^ report: though its great importance, and the deep solici 
tude which it has excited, have already directed the attention of the depui i 
ment to the remedies which that contingency may require

OFFICERS OF THE CUSTOMS, 

The principal officer employed id the collection of the duties on im 
ports atid tonnage, is the Collec or, to whom the Naval Officer is at once 
n aid and a ctieck The Surveyor superintends and directs the inferior 
officers of the cu-toms, and all three are appointed by the President and 
Senate. They formerly held their offices for an indefinite period ; but, 
by nn act of the 15th May, 1 820, their appointment is now limited to 
f> u< years. Weighers, Gaugers, Measurers and Inspectors, are appoint 
pd by the Collector, with the approbation of the principal officer of the 
Treasury Department* For the duties of these several officerst see the 
act of Congress of the 2d of March, 1799. Public appraisers are ao 
ikorized by an act of the 20th of April, 1818 Their business is to ap 
praise imported goods subject to duty ad-valorem, when they are suspec- 
ted to have been invoi<'ed below the true value. They are appointed by 
the President and Senate, and hold their commisstont during the pleasure 
of the President. Assistant Appraisers are authorized by the act of 28th 
May, 1830.
